In that night tv as Belfhazzar flaine , becaufe then ex¬ 
a&ly the feventy years were ended. So, for the fame reafon it is noted, Exod. 12.40, 41. 
chat at midnight tne firft-borne of Egypt were flaine,becaufe juft then the four hundred or 
four hundred and thirty years foretold were expired.

his ^ f y jpi r i t ] it was the mighty and immediate work of God (in whofe 

hand are the hearts of all, both Kings and Captives , Lords and Lofels ) to bring this wife 
and great Prince, in the very hrft entrance into his Monarchy, before things were fully fet¬ 
tled to difmiffe fo great and fo united a people (in refped of their cuftomeand religion) 
and’fo given to infurre&ion (as was generally held) into their owne Countrey, with luch a 
faire and full Patent. This was the Lortds owne work, and it was juftly marvellous in the 
eyes of his people - who could hardly believe their owne eyes, but were for a while, like 
them that dreame. . Then was their mouth filled with laughter K and their tongue with fing- 
ing &c. PfiL 126.1, 2. Then was the great power and goodnefle of God, in ftirring 
up Cyrus to do this, acknowledged. Then alfo was the Kings clemency and courtefie no 
leffe cried up and magnified then was that of Flaminins the ( Roman General at Athens, 
where for delivering them from fervitude, he was little leffe then deified: Or, that of our 
Queene Elizabeth , who for her merciful returning home certaine Italians that were taken 
prifoners in the eighty eight Invafion, was termed Saint Elizabeth, by fome at Venice ; 
Whereof one told the Lord Carleton (afterwards Vifcount Dorchefier) being there Embaf- 
fadour, that although he were a Papift, yet he would never pray to any other Saint, but 
that Saint Elizabeth. . 

That he made Proclamation] Heb. He caufed a voice to paffe] fc.by his Meflengers ana 
Minifters. The Polls went out, being haftened by the Kings commandment, Efth. 3.15. 
even thofe/%w 7 .The Lord Chrift alfo proclaiming liberty to the captives,and the open¬ 
ing of the prison to them that are bound, Efay 61.1. cauleth his Word to run and to be 
glorified , to fpread like a Sun-beame, as Eufebius faith the Gofpel did at firft • to be car¬ 
ried as on Eagles wings, or on Angels wings, as it was thorough all Chriftendome, 
when Luther firft fent forth his book De Captivitate Babylotiicd , of the Babylonifh Cap- 

XmX And put it alfo in writing] That it might be potted up, and everywhere publifhed. 
fox audita perit: litter a feripta manet, Chrift hath written for us alfo the great things of 
his Law ; And (hould they then be counted a firange thing ? Hof. 8. 12. See the Notes 
there. His Gofpel likewife he hath written to you that beleeve on the name of the Sonne 
of God, 1 John 5.13. and ponder his Paffion efpecially which is therefore fo particularly fet 
sphinx Philofi downe by four faithful Wicneffes, that men may get it written not on the nailes of^thefr 
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hands (as one once did) but upon the tables of their hearts, there to abide as a perpetual 
pi&ure- Non feripta folum fed & fculpta, as He faid • that we therein beholding, as in a 
glalle, tlie love of our Lord, might be changed into the fame image , till our hearts became a 
very lump of love to hint who loved ms, and wafhed us from cur finnes in his owne blood, and 
made us Kings and Priefis unto God and his Father ,Kev. 1.5,6. 

Ver. 2. The Lord God of heaven hath given me] This good language Cyrus might we! 1 
learn of Daniel,who flourifhed under his reignjD/w.6.28 & probably acquainted him with 
the prophefies that went before of him, Ifa. 44. 28. and 45.1. faddns tne High-Prieft did 
the like (many years after) to Alexander the Great: who not only thereupon fpared the 
Jewes, but highly honoured them, as Jofephus relateth. Here then we lee this Potentate 
of the earth giveth unto the Lord the glory due unto his Name, Pfal. 29. 1,2. acknowledg¬ 
ing him theblelTed and onely Potentate, 1 Tim. 6.16. One that both is in the heavens, 
and alfo doeth whatfoever he pleafech, both in heaven and in earth, Pfal. 115.3. and 
135.6. The God of heaven , faith He, hath given me all the Kingdomes of the earth. This 
was farre better then that of Alexander the Great whom when Lyfippus had pi&urcd 
looking up to heaven with this Pofie, Iuppiter afferui terram mild, ru afiere ccelum, &c. 

Alexander was fo delighted with it, that he proclaimed that none (hould take his pi&ure Piin. lib. 6\ 
but Lyfippus- cap. 16. 

All the Kingdomes of the earth] i. e. Many of them, fo that he was WvTetKtutWvp a 
mighty Monarch, an abfolute Emperour. But to be , a* foie Lord of the whole 

world,was never yet granted to any: though the great Cham of Cataia is reported to caufe 
his Trumpets to be founded, every day alloone as he hath dined, in token chat he giveth Hcyl.Geog, 
leave to other Princes of the earth (whom he fuppofeth to be his valfals) to go to dinner. 

And the proud Spaniard (who affe&eth to be CatholickJAonaxch) was well laughed at by . 

Sir Francis Drake and his company, for his device of a Pegafus flying out of a Globe of the 4-3111 * 1 “ 
earth fet up in the Indies with this Motto 

- - torus non fujficit or bis. 

But he affe&eth an univerfal Monarchy: andfo perhaps did Cyrus , which maketh him 
here fpeakfo largely. 

And he hath charged me] Et ipfe commifit mihi, fo Junius rendereth it. The word fig- 
nifieth to vifit one, either tor the better or the worfe. But according to the Chaldee and 
Syriack life, it fignitieth to charge or command, as it is here, and 2 Cbm. 3 6. 22. fitly 
rendered. But how knew Cyrus this charge of Almighty God^ otherwile then by books ? 

Like as Daniel (who probably Ihewcd him thofe Prophefies of Efej Concerning him) un- 
derftood by Jeremy 25. 12. and29.ro. that the feventy years captivity were accom- 
plilhed : and by Ezekiel, chap. 31. 1, 2, 3. &c. (which he had read, likely, and revol- 
ved)he was the better able to give a right interpretation of Nebuchadnezzars dreame, 

Dan. 4. 

To build him an houfe at Jerufalem] i. e. To rebuild that which had beene once built', 
by Solomon (whence Hegefippus , not having the Hebrew tongue, will have Hierufalem fo 
named ejuafi Ufi>v Solomons Temple) a ftately houfe indeed, and one of the 

feyen wonders of the world. For’ albeit it was but one hundred and twenty foot long, 
and fourty foot broad -, whereas the Temple at Ephefus was two hundred fourty and five 
foot long, and two hundred and twenty foot broad : Yet for coftly and choyce materials, 
for curious and exa& workmanfhip, forfpiritual employment, and for my It teal (ignifica- 
tion, never was there the like edifice in the world. And happy had it beene for Cyrus; if 
laying afide all his warlike expeditions and atchievements, he Ifad wholly applyed nimlelf 
to the building of this holy houfe, and to the ftudy of thofe things, that there he might 
have learned tor his fouls health. 

Jerufalem which is in Judah] Jerufaltm was part of it in Judah , and part in the tribe 
of Benjamin. The houfe here mentioned (viz. the Temple) flood in Benjamin as was 
foretold it (hould by Mofes, four hundred and fourty years before it was firft built by So¬ 
lomon, Deut. 33. 12. And of Benjamin he faid,The beloved of the Lord,that ^Benjamin his 
darling, ,/W/ dwell in fafety by him, and the Lord Jball cover him all the day long , and he 
/ball dwell benveene his Jhoulders, that is, betwixt thofe two mountains, Moriah and Sion,' 
wherein the Temple was Built. Now becaufe Benjamin was the leaft of all the tribes of 
Jfrael, and becaufe fo much of it as lay within Judah (Jofb: 19.1, 9.) was comprized urn- 
der Judah (1 Kings 11*13 •) therefore is the Temple here faid to be in Jtrisfalm ivhich is

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i n fudab. Hereby alfo this Jerufalem in Judah is diftinguiflied from any other ferufa/em^ 
if there were any place in the world fo called befides. We reade of Pope Sylvefter the 
fecond (who fold his foul to the Devil for the Popedome) that faying Maife in a certaine 
Church in Rome, called Jerufalem, he fell fuddenly into a Fever, whereof he died, the De¬ 
vil claiming his owne: For the bargaine betwixt them was,that he {hould continue Pope, 
Fttfltt.Chronol. t j^ he fang MafTe in Jerufalem : and now intellexit fe d Diabolo amphibclid vocis circum - 
$K9b.Keu. pag. ventum . dreamt the Pope of any other Jerufalem but this in Judah , and this coft hint 

x ° 9 ‘ his life, Anno Dom. 1003. Eufebius telleth us that Montana the Hacrefiarch called his 

Lib < cap 17. Pepuzl and Tymium (two pelting parifhes in Phrygia) Jerufalem-, as if they had beene 
the only Churches in the world. Hofman the Anabaptill had the like conceit of Straf- 
Gwrgp™. burgmGermany s and BecoldoiMunfter • both which places they called the new Je¬ 
rufalem. , , 

Ver. 3. Who is there among you of all his people} Many there were among them thac 
affirmed deeply of being the people of God, who yet (ranyuam mcnftra marina) parted, by 
this Proclamation with a deaf eare- and preferring haram dcmefticam ar* dominie* a 
fwinefty before a Sanuftary, chofe rather to abide in Babylon , and there to dwell amongft 
plants and hedges, 1 Chron. 4.23. making pots for the Kings garden , then to go up. to 
Jerufalem. So that, befides this 0 yes, by the King, God was faine to cry* Ho, Ho, come 
forth and fee from the Land of the North : Deliver thy felf, O Zion, that dwelleft rich the 
daughter ofBahylon, Zech. 2. 6,7. Arifeye, and depart: fir this is not your reft, becaufe it 
is polluted : it fhalldeftroy you even with a fore deftruEHon, Mic. 2.10. Look how the Eagle 
hath much ado to get her young ones out of the neft, pricking and beating them with her 
wings and talons • fo was it here: and neither fo could the Lord prevaile with the moft 
of them, being as’loth to depart, as Lot was out ofiWcw, vel cants ab untto cork , or a 
dog from a fat morfel. , . _ 

His God be with him ] And then he needs no better company, no greater happinefle : 
for he is fure of a confluence of all comforts, of all that heart can w-ih, or need require. 
au& Tua prafentia , Domine, Laurentio ipfam craticulam fecit dulcem , ikith an Ancient , Thy 

prefence fweeteneth all our occurrences. This was therefore a good wifti of King Cyrus . 
neither didhe therein any diflervice to himfelf • for God hath promifed to bhf v - thof ? that 
bleffe any of his, Gen. 12.3. and not to let a good wilh to fuch go unrewarded, 2 Cor. 

J 3 • 9 * 

Let him go up and build, &c. 1 As God had charged him, verfe 2. fo doth he them.! 
And it is as if he (hould have laidwith thac Father. Uirteflel for up your hearts, as the 
Lord hath done mine, unlefle I lay Gods charge upon you to let itrenuoully upon this 
fervice of his, Vobis erit damnofum, mi hi periculoj urn. Timeo itaejue damnum veftrum,ti- 
meo damnati nem meam, ft tacuero.

Luc ho in the Comedian fits abrood upon his heaps and hoards, and will not be 
drawn off. Shall Nabal take his bread and his flefh, and give it to thofe he knows not v 
1 Sam.25} Mifers will as foon part with their blood as their good: whence the Chaldees calf 
their money D/rw,that is flood. Many a man Ihewes himfelt like the Cor»>/Z-chough,which 
will fteate a piece of money, and hiding it in fome hole, will never help her felf or any o- 
rher with it afterwards. Her nicer at es being loth that any man fhould enjoy his goods; 
after him, made himfelf by his Will, heir of his own goods. Athena us telleth of one, that 
at his death devoured many pieces of Gold, and fewed the reft in his coat, commanding 
that they fhould be all buried with him. But thefe in the text feeme to have beeneofthe 
race of thofe Per fans fpoken of, I fa. 13.. 17. which regarded not fiver, and as for gold they 
cared not much for it. Or, if they were Prolelytes to the Church, then they had learned

By the hand of Mithridath the treafurer~\ Heb. Gizbar-^ Inde Gajpar , faith one. Mi- 
thridates King of Pontus was famous in after-ages, or rather infamous for his craft in fa- 
ving himfeif, and his cruelty to the Reman Merchants, trading thorow his territories , 
killing fourfeore thoufand of them with one letter.

The great Turk fti- 
leth himfeif The worlds refuge: profeffing that all that lament unto him (hall have re- 
dreffe and fuccour. J,ames the fifth of Scotland was called The poor mans King , for his 
readineffe to right and relieve the afflifted. Zerubhabef however he came by this name 
Shesbazzar (for that he was the man I take for granted, Ezra 5. 16. with chap. 3.8. 
Zech. 4.9. though Junius think otherwife) he deferved it doubtleffe : and of him it might 
well be faid,as the Hiftorian doth of Probus the Emperour, Si probi nomen non haberet , 
habere cognomen pojfet, pity he had beene called any thing but Prcbus y fo honeft a Prince 
he was: think the like here. The Parliament here held Anno 137 6. was called The Good 
Parliament : and another not long after Parlamentum benediflum „ The blefTed Parlia¬ 
ment.

After the ordinance of David} He very much added -to the Charch-mufick. He hke-

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wife anticipated the age of the Priefts, entring into their fervice five yeares earlier then the 
Mofaical appointment. 

Verfe 11. And they fang together by courfe} Amant alterna Canteen* : Antiphonies are 
of ancient ufe. 

In praiftng and giving thank/} Men praife God for his excellencies, thanks him for his 
benefits. 

Becaufe he is good] So they fang Davids Pfalmes a good warrant for us fo to do. Here¬ 
tofore happy were they held, that could found out aliquid Davidicum: Now lome have 
found out new inventions. 

Verfe 12. Who were ancient men ] From feventy years of age, and upwards: for it was 
but threefcore years before this, that the Temple was burnt. 

Wept with a lor.d voice} Conlidering the difproportion. Let us do the like, when we 
compare our ftate of Creation with our ftate of Corruption. 

Verfe 13. Thenoifeofthe flout of joy from the noife,&c,} Nam partim jubilabantJar- 
tim ejuhibant.Our joyes while we are here, will be mixt joyes. Let thofe that would nave 
joyes unfpeakable, ftir up fighes unutterable. 


CHAP. IV. 

Verfe 1. Now when the adverfaries of Judah} 

A Rroufed by thofe loud acclamations and out-cries, chap. 3.12,13 . Thefe adverfa- 
ries were thofe Samaritans^ chap. 3. 3 - a kinde of mongrels that wore Religion as a 
cloak, which they ait her put on, or threw off - at pleafure, and as occafion required. Satan 
(faith one) doth not alwayes appear in one and the fame faftiion: but hath as manyfeve- 
rall Ihapes as Proteus among the Poets. Here he pretends devotion to his mifehievous de- 
lignes, but was fruftrated. 

That the children of the captivity} Iftos deportatos , by way of contempt as Junius ren- 
dcreth it: As if the Jews were therefore hated of Goa,becaufe they had beene tranfported, 
captivated. Tally pafieth the fame cenfure of them in his Oration, pro L,Elacco .* Iflagens 
cjudm char a dies immortalibus efetdccutt, quod eft villa , quod elocata, quod fervata. It 
appears how dear to God they be by their ofc-captivities. 

Verfe 2. Let us build with you} Craftily and treacheroufly do they offer their coft and 

panics, hi illi\ intermix ti perfinas commit ter ent, at quo it a opus intervener cut , faith one 
Sr Cra t well • that mingling with them, they might fet them together by the eares, and fo put a 

jbtoUor. flop to the work. Thus Julian, to fpight the Chriftians, firftfet the Jewesawork to re¬ 

build their Temple: and when chat would not be,he called home the Arian-Bilhops out of 
banifhnient, to breed new broyles in the Church. The Jefuites have a pradice at this day, 
of running over to the Lutheran Church, pretending to be Converts, and to build with, 
them: but it is onely to keep up that bitter contention that is betweene the Calvinifts 
and the Lutherans. And what ill offices they do amongft us at this day to heighten our 
divifions, and hinder the Reformation (by their wiles, much enfnared and hindered) good 
men are very fenlible of. The Lord deted and defeat them. 

Per we fecke your Cod, as ye do} Nay, not as ye do. See 2 Kings 17. 32 , 33 , 34 - they 
feared the Lord, not filially, but for his Lions: as the old Romanes worfhipped their Keto¬ 
nes, left they fhould hurt them : and as the Caffrani (a people in India) worfhip Devils in 
molt terrible figure, that they may not punifh them. 

Since thedayes of Efar-haddtn} Sonne and fuccefiour to Sennacherib , 2 Kings 19. 37. 
grand- fon to Salmanefer .* after whom, it feemes, he brought a new colony into the Land 
of Samaria, who proved deadly enemies to Gods people. 

Verfe 3. But Zerubbabel and Jeflua] Jeflua would be one to keep them out,though 
they flighted him in their application to Zerubbabel and the. chiefe of the fathers, 
verfe 2. 

Ti u have nothing to do with.us} You (hall neither conquer us, nor compound with us." 
This was right Roman refolution. They were wont to fay of cowards in Rome, that there 
was nothing Roman in them. I can never fufficiently admire (faith one) the fpeechofi 
blefTcd Luther , who (though he was very earneft to have the Communion adminiftredin 
both kinds contrary to the Dodrine and cuftome of Rome,) yet he profefleth, if the Pope 

(as 
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(as Pope) commanded him to receive in both kinds, he would recede but in one kinde ; 
left he (hould feeme to receive the mark_ of the Beaft. As for thefe Reconcilers, and Mo¬ 
derators (faith another learned man) were they the wifeft under heaven, and fhould live 
to the worlds end, they would be brought to their wits end, before they could accomplifh 
this works end, to make a reconciliation betwixt Rome and us. They have nothing to do 
■with ns to build an houfe unto our God. From fuch ft and off, faith the Apoftle, 1 Tim. 6. 

5. Say to them (when they offer their coft and fervice) as here. Pur a Deus mens eft: pncul+ 
o' precul efte profani.This was one of thofe ancient Lawes of the twelve tables among the 
Romanes, Impius ne audeto placaredonis tram deorum, Let no profane perfon prelume to 
think to pacine the gods with their pains,or prefents. 

But we ourfelves together will build , e/rc.} This, the adverfaries call combination, con- 
fpiracy, fadion, fedition, &c. See verfe 13. But what faith Tertullian? Cum bora, cum 

probi coeunt - non eft fattio dicenda,fed curia. Et'e contra ,illis nomen fallionis accommo-- _ 

dandum eft, qui in odium piorum & proborum conff irant. When good men get together, ^ 
and hold together, it is not to be called a fadion,but a Court. As on to’ther fide, they are & 
to be counted fadious, whoconfpire againft the godly, as thefe Malignantsin the Text 

As King Cyrus, &c.} They had good authority for what they did, and they hold 

them to it. . 

Verfe 4. Then the people of the iandl} Who the nearer they came unto a conjunction 
with the Jewes in matters of Religion, the deeper hatred they bare them. Thus at this 
day a Jew haces a Chriftian worfe then he doth a Pagan*, fo doth a Turk hate aPerlian 
worfe then he doth a Chriftian *, a Papift, a Proteftant, worle then he doth a Turk; a For- 
mallift,a Puritan, worfe then he doth a papift. Odia Theoloqica funt acerbiffima. 

Weakened the hands of the people of Judah ] Difcoiimgedthem all they could, endeavour¬ 
ing to transfufe (as it were) a dead-palfie into their fingers,that they might furceafe, or, at 
leaft, flack their paines.Well might Solomon fay,Wrath is truel,and anger ts outragious : but 
who 'can ft and before envie? furely the yeopme of all vices is found in this ftiarp-fanged* 

™ ^Andtroubled them in building ] Heb. Kept adt about them, and terrified them. This was c 
to do the work of their father the Devil, that troubler of Gods Ifrael (ad injuriam infc- 
render? tot us emparatus) fet uponY to vex fuch as begin but to build the Tower of god- 
Uneffe, arid to hinder them to the utmoft. 

Verfe 5. And hiredCounfellours againft them} But good Counfellours would not have 
beenc hircd,either to bolfter out a bad caufe, or to out-face a good- to juftifie the wicked 
for a reward, or to take away the righteoufneffe of the righteous from him. There is a 
notable inftance of this in Papinian a Pagan Counfellour. Thou mayeft (faid he to Antoni- P aitian * 
nus the fratricide,)command my neck to the block,but not my tongue to the barre. I prize 
not my life to the pleading of an ill caufe. Thefe Jfordida pofeinummia in the text , were 
none fuch. Some think they were Courtiers and Counfellours to the King : fuch as by 
whom the King was even bought and fold, as Aurelian the good Emperour was • who 
might know nothing but as his Counfellours informed him. This made Alphonfus King of 
Arragon fay, that Kings were herein moft miferable, that whereas they abounded with 

all thingielfe, the truth of matters they could feldome come by. 

All. the dayes of Cyrus King of Perfut} Who warring abroad, committed the govern¬ 
ment of his Kingdome to liis fonne Cambyfes alight and lewd loffel, ealily prevailed with 
to hinder fo good a work. _ ■ . , c c 

Even untill the reigne of Darius} i. e. Of Darius Nothus (fay fomfc) the tonne ofr cp mile< 
Artaxerxes Lonnmanus (named verfe 7.) the father of Artaxerxes Mnemon. But they 
do better in my opinion,that underhand the text of Darius Diftafpts 3 vtho fucceeded Cam- 
hfesjmd married his lifter* feeking to ingratiate with the people by ratifying whatever 
Cyrus had decreed, and this of the Temple among the reft. See chap. 6.1. 

Verfe 6. And in the reigne of Ahaflutroff/Xhit is, of Cambyfes,who is alio called Ar- 
t.’xcrxes in the next verfe : for thefe two names were given to many Kings oi Perfta-, mfi 
as Pharaoh was to the Kings of Egypt, as a title of honour. Ahafluerofh lignineth an he¬ 
reditary Prince. Daniel calleth him the Prince of the Kingdome of Perfta. chap. \ o. 1 3 - je- 
caufe he was Viceroy in his fathers abfence. Infamous he is for many lewd pranks (as that 
he killed bis brother, and then his owne lifter, after he badfirft married her, and made a 
Law that any man might do the like) yet was he not fo ungracious a fonne to 
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our Henry the feconds eldeft fonne was - whom he not onely crowned King during his 
owne life, but alfo, to do him honour at his Coronation, renounced the name of a King 
for that day, and (as Sever) ferved at the table. For which he was thus requited. My fa¬ 
ther laid he, is not dishonoured by attending on me- for I am both a Kings and a Queens 
fon,and fo is not he. 

In the beginning of his reigne] As loth to lofe time (Efau began in the very womb to 
perfecute Jacob) and as taking their fitteft feafon,for granting of fuits. 

Wrote they an accufation] Heb. a Satanical furgefiion, a diabolical accufation , hatcht 
in hell, and diftated by the Devil. He it is that afteth and agitateth the Saints ad- 
verfaries and accufers j fitting upon their tongues and pens, and Setting an edge on 
them. 

Verfe 7. And in the dayes of Artaxerxes] This foemes to be Cambyfes his Perfian 
name,as Ahajhuenfh was his Chaldee name. It is as much as Bellator egregitts^n excellent 
T rk Hift warriour. So Scipi, was called Fulmen belli , the light-bolt of warre ; Bajazet the 

ur ‘ 1 great Turk, Gilder an , or lightning '.Albert, Marquette of Brandenburg, was called A- 

chilles Tett tonic as. Our black Prince was fo named, not of his colour , but of his cou¬ 
rage, and of his dreaded ads in battel : for he alfailed no Nation which he over-came 
not ■ he befieged no City which he took not. Cambyfes had great fuccefle in his wars, 
and added Egypt , and other Countries, to the Perfian Monarchy. 

Wrote Bifhlam Afithredath] Thefe were the King of Ferftas Toparches or Deputies, 
beyond the river Euphrates. 

Written in the Syrian tongue ]] Called alfo the Chaldee^Babylonifb and Ajfyrian com¬ 
monly fpoken by the Jewes, who in the feventy years captivity loft the purity of their 
owne language • like as the Latines alfo did, when the Gorhes, Vandals and other barba¬ 
rous Nations over-ranthem, and mingled with them. 

And interpreted in the Syrian tongue] i. e. with Syrian charafters,.Ef Scriptura dr lin¬ 
gua erat Syriac a, ut fine interprete in aula regis intelligeretur , faith Shindler. It was fo 
written that it might be underftood at Court without an interpreter. 

Verfe 8. Rehum the Chancellour ] Or Prefident of the Councel. It is of the Chaldee 
termination : the whole hiftory alfo following to chap. 6. 19. is Chaldee, tranfcribed , as 
fome think, out of the rolls and regifters of the Chaldees, and here inferted. 

Verfe 9. The Dinaites and the Apharfathkites, the Tarpalites] This was not unity,but 
conspiracy of a rabble of rebels againft God and his people. So Pfal. 83. 5,6, &c. They 
have confulted together with one confent , they are confederate againfi thee. The Tabernacles 
of Edom and the JJbmaelires of Afodb, and the Hagarenes , &o. A whole legion of De¬ 
vils could agree to enter into one poore man, to vex him j and to aft .as one, in that 
pofTeftion. 

Verfe 10. The great and noble Afnapper] Some great Commander under the Aflyrian 
Monarch. There is,they fay,a greatnefTe Belluine , and a greatneffe Genuine. Afnapper,not- 
withftanding his big-fwoln titles, might be rather great then good- and more notable, 
then noble. Nobilitas Jola efi atejue umca virtus. 

On this fide the river j That ancient river - the river Euphrates , which the more I fee, 
the more I admire f aithone. 

Verfe 11. Thy fewants'] Not thy fobjefts onely, but thine Officers. * 

Verfe 12. The rebellious and bad City] After fo many years, doth Jerufalefn rue one 
perfidious aft of Zedekiah : and having once beetle treacherous, it ftill nears, The rebel¬ 
lions and bad City , as if it had beene a very a profeffed SanUuary of roguery^ (as 

the Jefuites fey of Geneva) and as Tier us faith of the Temple at Jcrufalem , that it was 
impite gentis arcanum. 

And have fet up the walls thereof] This was no lefTe falfe then fcandalous. But malice 
careth not how true the accufation is, but how mifehievous. 

Andjoyned the foundations] Chald. fewed together. Or, rather thefe falfe-informers 
had fewed a lie together with great Art, that it might feeme a truth, Pftl. 119. 69. The 
proud have forged a lie againft me, ajfuunt mendacium mendacio, they have taught their 
tongues to fpeak lies, Jer. 9. 5. and are Artifts at it. 

Verfe 13. Be it ktwwne new unto the King] d. This is no light bufinefle, but of 
greateft importance: and therefore fit to be noted and noticed. 

Then will they not pay tolc,tribute,&c.~]Yhis is an old device of theDevil and hislmpes, 
to reprefent Gods people to the world as Antimagifiratical^nd difturbers of the publike 

peace.

H that is now called a Prophet, was before-time called a Seer, 1 Sam. 9.9. becaufe 
X his eyes were ilhghcened, Num. 24. 3. and he faw vilions of God, Ezek- 1.1. Dan. 1 
17, Prophets they were a. ter wards called, that is. Interpreters of Gods will by his com. 
mand, fixed. 7. 1. Laron thy brother fhall be thy Prophet , that is, thine Interpreter. By the 
mouth of chele holy Prophets God fpake to his people in all ages, Luke r. 70. Yet not 
without fome intermillions of Prophdie, as the Church complaineth, Pfal. 74.9. till that 
Cat bimat h Chazcn (as the Jewcs call it) the fealing up of Prophefie, which they place be- 
tweene the Prophet Malachi, and John Baptift, who was more thm a Prophet. The Ori¬ 
ginal word JMabi , iignifieth one that, from the inward etfiinfel of God uttereth 
Oracles. 

Haggai the Prophet] Who was not an /Ingel incarnate , as Origen and Hierom held* 
but a young Saint (as Epiphanius deferibeth him ) and might therefore well bean old An- 
‘ gel, if he lived to be old. Sec more of him Hag. 1.1. with the note there.

In the^nameof the God of Ifracl] Who both authorized and enabled them: God fend- 
eth none whom He gifteth noc. The Apofties alfo were Embafladours in the fame name, 
2 Ccr. 5.20. and fo, Collegucs to the Prophets, Luke 10. 16. (See r Pet. 1.12.) Angels 
admiring the matter o their Ambaflie, and their happy harmony. 

Even unto them] Who yet were very little amended by their feventy years captivity.

Ezra the f.nne of Seraiah ] That is, the grand-fonne: for Seraiah was flaine when fe 
ntfalem was Lift taken, 2 Kings 25.18,21. ’ 1 

Verfe 2. The fonne of Shallum ] See 1 Chron.6. 7,8,9,10. Of thofe two books of 
C hrcnicles this fame Ezra is held to be the Pen-man : and it is not improbable. 

Verfe 3. The fonne of Meraioth~] Here's a great heap : fix of Ezra’s anceftours (like 
ly for brevity fake) being overskipped. 

Verfe 4. The fonne of Zeraiah,&c.] Thefe might be (as one faith of feffe the father 
of David) Viri boni & benefit^ minus tamen dart-, good men, but obfeure. 

Verfe 5. The f,me of Aaron the chief Priefi J Ezra then was exgenere pontificio (as 
thole, Alls 4. 5*) non tamen pontifex. The title of chief Priefi is never given unto 
him. 13 

Verfe 6. Thu Ezra went up from Bahylonf Together with many others, who were 
moved thereunto by his example, and authority. He was (as one faith of Tiberius) impe 
no magnus, exemplo ma ]0 r. Great men are Looking-glafTes, according to which mott men 
drefle themfelves: let them .look to it therefore, and fhiqe as Lamps. 

And he was a ready Scribef] Or a nimble Text-man : his office was to write out copies 
of the Law and to interpret it. He wrote (fay fome) the Hebrew Bible out in Chaldee 
letters (the lame that we now call Hebrew, the ancient Hebrew characters remained with 
the Samaritans) for the ufe of his Countrey-men returned out of* Chaldea. He firft or¬ 
dained (lay others) the Vowels, Accents and Maforeth. A great Scho lar he was, andex- 
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celiently well feene in Scripture-learning: to which all other skill is but flramiuea candela, 
a rufh-candle, a fmall light that ferveth but to light men into utter darknefie. Be wife, he 
learned, faith the Pfalmiit: but withall Serve the Lord withfeare, Kiffe the Sonne, G re. O- j 1 * 1 * 
therwife ye may be as learned as Varro that general Scholar • as Alberts magnus, quern caxr ‘ cr ‘ 
nihil penitus fugit, omnia Perfelic nwit , who knew whatfoever was knowable, as one faith Bonofius . 
of him : or as Toflatus (otnerwtfe CiWeA Abulenfis) qui omnium feientiarum doftrinarum- 
que arcafuit & emporium , faith he that writeth his life •, who was a living library:and yet 
ye may pejifli everlaftingly. The Jewes called their learned men Scribes , as the Perfians 
did theirs Magi-, the French, Druidcs • the Indians, Bracbmanni, &c. But he that is not a 
Scribe inftrutted, and inftruding others to the Kmgdome of heaven, Matth. 13.52. (hall ^ 

hear. Where is the wife ? Where is the Scribe ? Where is the dijputerof this world f Sapien- *’ °* 
tes fapienter in infernum defeendent. 

which the Lord God of Jfrael had given} The Moral Law, with his owne immediate 
mouth (fo that he might lav with fofeph, Gen. 45. 12. Behold, your eyes fee that it is my 
mouth that fpeaketh unto you) the other Lawes he ordained by Angels in the hand of a Me¬ 
diator, i. e. of Mofes , Gal. 3.19. Hence fofephus calleth the Jewifh politie a Theocratie .• 
and Proffer thinketh, that they were called fudai, becaufe they received jus Dei , the Law 
from God. But we can give a better derivation from the Hebrew, viz. Jewes, i. e. Con- 
fe(fours, fuch as were thofe above, chap. 5. 11. 

And the King granted him all his requejf ] Giving him more and greater things then 
he durft defire. So great facility and flexiblenefTe found He in this King, that he needed 
onely to aske, and give thanks: as it is faid of Tiberius , that he never denied his favou¬ 
rite Sejanus any thing • but oft-times prevented his requeft, and avowed that he deferved 
much more. 

According to the hand of the Lord his God upon him~] i.e. his fweet and fingular provi¬ 
dence, ever watching over, and working for thofe that are good, 2 Chron. 19. ult. Such 
may well fit and fing as one did once 

Vnaeft in trepida ntihi re tnedicina , fehova 

Cor patrium. Os verax, omnipotetifque Manus. 

Verfe 7. And there went up fome of the children of Ifraef] And but fome ^ for many 
chofe rather to continue in the Land of their captivity, though God by his Prophets ,and 
the King by his Proclamation had cried out. Ho, Ho,come forth, c Fc. 

Deliver thy feife 0 Zion,that dwtliefi wuh the daughter of Babylon, Zcch.2.6,7* See the 
Note there. 

And the Nethinims'2 See the Note on chap.2.43. 

Verfe 8. And he came to ferufalem in the fifth monerb]S o that they were four moneths 
incoming: and that which upheld them was, that they fhould fhortly fee the face of God 
in Zion , pfal. 84. 7. Popilh Pilgrims,though they have many a weary ftep, and meet with 
much hardfhip, befides Ioffe of their eftates, yet fatisfie themfelves in this. We have that we 
came for, viz. the fight of fome dumb Idoli. What then fhould not we do or fuffer to fee 
God in his Ordinances, in holy Aflemblies? 

Verfe 9. According to the good hand of his God upon him] Seethe Note on verfe 6. In 
all thy wayes acknowledge God, and he fhall dired thy paths, Pnv. 3. 6. Commit thy 
way unto the Lord,truft alfo upon Him, and he fhall bring it to pafTe,P/.37.5 Holy Ezra 
had experimented all this (as alfo had Eliezer , Gen. 24.) and therefore aferibeth his good 
fuccefle to Gods good providence. 

Verfe 10. For Ezra had prepared his heart‘d Which, without due preparation, would 
not have beene drawne to any good. See 1 Sam. 7.3. fob 11.13. Amos 4; 12. An mftru- 
ment muft be tuned, ere it can be plaid upon: fbwre wines need good fweetening. 

To feekjhe Lem of the Lord] To dive into the very bofome and bottome of it. fifui 
nucleumvult,nucemfiangat. The Rabbines have a faying, that there is a mountainc of 
fenfe hanging upon every tittle of Gods Law. 

And to do i>] His knowledge and pradife ran parallel, and mutually transfiifed wafmth 
into one another. He was not of thofe Oratours blamed by Diogenes, for that they ftudi- 
cd bene dicere, non bene far ere, to fpeak commendably, but not to live accordingly; He 
kneww ell that his forefathers (the High Priefts) had Pomegranates for favour, as well as 
bells for found. , 
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And to reach in Ifrael] He knew the truth of that Hebrew Proverb, Lilmcd Lelammedi 
Men muft therefore iearne, that they may teach others • and not bury their talents, left 
the canker of their great skill prove a fwift witnefle one day againft them. 

Verfe 11. Even a Scribe of the words of the Commandments] This fheweth Ezra was 
roc an ordinary Scribe (called a Scribe of the people) nor a publike Notary, or Kings Se¬ 
cretary, fuch as were called for, Efth. 3. but Scrib a facer , legis per it us , & interpret , a 
1 eacher of the w. rds of the Commandments of the Lard and his Statutes to Ifrael. This is an 
high and honourable employment. 

Ver. 12. Artaxerxes King of Kings] This is a very high ftile for any mortal wight: yet 
ambitioufly aflumed by Monarchs and Einperours. It is indeed the proper title of Jefus 
Chrift,who hath upon his vefture, and upon hu thigh a name written,King of Kings,and Lord 
Socrates. of Lords : Kings and caytives,Lords and lolTels are all his underlings and vaflals,a$ thofe 
good Einperours Conftantine, Theodcfus, and Valentinian ufually called themfelves. This 
Name of the Lord Chrift is faid to be written, 1. On his Vefture, that ail may fee it and 
fubmit to it. 2. On his thigh, where hangs his / word, to /hew his abfolute and illimiced 
Empire, got out of the hands of his enemies with his iword and with his bow, Pfal. 45.5. 
By me Kings reigne, faith He, Prov. 8- 15. And Nebuchadnezzar is made to know as 
much, Dan. 4. 35. who once vain-glonoufly vaunted, that his Princes were altogether 
Kings, Efay 10.8. Maximilian Fmperour ot Germany alio faid of himfeif, that he was a 
King of Kings, but in another fenfe: for every of my l'ubjeds (quoth He) will be a King: 
fobiu.tMml. and fay 1 what I can, they will do what they lift, 
loc. com.p. ofthe God ofheaven I See the Note on chap. 5 . 11 . 

5 85 - Verfe 13. And of his Pm (is] fc. The God of heavens Priefts, verfe 12. and there¬ 

fore honoured and refpeded by this great Monarch fo was Samuel by Saul , faddus 
by great Alexander j the Bardes ( anciently ) here in Albion by the greatest Com¬ 
manders. 

Which are minded of their owne free-will] He would compel none: neither doth Almigh¬ 
ty God. His people are all Voluntieres, Pfal. 110. 3. Efay 5 6.6. he Andes them not fo, 
Atnbrof.in Pf.i hut makes them fo and accounts that Virtue nolentium nulla eft. Lex vcluntarios quant. 

God accepts a free-will offering, and commands us to come off roundly and readily in his 
fervice. 

Verfe 14. And of his feven Counfellours] Without whom the King did nothing of 
moment. This King was better affeded to his Councel then his father Xerxes had beene- 
Vrf.Msx. 1.9 c.j of whom it is ftoried, that in his expedition againft: Greece , he called his Princes together, 
as if he would have beene advifed by them, but lpake to them to this purpofe: Lejt, faith 
he,/ fjcttlJ feeme to follow mine owne connfel, I have aftembled you. And now do you re¬ 
member , that it becomes you rather to obey, then advife. 

To enquire concerning Judeb] So Saint Paul lent to enquire what was vet lacking in the 
faith of the Churches. 

According to the Law of thy Cod) Which is not onely reft a, but regula, the rule and 
rudder. Thofe that walked by this rule, Ezra was to cherilh , and to punifh fuch as did 
otherwifo , being cuftos utriufque tabs<U. 

Which ts in thine hand] Which thou art Angularly skilled in, and much exercifed about 
it: that thou mayeft both obforve it thy felf, and alio preferve it from other mens viola¬ 
tions. 

Verfe iy. Which the King and his Councellcurs have freely ijfredj This K/ng as he 
had beene well bred by his Mother Que^ne Efiber, fo he bad (likely) beene well in- 
ftruded by Ezra in the knowledge of the God of heaven (as he calleth him) whole fer¬ 
vice he thus promotetb. So Origen wrought much upon Alexander Sever us the Empe- 
rour by his found do&rine and holy converfation: but efpecially upon his mother Mam- 
maa who became a great friend to the perfecuted Chriftians. 

Verfe 16. And all the filver and gold that thou canjb finde~\ And gold-thirfty Babylon 
Was not without great ftore of both * could the owners but hnde in their hearts to part 
with it to fo pious an ufo: Some did, and the rather becaufe the King and his Couneel be¬ 
gem to them. 

- With the free-will offering of the people'] Gods feled people, of whom Mtfes fingeth,. 
Happy art thou, O Ifrael l Who is like unto thee O people l Desst. 3 3.29. 

. Verfe 17. That thou msyeft buy fpee&ly] JMcb . God is himfeif a pure a<ft, and ha- 
teth dulnefle in duty. What thou doeft do quickly, laid Chrift, even to the very Traytow 
that did feek and fuck his blood. 1 Verfe 
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Verfe 18. Arid whatsoever fall feeme good to thee, &c.~ ] The King knew them to be 
feithful and Wife fteivards (fuch as Hanani was, Nchem. 7. 2.) and therefore leaveth much 
of the money to be beftowed as they pleafed. 

Verfe 19. The vejj'cls alfo, &c. J How naturally feemeth this King to care for the 
fervice of God l and what pity is it that he Ihould fo oft call Him Your God, and Thy 
Cod, and not owne him for his.' So hard a thing it is to relinquifh that vaine converfation 
that people have received by tradition from their fathers. I will never forfake the Religion 
that I have received from my fore-fathers,faid fully • And the Monarch of Morocco told 
the Englilh EmbafTadour^ that he had lately read Saint Pauls Epiftles, and liked them fo 
well, that were he now to chufc his Religion, he would, before any other, embrace Chri- 
ftianity. But every one oughc,faid he, to die in his owne Religion: and the leaving of the 
faith wherein he was borne, was the onely thing that he difliked in that Apoftle. 

Verfe 20. And what fever mere, Crc.J What could this King fay more to feale up 
his good affeftion to the work in hand ? Shall not this liberal Heathen rife up in judge¬ 
ment and condemne fuch hold-fafts amongft us, fuch miferly money-hoarders, as have no 
quicks fiver, no currant money for God or any goodufes •, but are, the richer the harder, 
as Dives ? 

Verfe 21. Let it be done Jpeedily] Without/bucking and bucking, without delayes 
and confults: I, even / will have it fo, faith the great King : difpute not therefore, but 
difpatch : £fuod eqo volo , pro canone ft, as Copflantius the Emperour faid to Paulinas, Lu¬ 
cifer, and other diffcnting Bifbops. 

Verfe 22. Vnto an hundred talents of fiver] This was no fmall fumme. How charge¬ 
able was the fervice of God heretofore, to what it is row,? and yet how heavily do men 
come off, when to expend, though but a very fmall femme that way. Ad quid perditio 
htec ? To what end is this wafte? is the common cry in this cafe. Surely Pagans and Pa- 
pagans who lavifh money out of the bag without meafure, dotantque Deos alienos(zs fome 
read that text, Pfal. 16.3.) /hall have an eafier judgement then fuch pinch-penny profef- 
fours. 

Verfe 23. For why fhould there be wrath] Beb. Boy ling or foaming anger, great in¬ 
dignation^ it is rendered,and made the utmoft degree of the divine difpleamre, Dent.2$. 

28-Of all things God cannot endure to be flighted,and to have his fervice neglededtthis, 
blinde nature faw, and was therefore fedulou$ herein to prevent wrath. Ariftocle hath 
this divine precept, a«. Make Religion thy firft and chief care, that ' Arift. vo\iu. 

thou mayeft profper, &c. Let our wor/hip-fcorners look to it: do they provoke the Lord l. 7. c. 8. 
to wrath ? are they icronger then He? will they bring Gods vengeance upon us all ? 

Againft the Realme, the King and his forties^ For God is higher then the higheft , and 
will raine downe indignation and wrath,tribulation and anguifh upon every foul of man 
that doth evil, or that negledeth to'do good -. for not-ferving of God, not-facrificing is a Rom, z* 3 9. 
fin, Mai. 3. 18. Ecclef. 9. 2. And fin doth as naturally draw and fuck judgements to 
it, both perfonal and publike, as the loadftone doth iron, or Turpentine fire. 

Verfe 24. And alfo we certifeyou,that touching any of the Priefts,] Thefe he taketh 
fpecial order for, that they be freed from publike payments: and the like care was taken 
by our Anceftours for the Minifters of the Church of England, as appeareth by Magna 
Charta , chap. 14. Their maintenance is of the Law of Nature, Gen. 47.22, Jezabel provi¬ 
ded for her Priefts • Idolatrous Micah for his Levite ; the Papifts for their fhavelings, 
granting them many and great immunities, and being fo free to them, that there was 
need of a Statute of Mortmain providing chat men fhould give no more to the Church.

Of the males an hundred and fifty ] Great account was made of males under 
Btoumsw oyage • the Law,, more then of the females: and fo there is to this day among the Jewes, who hold 
women to be of a lower creation, made onely for the propagation and pleafure of man, 
&c. This their conceit is their folly, yet their pofteriry approve their fapings. He did better 
who ftiled woman the fecond Edition of the Epitome of the whole world. Sure it is, that 
foules have no fexes and in Chrift, there is no refped had more to the male then female. 
Gal. 3.28. 

'Verfe 4. Of the fennes of Pahatk-Moab 1 Haply fo called, becaufe feme of his proge- 
nitours had'dwelt in Moab . He was a Covenanter, Neh. 1 o. 14. 

Verfe 5. The fenneof fahaziel] The father is named, but not the fonne: hut why, 
who can tell ?

Verfe 6. Of the femes alfo of Adui] A Covenanter too, Neh. 10. 16. i 

Verfe 7. fejbaiah] Of the fame name, but not the fame man that is mentioned, 
verfe 1 9. 

Verfe 8. The feme of Michael] A name afterwards given to Jefus Chrift, Dan. 10. 
13. Rev.11.7. fignifying, Whois.asGod? Hence feme conceive, that it is not fo fit to 
call a childe Michael , Emmanuely&c. 

Verfe 9. Obadiah the fome offehid] This Obadiah, (as alfo Zechariah^ verfe it, and 
Azgadverfe iz.) fealed the Covenant, Nehem. 10. not without oath, and execration. It 
is both lawful, and in fome cafes needful, for good people, folemnely to binde themfclves 
to bounden duties. Hereby, faich a grave Divine, as true intention, eameft defire* prudent 
jealoufie and holy zeale are manifefted, fo is a dull fpirit much quickened, and tie weak, 
wayward Revolting flclh bridled and curbed: yea, and bound to ner good behaviour.

Of 
Lib.7.c.47, good Ez.ru we may fay as Pliny doth of Metellus • Metellus infelix diet non debet, felix non 
potefl, Unhappy we may not call h im, happy we cannot: witnefle the dolefull difeourfe of 
this Chapter. 

The Princes came unto mejl he better fort of them that were fenfible of the abufes crept 
in, and delired a Reformation. For fome of the Princes alfo and Rulers had their hands 
elbow-deepen the wickedneffe complained of Verfe 2. 

°i 1 The people of Ifrael] The Many, the common fort, that flhallow-braind,but many¬ 

headed Beall,that loves to follow the herd and do as the moft do, though thereby they 
be utterly undone for ever. 

And the Priefts, and the Levites] This was muchrfor thefe knew the Law, and made 
their boaft of it,/(W.2.18.23 • They could not be ignorant of the unlawfulnefle of this 
mixing themfelves in marriage with Heathens not profelyted. Now fins againft knowledge 
and confidence are of a double dye,of a crymfon colour: and make a great breach, a deep 
gafh in a mans fpirit .Efay 59.11,12. What was it that brought fuch roarings and troubles 
on them,and that,when lalvation was looked for? Our iniquities tefiify to our faces,and we 
know them. 

Have not feparated themfelves ] The feparation of the Saints from the wicked is a won¬ 
derful feparution , Exod.i3.16. fuch as was that of light from darkneffe in the creation. 
God hath brought them out of darknefje into his marvellous light. Why then fhould they 
1 ct ’ be unequally yoked together with unbelievers? what communion hath light with darkneffe,&c? 

2 CorXs.iAf. 

Being according to their abominations'] How fhould they chufe but do fo,when fo match¬ 
ed and married ? what’s thereafon the Pope will not difpenfe in Spain or Italy, if a Papift 
marry a Proteftant ? yet here they will,but in hope thereby to draw more to them. The 
brown bread in the Oven will be fure to fleece from the white-not that from it.So in mar¬ 
ried couples; feldome is the worfe bettered by the good, but the contrary. See Nehcm. 
13.26. 

Verfe 2. For they have taken of their daughters'] Taken them for wives: which was fllatly 
forbidden, Dent. 7.3 .and a reafon given, ver.q. from the evil effeefr of fuch unbleli mar- 
riages.This abufe Malachi complaineth o^chap.2.1 1,13.whom fome make to be the fame 
man with F.zjra. 

*lvXP° v *hemfelves and for their fens] Whom they herein helped to a cold arm-ful,(is Lyco- 

t<tynAKt<sfAU- phron calleth a bad wife :) or rather to an unnatural heat, worfe then that of a quartan 
ague, as faid Simonideses bad as that of an evil fpiric,faid another Heathen. 

So that the holy feed] Id efi, The children of Ifrael,vj\\o were all federally holy at lea ft, 
Deufi.7.6. as are alfo all the children of Chriftian Parents, 1 Cor.j. 14. 

Hath been chief in this trefpaffe] Which they think audacioufly to bear out with their 
big looks,to obtrude and jultify to:the World this moft malapert mifdemeanour, becaufe 
it is facinus majeru aboil* , the fad: of a great one.

miliation,indignation, aeteftation of their dealings herein.

Now although the comfort given by Gods Minifters ( fuch as Ezra was) be ordinarily 
molt effectual (as is the biefling of Parents,who are in Gods Room) yet others alfo (that 
are confciencious and experienced perfons, that tremble at the Commandement of God as 
here ) may give excellent counfel and comfort in fuch a cafe.

That wine tvai b efore him] There was a- feaft, as verfe 6 . Not by chance, but by Gods 
providence: who of fmall oceafibns worketh greateft matters many times * as he put 
fmall thoughts into theheart of Ahtfhuerojh for great purpofes, Efth. 6 . i. 

And I too&p the ivine, &C-] As Efther was come to the Kingaome, fo Nehemiah ter 
this office, for inch a time as this, Efther^, 14. Though he were a prifoner,a ftranger, 
one of another Religion, yet is he the Kiti£s Cup-bearer and tafter: an office of great 
truft, and credit. This was a ftrange work of God, to caufe heathen Princes thus to fa* 
vour the Religion that they knew not -, and to defend that people, which* their fubj'e&s 
hated. 

Now I had not beene before-tithe ptd in his prefence] Princes are uiually fet upon the 
merry fin-, and all devifes are ufed by Jefters and otherwife, to make them merry : no 
mourner might be feen in Ahafbfieropr his Court* Efih. 4.4. But good Nehemiah had been, 
for certaine morieths fpace, affli&iiighisfotil* and macerating his body, as in the former 
Chapter: Hence his prefent fadneffe, which the King ( being a wife man, and a loving 
matter) foon obferved. 

Verfe 2. wherefore the King faid unto me, Why is thy countenance fad Some would 
have chid him., and bid him be packing, for they liked not his looks * there might be trea<- 
fon hatching in his heart : he was a man of an ill afped. But love thinketh no 
evil. 

Seeing thou art not fickf\ Sickneffe will caufe fadneffe in the beft. Thofe Stoicks that 
faid a wife man mutt be merry, though lick, when (ickneffe came, were convinced, fe mag- 
*ull nificentius locutot effe ejudm 'verius , that they fpake rather bravely, then truly. And 

therefore Cicero to a merry life requireth three things. 1. To enjoy health. 2. To pot* 
fefle honour. 3. Not to fuffer neceflky. Faith in Chritt is more to the purpofe, then 
any, or all of thife. 

This is nothing elfe but forronto of heart] The heart comtttoftly fitteth in the count0* 
naiice-and there feeweth how it ftands affeded. Momus needeth not carp at mans make-, 
and wife a window in his breaft that his thoughts might he feefte: for, a merry heart ma- 
keth a chearful countenance but by forrofr of heart * the fpiritis broken, PTOV. 15. 1$. The 
Hebrews fay, that a mans infide is turned out and difeovered, in ocults , in loculis , in pocu- 
lis, in his eyes, pi±fe,and cUp. 

Then I teas very fore afraid] Grieved before, now afraid. Thus, aliud ex alio malum: 
full us fluttum trudit, One forrow followeth another, and a Chriftians tttkh and pati¬ 
ence is continually exercifed. But in the multitude of Nehmiahs perplexed thoughts with¬ 
in him,Gcds comforts refrejbed his foul , Pfai. 94. 19. He cafts his \iertQc his burthen upon 
the Lord, Plal. 55. 22. and doubteth not, but he Will effed his defire. 

Verfe 3. And I faid unto the King'] After he had pull'd up his beft heart, and reco¬ 
vered his fpirits. He declareth unto the King the caufe of his fadneffe. How ready feould 
our tongues be to lay open our cares to the God of all comfort, when we fee Nehemiah 
fo quick in the expreffions of his forrow to an uncertain ear. 

Let the King live for ever ] i. e. Very long. Let him not fufped by my fadnefle,chat 
I have any evil intent or treafonabte deligne againft him: for I heartily wife his welfare. 
It was rtOfc Coiftt-holy-water (as they call it) wherewith he hero hefpmkfeth his Prince - 
it was not counterfeit courtefie * fiich as was that of Scjuier the lrzytor,Anno 1597.Tent 
by Walpoole the jefuite, to poyfon the pummel of Queen Elizabeths faddle, when fee 
’ was to ride abroad: which alfo he did (but without effed) ikying chearfully at the fame 
time, God fave the Queen, Saluta libenter is by many pra&ifed , from the teeth out¬ 
ward, but by Nehemiah,heaxti\y. 

Why fliould mt my countenance be fadQ Jn time of common calamities there is juft caufe 
of a general fadneffe, (hould we then make mirth} Ezek. 21.10? The Romanes feverely 
punifeed one that feewed himfelf out of a Window with a garland on his head in the time 
of the Punick. warre, when it went ill with the Common-wealth. Jufiinus the good 
Func.Cluon. Em p crow of Cenfi ant inop le,xt><Sk\h^ doWrifal ofth'eCity'of Antioch by an Earth-quake, 
.fo much to heart, that it caufed him a grievous jit *>f fickneffe, Anno Dm. 527. When 
Vo^ Clement and his Cardinals were imprifoned by the Duke of Burbcns men ih Saint 
Angelo, Cefarm Spain forbadall Cnt^lUd^std be plaid,&c. $h Frahce.iht Duke Of Bur- 
&»^sconderrTfted Offreafon/his ftahie and nWrUotiftl tffrk ®£carfed, Ms akftes XHftPd 
din, his landsahd gbods cocffiftatet!- In Ehgkrrd-KtogHihfy 'ch^pleafed. 

Speed. 1017. • Cardinal Wolfey wept tenderly, and emptied the E&nd of SlO^I&pfJlfadsfo 

rHfere and ranfbme the diftreffed Pope. when 
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When the City, the place of my fathers fepulchersl A good argument to an Heathen, 
who fet great ftore by (as now the Papifts keep great ftir about) their burial-places * as if 
one place were holier then another for that purpofe* a tneer devife to, pick poor mens 
purfes. 

And the gates thereof are confumed -with fire] The Jews at this day,wben they build an 
houfe,they are,fay the Rahbines,to leave one part of it unfinifted,& lying rude*in remem¬ 
brance that jerufalem and the Temple are, at prefent,defolate. At leaft, they ufe to leave 
about a yard fquare of the houfe unplaiftered,on which they write in great letters that of 
thePfalmift, If I forget ferufalem,then let my right hand ferget her cunning, Pfal.137. ■ 
or elfe thefe words, Zecher Lechorban, The^memory of the Deflation. \ 

Verfe 4. Then the King faid unto mej Some think that Nehemiah looked thus fad 
before the King on purpofe, to make way to this his requeft. 

For what doeft thou make reejuefi ?] Not for any other honour or great office a- 
boiit the Court, or in the Countrey: nor for any private friend, or the like, but the good 
of the Church. Thus Nebridius in Hierome (though a Courtier and Nephew to the Em- ' 
preffe, yet) never made fuit but for the relief of the poor afflifted. Thus Terence, that 
Noble’ General under Valens the Emperour, being bidden to aske what he would, asked 
nothing but that the Church might be difempeftered of Arians. And when the Empe¬ 
rour, being himfelf an Arian, tore his Petition, he faid he would never aske any thing for 3 
himfelf, if he might not prevaile for the Church. 

So / prayed to the God of heaven ] Darting up an ej'aculation, a fudden and fecret de- 
fire to God, to order and (peed his Petition. Begin all with prayer* and then exped a 
blefling. Call in the Divine help, if it be but by darting out our defires to God. Thus ( 
Mofes cryed to God, yet faid nothing, Exod. 14.15. Hannah was not heard, and yet fee ( 
prayed. Auftin reports the cuftome of the Egyptian Churches, to pray frequently and \ 
fervently, but briefly, and by way of ejaculation, ne fervor languefceret , left their heat 1 
feould abate. 1 

Verfe 5. If it pleafe the Kingl Silken words muft be given to King$,as the mother of S 
Darius faid:ncither muft they be rudely and roughly dealt with,as ?oab dealt with David , i 
2 Sam. 19. 5. who therefore could never well brook him afterward, but fet another in 
his place. 

And if thy fervant have found favour] Pellican obferveth here, that Nehemiah was 
a great favourite of this Kings: as appeareth in that having fo many Noblesjhe chofe him 
to this Office, rather then any of them. He therefore pleads it as a pledge of further fa¬ 
vour : fo may we with God, as being no finail favourites in the beloved One , Ephefians 

That thou wouldeft fend me unto Judah 1 Not only give me leave to go, but alfo fend 
me with a Commiflion to be Governour. This was a cold requeft,but modeftly propofed, 
and eafily obtained. The King is not he that can deny you any thing, Jer. 38. 5. Love is 
liberal,cLn'jrj is no chnrle. 

Verfe 6. And the King faid unto me 1 He yeelds for the thing, only indents for 
the time: as being loth to deny Nehemiah Eis fuit, and yet as loth to forgo fo faithful a ^ 
fervant. Ipfe afpeftus viri born deleBat. 

The Queene alfo fitting by him] And affifting his caufe likely. Some think this was 
Efiber theQueen-mother. But the Hebrew word here is. Wife: Now the Kings of Perfia 
were noted for uxorious. 

For how long, &c.] The departure of a dear friend is fo grievous, that Death it felf 
is called by that name. 

So it plea fed the King to fend me] As a Governour, chap. 5 • 14* This was the fruit 
of prayer, and therefore fo much the fweeter. 

And I fet him a time] fc. Twelve years, chap. 5. 14. But more probably a feorter 
time at Hrft. 

Verfe 7. Moreover I faid Unto the King] He taketh forther boldneffe upon the 
former encouragement :fo may we with Almighty God, the Sunne of our righccoufnes, 
the Sea of our falvation. Con dude as fee (fid, A company comes. God never left bating, 
till Abraham left begging. A 

Let letters be given mi to the Governors] Thofe neareft neighbours, but greateft 
enemies. 

That they may convfiigh me over] He committed himfelf to God, and y* petition* 
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the King for a Convoy. In all our enterprizes God isfo to betrufted, as ifwehad 
ufed no means: and yet the means is fo to be ufed, as if we had no God to truft 
in. 

pit H'ft. Verfe 8. Keeper of the Kings forrefi] Heb. Paradife-, probably fo called, for the plea- 
call c.Hf fantnefle of it. The french Proteftants called their Temple or Church at Lyons, Paradife 

Davids delight,P/ 7 f /. 27 .and 84. 

Of the palace that appertained to the houfe~\ Idefi, To the Temple, which is called The 
koufe, by an excellency.as the Scriptures are called the Biblep. hat is, the Boo 4 , as being the 
onely belt Book,in comparifon whereof all other books in the World are no better then 
waft paper. 

And for the houfe that I Jball enter into~^ Id efifi dwelling houfe for my felf, when once 
the publike is ferved. J unius underftands it of a Common-hal or Shire-houfe , wherein he 
might fit and judge caufes brought before him. 

And the King granted me~] It was but askjtnd have , and fo it is betwixt God and his 
people. When there was a fpeech among fome holy men, what was the beft trade ? One 
anfwered, Bcggery :it is the hardeft & richeft trade. Common beggery is indeed the pooreft 
andealieft* but prayer, he meant. A courtier gets more by onefuteoft, then atradef- 
man or merchant, haply with twenty years labour: fo doth a faithfull prayer, c Ire. 

According to the good hamTjAt called) \xanjtis GW,as if he loved or cared more for him 
then for the reft of the World. It is the property of true faith, iJiovo/iT& u to make all 
its own, that it can lay hold upon. See the Note on Ezra 7.6. 

Verf.9. Then I came to the GovernoursJ fofephus faith,that the next day he took his 
journey and deliv ered his letters to Saddens Governour of Syria , Phoenicia and Samaria. 
A ftrange example, faith one, to fee a Courtier leave that wealth, eafe and authority that 
he was in,and go dwell fo far from Court in an old,Torn,and decayed City,among a rude 
poor people,where he Ihould not live quietly, but toyl and drudge like a day-labourer, in 
dread and danger of his life.But this is the cafe ofearneft,and zealous men in Religion,&c. 

Now the King had fent Captains J This was more then Nehemiah had defired : and as 
much as he could have done for the greateft Lord in the Land.

His name fignifieth, faith one, a pure Enemy : he was come of that fpiteful people, 
who were anciently irked becaufe of Ifrael , Hum.22.3,4. or did inwardly fret and vex' 
at chem,as Exod. 1.12. who yet were allied unto them , and did them no hurt in their 
paflage by them, yea had done them good by the flaughter of the Amorites their en¬ 
croaching Neighbours. 

And Tobiah thefervanf] A fervant or bond-(lave once he had been, though now a To- 
parch Lieutenant to the King of Per fin. Now fuch are moft troublefome, Prov. 30.

It feemed to them an mV, a great evililt difpleafed 
them fore,and vexed them at the very heart,fuch was tl'^r fpleen and fpite.Envy is a dead¬ 
ly mifehief : and becaufe it cannot feed upon other mens hearts, it leedeth upon its own- 
drinking up the moft part of its own venome. The envious man is not like the mayd in* 
Avicenjfiho feeding upon poifon, washer felf healthy * yet infeded others with her vene- 
mous breath: But like the Serpent Porphyrins , which is full G;poyfon-but, wanting teeth,

That there was come a man to fee f the welfare, &c 7 \ This they looked upon with an* 
evil eye,-and wtrevGxed.Invidid Sicnli, See.Who can jland before envy , Prov,27-4? Ite- 

fpicth ! 
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fpieth with great grief the fmalleft things the good mandothor hath ? and is therefore 
abfolutely the beft thing to clear the eye-fight, faid AttiusSincerus a Noble-man, to King 
frederike. 

Verfe 11. So I came to Jerufalem ] Thither God brought him as on Eagles wings* 
maugre the malice of his Enemies.The Jewes had great reafon to rejoyce, and to welcome 
him with great folemnity* which yet they did not, for ought we read ; but that, hetaketh 
not for any difeouragement* his reward was with God.

H E was firft,as fit he (hould,forexamplefake^Miniftersrouft be pattemes ofpiety:they 
have jnany eyes upon them, and every thing in their pradife fhould be worthy imita- 
tion.This Eliafbib was grand-childto fe/&/w,chap.i2.io. 

With bus brethren the Priefts J Who were before fearful,or forgetful ^ till inminded and Piur. 
excited by Nehemiahi who,as a Lyon,became Captain to this Hoft of Harts, andatchievd 
9 great matters. So ftrong and fo Tweet an operation hath a feafonable exhortation, 
when it falleth on a prepared heart, and it fet on by God. 

And they built the Sheep-gate } And reafon it was, faith an interpreter, that as they 
were Shepherdsto the people, fo they (hould build theSheep-gate which was atthe Eaft- B.pukingcon 
end of the City where the Temple was, where the Sheep came in,.that were offered in facri- 
fice, and whereof they had their parts, according to the Law. This Gate may well be 
compared to Chrift Jefus, who fought the loft Sheep, and was facrificed as a Lamb, and is 
thc Q a te w b c jeby o nely we enter,and his Shepherds muft be the builders of it,and bring the 
people into thefold. j . ; . .! 

They fa notified, it} /^f/,beautifiedit, and then confeccateditby theirprayersandde- 
voubns. : . was Prieft-like-and probably,hereupon follpwedthat miracle of an Angels 

defending, at their feveral folemn feafts, into the pool of Bethefda (which was neer to; 
dfis Gate4 and where they wafhed their fiwaafices) and healing aU difeafes^ John 5,4.

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Even mao the TTruer of Me ah} Or the Centenary Tower,ib called for its hundred pina- 
des, haply: or,becaufe an hundred cubites high. 

Verfe 2. And next mao him builded the men cf Jericho ] And are thereby here eter- 
nallized for their forwardnefle.

Though they dwelt fartheft off, yet they were of the firft that came to work. Jericho 
was the hrft City that fofluah overthrew for their wickednefle, and curfed him that fhould 
rebuild it. Now it is the firft that comcth to help forward this City of God. So great is 
the change, when God turneth peoples hearts. Our Fathers were as barbarous and bm~ 
tifti as the very Scythians : their Religion was a mere irreligion and worfc r till Chrift 
came amongft us,and gave us the preheminence: For befides that Eng/and was the firft of 
Ennead. 7 il*f.' all the Provinces that publikefy received the Gofpel (as faith SabeUicus,) our Conflantine 
hath been reckoned the firft Chriftian Emperour, our Larins the firft C hriftened King,and 
our Henry the eighth the firft that brake the neck of the Popes ufurped authority. Aswc 
were the firft that fubmitted to that man of fiiijfo were we of the firft chat caft him off a- 
luctn, gain- & although we are penitits toto divifi orbe£ritanni,yet we have been hitherto famous 

all tne World over for our faith and forwardnefle in Gods fervice- though of late we have 
run retrograde, to the reproach of our Nation. Biogenes in a great affembly going back¬ 
ward on purpofe, and feeing every one laughing him to fcom, asked them aloud, if they 
were not afhamed fo to doffith he went backwards but once, when they did fo continual¬ 
ly. Oh let it not be faid of us,as once of Jerufalem, that we are jlidden backjy a perpetual 
backcfliding,that roe holdfafl deceitjwd refufe to return, Jer.8.5. This is to be worfe, then 
wicked Jericho flee. < >

The 
Lion and Eagle were not for Sacrifice * as the Lamb and Dove were. Yet the old No¬ 
bility of Jfracl were forward with their ftaves of honour, and ire therefore famous, 
Nnmb.21.jS. 

To the wcrk^ cf their Lord} Though they knew him to be Lord of Lords , who are 
all his vaflals and underlings • and by fpecial relation, Their Lord , fo avouched by theft 
Ins holy-day-fwants • yet fo ftifife-necked were they, that they would not ftoop to his 
fervice.. but cryed out, as the Popilh Clergy do, Dmrine, nos fumus exempts , we may 
not work,we will not contribute. 

Verfe 6 . Moreover the old gate] Famous only for its antiquity: likens many old 
books are motiumenta adorandt rubiginis, of more antiquity then authority : and as that 
- Image at Ephef -<s, that was laid, but folfcly, to have fallen down from Jupiter .- lb the 
Atomrlt. covetous Priefts perlwaded thectedulous people, Ads 19.3 5. TheRabbines lay, that this

And the tower of the fomacesl That had foraaces or ovens under it: like as the libra¬ 
ry at Bormty hath a viftuallmg-noirie, and a wine-cellar. In commendation of which 
lituation Cardinal Bobba conceited that he had very wittily (indeed wickedly ^ appli¬ 
ed that text , Prov. 9. 1,2. Wifdome hath builded her houfe, Jbe hath nlfo mingled her 
wine, fbe hath alfo furnijhed her table. 

Verfe 12. Shallum the forme <f AaRoefi] Some read it the fonne of an Inchanter, 
or Conjurer: and tell us, that Conjuring was a common thing among the Jews, as Alls 
13. Ely mas, andelfewhere the fonnes of Sceva, &c. But Shallum (if ever any fuch) for- 
fook that Science (as did afterwards alio Cyprian) to become a Chriftian.

This people in their cap¬ 
tivity, chough they had not loft the ufe of their native tongne,yet they had got a tinfture 
of the Chaldee • and of the Hebrew and Chaldee came tne Syriack, the mother-tongue 
in Chrifts time, as appears by Talitha fumi, and other-fike paftkges. 

And unto the flairs'} BythefeDawWdelcendediitto the lower City - and, fuitours 
afeended to his Palace. This is allegorically applyedhy fome to Chrift (the true Jacobs 
ladder, Jolm 1 ult.) who came down and ihumblea himfelf to the utmoft- that we by 
him might have accede, with focceffe, inwall our fuits. 

Verle 16. Over againjt the fepulchers of David ] His burying-place : the Jews had 
their fepofehers readymade, as the old prophet, 1 Kings 13. 3 o. fofeph of Arimalhaa, 

&c. So had the Emperonrs of Confianrmplexhcir tomb-fttme prdenfed them on fltiiSt 
Coronation-day. Charles the fifth, Entpttoiir of Germany, five years before Jhis death 
caufed his fepujeher to be made, wirh all things appertaining to it needftty for his bitti- 
all.

Over againft the turning ] Of thefe turnings, there were many, as appear¬ 
ed above. 

The Kings high houfe] In Spain, not only doth the King dwell in a (lately high Palace, 
but alfo the nigheft room in every great houfe is his • and he mult be payd 
for jt. 

That teas by the Court of the prifonjdete Jeremy was prifoner,more then once,/er.32.2. 
and 3 8.7,13. And therefore other good people that came after him thither,might be as 
well apaid as Dr. Tay lour Martyr, who bleffcd God, that ever he was fellow-prifoner to 
that earthly Angel(as he called him) John Bradford: Or,as that other good Woman, who 
rejoyced that (he might have her foot in the hole of the Stocks, in which Mr .Philpot had 
been before her. 

Verfe 26.M0reover the Nethinims dwelt in Ophef] Of Nethinims,See E^ra 2,43 .Their 
work was to carry Wood and Water to the Temple: Therefore,they dwelt near the Wa- 
ter-gate,for their own conveniency.

Verfe 28. From above the Horfe-gate 3 So called, lay fetne, becaufe there they were 
wont to difmount,leaving theirHorfes.When the King himfelf came,he muft alight,and go 
afoot into the Temple. The greatTurke at this day , when he entreth into his Mofchee 
for devotion-fake,ahghteth and layeth afide all his State, and goeth in alone.

CHAP. IV. 

Verfe 1. But it came to paffef ] 

*TpHE Devil and his Impes have ever been utter Enemies to Reformation. So do favage 
1 beafts brittle up them felves,and make the moft fierce aflaults,when they are in danger 
oflofing the prey , which they had oncefeizedon. Jabefh Gilead would fend in none to 
help the Lord againft the mighty, Judg.2 1.9. No more would Men chap.5.23.- Jofiah 
met with much oppofition-.fo did St.Panl wherever he came, to fet up Evangelical and fpi¬ 
ritual worfhip- which is called a. Reformation, Heb.9.10. All the World was againft 
Athanafius in his generation,artd Luther in his-.rejeding what they attempted, with fcorn 
and (lander. Here it is quarrel enough to Nehemiah and his Jewes,that they would be no 
longer miferable. They were not more bufie in building , then the Enemies a Aive in de¬ 
riding, confpiring , praAifing to hinder and overthrow them. A double derifion is here 
recorded : and both as foil of mifehiefas prophane wit, or rancoured malice could make 
them. 

He was wroth] Heb. He was enkindled, and all on a light fire: he was as hot as Nebu- 
chadneaxars Oven, huge hot [he took^great indignation] and was fo uureafonably enraged, 
as if he would have fallen forthwith into a phrehfy or apoplexy ^ as that Roman Empe- 
rourdid, by raging at hisfervant. He was grieved before, chap. 2. but now he was 
madded. 

And mocked the Jews] By word and gefture, fleering and jeering, flouting and fcoffing 
at them,as the Pharifees alfo did at our Saviour, Luk. 16.14. Davids Enemies at him,up¬ 
on their ale-bench; Sr.Tho.Moore and other leaimed Papifts, at the new-Gofpellers. See 
chap. 2.19. This might have difmayed thefe poor Jewe$,and put them out of countenance^ 
for our nature is moft impatient of reproaches^ there being none fo mean, but thinks him¬ 
felf worthy offome regard: and a reproachful fcorn (fuch as thefe here) ftiewcs an utter 
difrefpeA,which ifluetn from the very fuperfiuity of malice. If God had not ftrengthened 
them,faith One, it would have made them leave their work, and run away. 

Verfe 2. And he fake before his brethren] Id eft, before his companions accom¬ 
plices who would fecond him and fay the fame , his Aiones, and Negones , asonecalleth 
fuch. 

And the Army of Samaria] The Garrifon-fouldfers^ or thofe that lay there billettcd, 
to obferve the people. 

What do thefe feeble Jews}] Thefe beggerly fbiftlefTe Fdlowe$,thefe Afinarii , (as Me¬ 
lon and Appion of Alexandria difgracefully called the Jews ;) like as Tertullian telleth us, 
that the Pagans painted the God of the Chriftians with aii Affes head, and a Book in his 
hand:to note that they were filly and defpicabie people. B.Jewell in a Sermon of his, ci- 
teth this out of Tertullian ,and addeth, Do not our adverfanes the like at this day againft 
all that profefTe the Gofpel? 

Will they fortify themfelves?] Heb. Will they leave to themfelves , fc.any thing to truft 
unto? Junius rendreth An finermt rnfftiould they, (fc. the Officers and Souldiers) fuffer 
them thus 10 do? 

Will they facrifice? ] Sc. at the dedication of their new Walles ? Will they do this 
all at once? and think they without more adoe, to have the liberty of their San- 
Auary. ' - ' • • 

Will they make an end in a day?] It (hould feem fo by their CitbjCito ,quick dUpatth of 
jhmt parts and task,&c. Pr*» 
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Pracipita tempns: mors atra impendet agenti. 

Will they revive the Stones , &c.] Stones they want for their new wall: where will they 
have them ? will they glevy together the old Stones, and revive them out of the rpbbifh ? 
‘will they do this? or,wnat will they do? 

Verfe 3. Now Tobiah the Ammonite] This was one of Sanballats good brethren, vtr. 2. 
A Bird of the fame feather, a loaf of the fame leven, his fellow-fcoffer, and ( obminc 
pejor, faith Chryfoftome-, worfe then a man-, as the fcoffedthat beareth it well,is Angelis par , 
faith he, an Angels peere. 

Even that which they build,if a Fox go up, &c. ] It was fome fuch bitter jeer that Re¬ 
ntes uttered in contempt of Romulus his new wall, and was knockt on the head for it. 
Ha fauna leniter volant, non leniter violant. 

Verfe 4. Hear,b our God ] Thefe mocks and menaces lay fo heavy upon Nehemial/s fpi- 
rit,that he could not eafe himfelf, but by breathing heaven-ward-, and turning them over 
to God to take an order with them. His prayer is not long but full: A child may not 
chat in his Fathers prefence: his words muft be humble,earneft,direft to the point, avoid¬ 
ing vain babblings, and tedious prolixities. 

For we are dejpijed ] Heb.WV are contempt in the abftra&.Not vilified we are onely,but 
nullified ,as a company of’*™No-bodies. So Paul (the moft precious man upon earth) 
and his companions (the glory of Chrift, and a Roy all diadem in the hand of Jehovah) were 
looked upon as the filth of the World, 8 c the effifcowing of al things ,1 Cor.4. What matter is 
it then what becometh of us? We have a God to turn us to,and Demetrius hath tefiimony of 
the truth: that’s enough^let Diotrephes prate , what he pleafeth. 

And turn their reproach upon their own heads ] Surely Godfcorneth thefe Scorner$,faith 
iS’o/eww.-that is,faitn Rabbi Levi upon that Taxt, he cafteth them into fome calamity, 
and fo maketh them a laughing flock, to thofe whom they have laughed at.God loves to 
retaliate, to pay men home in their own coyn. Thus he dealt by Appion of Alexandria : 
who fcoffing at Religion,(and efpecially at circumcifion)had an ulcer the fame time, and in 
the fame place. The like ill end befell Julian the Apottate , whofe daily pra&ife was to 
fcoffe at Chrift and his peopl e.Dioclefan the Emperour(as Volaterran writeth)had a Jefter 
called Genefius , who ufed to make him merry at meaIes,and,amongft their devifes, would 
fcoffe and fquib at Chriftians: But God plagued him for example of others. And the like 
he did to Morgan that mocking Bifhop o£hz.Davies:Zo Jchi Apcwcl who derided William 
Mauldon for his devotion : and laftly , to one Lever of Brightwel in Barl^pdreyxho faid 
that he faw that ill-favoured knave Latimer when he was burned at Oxford : and that he 
had teeth like an Horfe. But the Lord fuffered not this fcom and contempt of his fervant 
to paffeunpunifhed. For that very day, and about the fame hour, that Lever { pake 
thefe words, his fon wickedly hanged himfelf, faith mine Authour. Lege , cave. 

And give them for a prey ,&c.] A heavy curfe,and,as not caufeleffe(againft implacable 
Enemies to God and goodneffe) fo nor fruitleffe. Wo be to filch as againft whom the 
Saints moved with a zeal of God, fhall imprecate vengeance. Godufually infli&eth what 
they denounce againft his and their irreconcilable adverfaries. Fire proceeded! out of 
their mouths,&c. Revel . 11 .5. 

And cover not their iniquity] O fearful imprecation 1 Surely if they onely are bleffed 
whole fin is covered Pfal. 32.1. What fhall become of thofe that are in a contrary condi¬ 
tion? If pardon of fin be fuch a voluminous mercy, as having many other mercies bound 
up with it,think what a mifery it is to have fin imputed^ and get a cover fpeedily, for that 
abominable filth, and,to God himfelf an eye-fore. 

For they have provoked thee to anger,&c.] This was it that Nehemiah fo ftomackedtand 
that drew from him thefe dreadful imprecations,^i^.Gods glory,and not any felfeoncern- 
ment:He hated and curfed non virumfed virium, &c.] 

Verfe 6. So built we the H^/V]This followed upon his prayer,as a gracious anfwer to 
itsthe people were encouraged,and the Wall finifhed. Faithful prayer is never ineffeftual. 
Reproaching is an heart-breaking, Pfal.69. 20. but fo long as a Chriftian can pray, he is 
not without his cordial. I came for thy prayer, Dan. 1 o. 1. 

And all the Wall was joyned together Not with gold indeed (as Cajfiodorm faith, the 
Walls of Sufa in Perfta were ) but with that which was better then gold, faith in Gods 
goodneffe,and zeal of his glory. 


Chap. 4. 
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Vnto the half thereof] Unto half the height:for they could not do all atoiiee: nei¬ 
ther can we in the fpiritual building : but grow up and increafe with the mcreafeof q,, , ^ 

G ° For the people had a minde to workj And the more minde, becaufe they met with 
lb much oppoiition. A free fpirit is moft feen (faith one) when there be moft rubs in the 
W av • when he that moves by outward poyfes, will Hick and be dull: As when a bowle 
runs up an hill, every rub Hugs it j but when down hill,arub quickeoetl? it. 

Verfe 7. And the Arabians and the Ammonites] A rabble of Malignants meet and 
make head. Sanballat , by the help of Tobiah , had now gotten a great band of fouldiers, 
and lpecially of Arabians, Ammonites, andAlhdodites, to fight for him againft this fee¬ 
ble folk but yet armed with God, and that had him for their champion- So we may 
fee how readily one wicked man will be drawn to help another: and how the wickedneffe 
of one will infeft another that will give eare to it. Read Pfalm 8 3 - 6,7,8. Rev. 16. 16, 

'^Heard that the walls of Jerufilem were made up] Heb. That health (or as the old 
Tranflation hath it, a falve) afeended upon the walls. A Metaphor from Chirurgeons 
who when they heal wounds by falves or plaifters joyne the flefh together again, which 
before was cut in funder: fo the breaches of the walls, which afore lay gaping open, were 
joyned together, and made found, as though it were one entire wall, & quafi tota moles in 
tantam mawirudinem ex mico ingenti lapide tarn magnifice confurgeret. ^ . • 

Then they were very wroth] That old enmity, Gen. 3.15* ftirredin them, and they 
were foon kindled • Satan being the boutefeau , or kindle-coale. See verfe 1 . 

Verfe 8. And they ccnjpired all of them together] All of them y and together : and 
yet this was not Vnity, but Confpiracy: Such as is that among Devils, Mark.5.9. among 
Antichriftians, Rev. 17.1 3 . among Turks, who have as little diffenfion in their Religi¬ 
on as any. But well may that garment have no feame, that hath no fliape. The army 
ofNimveh was quiet. Nab. 1. 12. no falling out, nor complaining in their hofts: hence 
their King marched on, pafted thorough. But fo did not thefe confpiratours, becaufe they 
met with thofe that'were no leffe well combined, and far better refolved then themfelves. , 

The Thebanes had a band of men they called Sacra Cohors , confifting of fuch onely as 

were joyned in the bonds of love, and refolved to live and die together. Thefe Jewes ’ * im 

under the command of Nehemiah were none other, and were therefore mfuper- 

able. 

To come and to fight] To turn their works into knocks. ' rj( L r 

And to hinder it] Heb. To make an errourinit. The Hebrew word is ufed both of 
the errour of the heart; and of the foot, Efay 63.17. Pfal.iT9.ult. It maybe rendered 
here, to hinder him, to make an errour in him : to make Nehemiah at a Hand, or rather to 

run away, to creep into corners, and give over the work. 

Verfe 9. NcvcrthcHfe wc made our prayer unto God] Who is the Saints fanauary 
of fafety, their prefent help in time of trouble. Prayer to him is an anchor in all ftorms, 
and a falve for all fores ^ yea, it healeth not only body and foul, but even hard ftony 
walls, verfe 7. Provided that we judge our felves in prayer, and commit our caufe to 
God to be judged by him, as the Hebrew word here importeth. Thus did the children Eufcb. lib. 4. 
of Reuben, Gad, and Manajfeh, when to fight againft the Hagarens. Thus did RuffinA ib. *. 

and fehofaphat , and Conftantine ,and Theodofiw, and that late victorious King of Sweden, ca P- * 3 - 
of wiiom it is ftoried in his life, that he would pray a fhipboard, afhoare, in the field, in ^ 
the middeft of a battle • as if prayer alone were the fureft piece of his whole armour. 

And fet a watch] According to that of our Saviour, Watch and pray, Luke 21. 36.and 
that of the Heathen ,Admota manu invocanda eft Minerva : Ora & labora , pray , and 
then ufe beft policy : firft conquer heaven, and then prefume of earths conqueft. 

Acainfr them 1 Or, over-anent them , at the workmens elbowes, and in the face of the 
enemfes. 

Verfe 10. And Judah faid] Here was e^/SoKw, impediment domeftici: altud ex alio 
malum, a worfe difeouragement then the former. Judah (the chief labourers ) begins 
to murmur and mutiny, to faint and fall off. A perillous pra&ife in fuch a dangerous ume, 
and enough to have undone all: as one coward in an army, breaking the array and run¬ 
ning away, may fet the reft a running, and the day be thereby loft. Lo, this was Judah, 
whofe fcutcheon was a Lion: but here unlike himfelf. 

The ftrength of the bearers of burdens is decayed] Veryfpeciousreaibns 
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ledge: their {boulders aked, their ftrength was gone,thcre was no end of their pains-ta¬ 
king, their work grew upon them, &c. The truth was, deerat ignis, deerat animus , they 
were weary of well-doing, and not valiant for the truth, Jer. 9. 3. More like they were 
to thofe fugitives of Ephraim, Judg. 12. 4. then the Lions of the Tribe of Judah. Ne¬ 
hemiah therefore might well havefaidto them as Alexander once did to a faint-hearted 
fouldier of his, that was of his own name. Either leave off the name of Alexander, or he 
* valiant. So, either hold out, and bear up under your burdens, or be Judah no 
more. 

So that roe are mt able ] Never was any tiling too hard for Alexander • becaufe he 
never held any thing impoffible to be effected. 

Verfe 11. And our adverfaries faid] But their plot was feme way difeovered, and 
fo prevented. Detexit facinus fatuns & non implevit, faith Tacitus of one in his 
time. So the Gun-powder-traytours betrayed themfelves -, and all came to light, though 
they had digg’d as low as hell to hide their counfels from the Lord. 

They fhall not kru/w, neither fee] But what {hall he do who isOmnifcient and 
oAtfahuti, All-eye? whofe providence is like a well-drawn pifture that vieweth all that 
comes into a roome. 

Till we came into the middefl among them ] Either in the night undifeerned • or by 
day, but unarmed, and not as enemies: for the Florentine Secretary, though not yet (nor 
of many ages after) born into the world ^ yet the good of this world was as great a Ma¬ 
tter then, as afterwards. 

And ft ay them, and caufe the worfiio ceafe ] The craft of the Churches adverfaries 
is never but accompanied with cruelty: and their cruelty is feldome without craft.The De¬ 
vil lends them his f even heads to plot,and his ten homes to pufh: but in the tiling where¬ 
in they deale proudly, God is above thefe cruell-crafties. 

Verle 12. And it came to paffe, that when the jewes which dwelt by them faw] Their 
brethren from abroad gave the workmen intelligence ^ and this was a very friendly of 7 
fice : for pramonitHs pramunitut , premonition is the beft means of prevention. It is the 
property of a brother, though at other times not fo kinde, yet in aftli&ion and extremi¬ 
ty , to finde nature working in him, and to do liis beft. See Prov. 17.17. with the 
Note. 

They faid unto ns ten times] i.e. often-times-, Gen. 3.41 . Nttm. 14. 22. The Lord 
knoweth how to deliver his, as he did David from Saul, Peter from the Jewes, Afls 1 2. 
Paul from thofe Confpiratours,^..- 23.and this finful nation oft from the blood-thirfty 
Papifts. Maffes were faid in Rome for the good fucceffe of the Catholike deiigne (the Pow¬ 
der-plot:) but no prayers in England , for our deliverance : and yet they were defeated 
(Sorex fuo periit indicio) and we delivered. Admirable mercy. 

From all places whence ye ftjall returne, QVc.] Some read it thus , And it came to 
paffe , when the Jewes which dwelt heftde them , crane and told us of their praFHfcs ten 
times out of all places ,whence they came unto us ft jet in the low places ore. And here, I cannot 
tell,faith one,whether thefe Intelligencers be worthy more praife, or difpraife.lt was their 
duty to have come home,ftood in Sonnes, and help to build Jerufalem. But God which 
turneth our negligence and fbolifhneffe to the fetting forth of his wifdom and goodnefle, 
gave them a good will and boldneffe to further that building as they might. Thus God 
ufeth the fervice of all men and creatures to the comfort of his people. 

Verfe 13. Therefore I fet in the lower places] I took them off their work, and ap¬ 
pointed them to ftand upon their guard ^ appointing them their feveral ftations, and gi¬ 
ving them orders. 

/ even fet the people after their families ] Or, according to their kindreds: for lie 
knew that Nature will move one Jcinfman to be truer to another in all dangers, then a 
ftrangerand that one kinfman will open his grief to his friend, and take comfort at his 
hand, rather then to him whom he knoweth not. Hence Nehemiah in policy forted his 
fouldiers after this fort. 

With their pmrds, their fpears, and their hemes'] Thefe were the ancient weapons 
of war: neither had Death yet learned to cut his way thorough a wood of men, but of 
the mouth of a murthering piece. Whether the Em per our Wenceflaus did well or ill in 
executing Barthold Swarts for inventing Gun-ftowder Aano Vmmi 1378. I determine 
not. 

Vttfe 14.- And I looked j and rofe up) Et vidi ,■ & furrexi , & fiixi, fo the ori¬ 
ginal 
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fctoal runs. He few the enerriy acoming, he ftarted up • and he m ade this Excellent ex- 

Eortation: which puts me in minde of that which one once faid of Julifis Cafar If you ^ 

had never known him to have been a fouldfer •, yet hear him but fpeak only, and you will per 

conclude him to be one. . . »>tn milium ef- 

And faid unto the Nobles] In a fhort, but pithy Oration : fuch as was that of Joab , (edictres. 

2 Sam. io. 12. (of which Pellican faith. Non fotuit vox dace dignicrcoptari, as brave 
a fpeech as a man could make) Or that of Hunniades abouc to joyne battel with the 
Turks (fee Turk. Hifi.fol. 272.) Or iaftly, that of the Prince of Orange at the battel 
of Newport h where they had the Sea on one fide, and the Spaniards on the other. If, faid 
he you willUve, you muft either eate up thefe Spaniards, or drink up this Sea. So here, 

Either you muft’fight luftily, or all you have is forfeited afTuredly. 

Be mt ye afraid of them] Away with that cowardly paffion, which unmans a man, 

& reUamtollit de cardine mentem, robs him of all power and policy. 

Remember the Lord] Whom he that feareth needs fear none elfe : The name of the 
Lord is a ftrong tower, &c. 

Who is great and terrible] For the defence of his people, and offence of his ene¬ 
mies. The Lord is a man of war- Exod. 15.3. Yea, he alone is a whole army of men, 

Van and Reare both, Efay 52. 12. And may better fay to his fouldiers then Antigonus 
did to his, when they were afraid of the ! enemies numbers , How many do ye reckon me 

for ? 

And fight for your brethren] Whether by Race, or Religion. 

Tour fonnes and your daughters] Thofe aiKm-nty as the Greeks call them, Chariffi- 
ml, as the Latines- dearett pledges. . • 

Tour wives and your houfes] In the laft Commandment houfes are fet firft before 
wives, becaufe a houfe is to be firft provided * neither will a \yife man take a wife before 
he hath an houfe. Here wives are fet before houfes becaufe far more precious, and a 
' maine part of a mans felf, Ephcf. 5. 28. Houfe and riches are the inheritance of the fa¬ 
thers, but a prudent wife is of the Lord ^ Prov. 19: 14. She; was one of the firft real and 
royal’gifts bellowed by God upo it Adam. By the way note, that if men may fight for 
their civil right to their houfes and lands, have they not as good warrant to fight For 
their Religion, efpecially fince they have the La wesot the Land for it- and befides,aci- 
vil right at leaf! to the outward peaceable profelTiori and praftife of it ? The Athenians „ „ 

themfelves (though their Religion was no better then fpper^tion, AUs 17. 22.) Yet they .. 
bound themfelves by a publike and folemne oath, to defend it to the utmoft. The words ^ 

of the oath were thefe ■, I will fight for the Temples and holy rites, both alone, and with (A P0( ^ ^ 
others. _ - 

Verfe IJ. And it came to paffe when the enemies heard] This rumour was enough 
to affray thefe no leffe (now) timorous then (before) temerarious Samaritans; Great 
bragges they made at firft what they would do but now that they fee they are. 
defeated of their purpofe, they are creft-fallen, and have no minde at all to advance. So 
that to thefe may be fitly • applyed that which G \ icciardine faith of Charles the eighth 
King of France in his expedition zgainfo Naples, that he came into the field like thunder 
and lightning, but went out like a fnuff: more then a man at firft, and lefTe then a woman 
at laft. 

And God had brought their counfel to nought] According to that of the Pfelmift, The 
Lord bringeth the counfel of the Heathen to nought: he maketh the devices of the people of none 
effett. The counfel of the Lord fiandeth for ever:the thoughts of his heart to all generatums , 

Pfal. 3 3.1 o, 11. Here good men may learn,fetch One, not to go nakedly, without wea¬ 
pons for their own neceflary defence: and much leffe, laid I,without their fpiritual wea- 
pons (whether defenfive,as the {hield of fifith, the breaft-plate of righteoufhe{Te,&c. or 
offenlive, as the Sword of the fpirit the Word, and the darts of prayer) left they be fur- 

^Tha^we^et^nedtPof us to the Wall ] Not to the Tavern to tofTe pots (faith One) 
and boaft of their great Viftory: but in the fear of God they return to the Walls , and 
every man felleth to his work again. All Hiftories declare, that the greateft Kingdoms, 
when th^ fell toidleneffe and luxury, then they loft their former glory fetter then 
they won it. The Turkifli Empire is thought to be on the declining hand, becaufe their Turif - Hilt, 
late Emperours do fer degenerate from their warlike progenitours, their Souldiers gene¬ 
rally give themfelves to unwonted pleafures.their ancienrdifciplmc of War is ncgle&ed, 
rebellions raifed,&c. I 2 Verfe 
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Verfe 16 . And it came to Pajje from that time forth] As it is ftoriedof chat peerlefle 
Q^Elitabeth, that in times or greateft Peace, (he ever made preparation for War : fo did 
this incomparable Nehemiah • ftill fearing fome new praftife, and not knowing what 
thofe reftlefle heads were even now a hammering. 

That the half of my firvants wrought in the worlf] No fervants they were for Nehe- 
miah , if they would not work. He was an aftive man himfelf, trading every talent: and 
thole about him mull all be aftive. One would wonder how this Courtier (hould be¬ 
come on the fudden fo cunning a Souldier, and {hould marfhal his men fo skilfully,fetting 
the younger before to bear the brunt of the battel, and the Elders behind to direft and 
encourage, according to that of the Poet.

But it was his God that infracted him to this difcretion and taught him , Efay 28. 2 6. and 
he might well break out and ling with David, BlelTed be the Lord my ftrength , which 
teacheth my hands to war, and my fingers to light, Pfal. 144.1. Jj>uando Chrifhu Ma- 
gifter, qudm cito dicitnr quod dccttur ? faith Auftin. Gods Scholars muft needs be exaft 
in a Ibort fpace. 

And the habergeons ] Thefe were armour for back and breaft. In the Chriftian Pano¬ 
ply there’s no mention of armour for the back (though there is for the breaft ’) becaufe a 
Epli. 6, Chriftian Souldier {hould never flie, but be like Androclid , whom when one derided, be¬ 
caufe, being lame, he went into the war, he anfwered merrily, that he came thither to 
fight,not to run away. 

Verfe 17. They which builded on the wall] The Matter-Mafons, and they that bare 
burthens, Bajuli, Labourers and Porters, who bear upon their {houlders, as much as they 
can ftand under, yet go finging oft under their burdens: the reafon whereof Alexander A- 
phrodifens faith is this, that their minds being delighted with the fweetnefle of the mufick, 
the body may be the lefle fenflbfe of the weight they carry. But thefe burden-bearers had 
little mind to fing, their livei being in fufpence. And yet, as worthy workmen, they went 
on with the Wall. 

‘ Every one with one of his-fands wrought, and in the other hand had a weapon]Id fy?, When 
they wcrebufieft in building,they had their weapons in a readmefle to refift.What agood- 
ly fight was this ? faith one, to iee 1 every one fo full of courage, that they feared not the 
enemy; and fo willing'to work, that they would not be weaty. Let Chriftian men look in¬ 
to this notable example,and be afftamed of their ilothfulneflTe, See. 

Verfe 18. For the builders every one had hut fword girded by his fide] Heb. On his 
loynes: that’s the place for tjbie fword to hang on,' Pfal. 45.3. Gird thy fword upon thy thigh 
O mofl mighty. And Rev. 19'. 16. Chritts Name is written upon his vcihire, that all may 
** ec it, and upon his thigh, where his fword hangs, to {hew that he won it by his valour. 
Ibid. 70. * Among the Turks at this day,as the right hand is held uppermoft for a Scholar, fo the left 

fpr a Souldier; bccaufeit gives a man potteflion of his companions fword: though the 
Turks fel dome bear weapons but in travel; and then fome of them feeme no lefle like a 
walking , then thefe builders did like a working Armourie. 

Verfe. 19. And I faid unto the Nobles, &c.] Nehemiah the more a manobferveth . 
him,the more he {hall admire him. Surely he was (as Velleius faith of Cato Major) homo 
virtuti fimillimus ,a man as like vertue as might be:He was (as Pliny faith of the fame Ca- 
VcllMb. 2. t0 ^ Orator , op tint us Jmpcrator, optimus Senator , omniumque bmarum artium Magi- 

an excellent Oratour, an excellent General, an excellent Statefman, a Matter of all 
good arts whatfoever. He had ctopt off the very tops of all venues, as Pindar us faith of 
Hiero , and as Melantlhon faith of Frederick^ the E left our of Saxony. From the builders 
mmy. a/m ^ ere turneth him to the Nobles and Rulers,&c. whom he would not haye to be Car- 
pet_knights,fitter for a canopy then a Camp, for language then a lance,&c but aftive in 
their orbe,and ready preft to ferve in watching, warding,and preparing things neceflary 
for the workmen. 

The worsts great and large] The compafle of the Walls at this time is thought by 
good writers to be certain miles about:and yet was enlarged as much afterwards by Herd. 

And we are feparated upon the Wall"] According to our divifions, noted chap. 3. r. &c. 
and this is a ivciipon in the hand of our enemies : for dum fugnamus ftn<ruli,vincamur uni' 
^rr/?,being difperfed,we are much difadvantaged.

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Verfe 20. In what place therefore ye hear the found of the Trumpet'] Which therefore 
for the purpofe he kept at his own elbow, verfe 18. as a matter of truft, and importance! 
Mops committed the blowing of the Trumpets unto the fonnes of Aarcn only, Num. 10. 
for if the Trumpet give an uncertain found, who Jhall prepare himfelf to the battel? 1 Cor. 
14.8. 

Refcrt you thither unto us] As to your Rendevous, that we may ftand againft the Enemy 
in an entire body;meart While Nehemiah walketh the round, and watcheth the Enemies mo- 1 
tions,fo that of him might be faid,as once was of Hannibal , Nullo labor e nut corpus fatiga- i 
ri, aut animus vinci poterat, he was inc^fatigable, infuperable: or as of Fabius Maximus. 

Hie patria eft, manque urbis ft ant peftore in uno.. < 

Our God Jhall fight for us] Courage therefore, my hearts, He is the Lord- Strong^and 
Mighty, the Lord Mighty in battel, Pfal. 24. 8. and may far better fay then Henry the 
eighth did, Cut adhnreo, praejl, he whom I fight for, is lure to prevail. 

Verfe 21. So we laboured in the woril ] Their fear of the enemy did not weaken them 
but waken them rather to a redoubled diligence. 

From the rifing of the Sun till the Stars appeared } Time was precious: and they redeem¬ 
ed and improved it. The common complaint is, We want time *. but the truth is. Non pa- 
rum habemus temporis,fed multum perdimus , We do not fo much want, as watte it. The 
good man is perdius & pemox, night and day at his bufiruffie: and his thoughts are the 
(ame with thofe of Rabbi Simeon, Dies brevis eft, or opus multum, & operarii piqri i & pa* 
terfami lias urget , The time is {hort, the task large, the workmen lither, the matter of the 
houfe urgent. 

Verfe 22. Likewife at the fame time I faid unto the people] He had a faying to every 
one: and having ordered the work of the day, he appointeth a watch for the night feafon 
alfo: for they had many falfe friends within themfelves too. Cafars vigilancy did ever e- 
qual his valour : lb did Nehemiahs. 

Verfe 23.^0 neither /] He faid not to his men, he, but eamus, as Cafar did; Go ye, 
but go we, and as Abimelech , Judg. 9.48. What ye fee me do, make hafte and do according¬ 
ly : Velleius flattered when he fcd,Tiberius imperio maximus , exemplo major. Nehemiah 
was fo in very deed. 

Saving that every one put them off for wafting"] To keep themfelves cleanly, 
aud from being natty ; or Otnerwife, to wafli themfelves from legal pollutions.

hands on me, faith he tp his Countrey-men. Scipio had ra.thor Anmbal {hould eat his heart 
with fait , then Ltlius- give him a crofle word. Had it been mine enemy, faith David ,1 
could have diverted it ? So could tnefe poor creaiures for better have born the infolen^.i^^^i^ 
cies of ftrangers, then the opprellrong of . fellow-brethren. Tacitus tells us, that in his in yromptu. a- 
time the JcWs were very merciful to thofe of their own Nation, and cruel to. all others.:

. Verfe 2. We, our fonnes, and our daughters are many] That’s a mercy,had wc but keep 

mg for them. Their wives were very fruitful^ InHuofdfcecunditate (as Hdtromt faith of Epift, j. . 

. •' * I 3 Lata.) 
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Lara:) for they had more mouths then meat for them. The young children asked for 
bread, and no man brake it unto them, Lam. 4.4. 

Therefore we take up corn for them~\ Corn upon ufe, to keep us from ftarving : and that 
by pawning or felling our dear children to the rich Creditours for fervants^ till we can re¬ 
deem them,which we are never like to do, ver.y 
That we may cat and live ] Meerly to keep us alive: for die we would never have made 
our poor children bondflaves. But NeceJJjtas durum telum .Hunger is fo pinching a pain, 
that a Woman will eate her own child, as in the liege of ?erufoalem, Samaria , Saguntumt 
yea a man his own flelh,rather then dye with hunger .Hitherto the pooreft lort. Followes' 
now another cry.

Cod blejje you : like they are (many of them) to Darius who prayed God to help Da¬ 
niel, but fent him to the Lions den. 

Verfe 4. There were alfo that faid~\ Here was a third complaint to good Nehetniah, 
to whom whofoever lamented were fare to have redrelTe and remedy. He did not ferve 
thefe poor people, as that inercileflfe Bilhop of Mentz in Germany did ^ who, to rid his 
Hut co Aichicp- hands of them in a time of famine, in horreo conclufos jujfit cmcremari, fhut them up 
Mogunr.^flwo altogether in a barn, and there burnt them : He was afterwards eaten to death by Rats, 
non fine maxima divinx vindiflx fufpicione, faith mine Author, by a juft hand of God 
upon him for his cruelty to thofe poor, whom he would not relieve with his com, but 
let the Rats eat it • and of whom he faid when they were burning in his barn, that they 
cryed like a company of Rats. 

- We have borrowed money for the Kings tribute 1 Their did not deny payijient, and 

speed, ion. rife up in armes, making *Poverty their Captain, as the Suffolk-men did here in' Henry the 
eighths time: Neither did they anfwer the King of Perfoa's officers* as t^e men of An¬ 
dros once did Themiftccles. He, being fent by the Athenians'to them for tribute, told 
them that he came unto them on that errand, accompanied with two goddeffes, Elo- 
Phturcb . quence td perfwade, and Violence to enforce them- Their anfwer was, that they alfo had 

on their fide two godddflfcsasftrong =, NeceJJity (for they had it not) and Impoftbility, 
for they knew not how to raife it. Thefe men pawn their lands to pay tribute: but it 
went to their hearts, and caufed this complaint. 

Verfe 5. Tet our fle/h u as the flefh of our brethren [] i. e. NeverthelefTe we are 
men as well as they, though poor mpn, and therefore flighted (but why fhould they hide 
their eyes from their own fle/h , Ufa. 58.7 ? Have we not all me father , Ivlal. 2. 10?) 
Yea, we are men of Ifrael , fuch as fear God , Ads 13. 16. Hewen out of the fame 
rock,digg J d out of the fame 51.1. cut out of the fame cloth,the fhieresonly going 
between. What if God have given them more wealth (as the Shepherd beftowsa Dellup- 
on his Belweather) fhould they therefore infalt and domineere over us, asif not worthy 
to breath in the fame aire? 

Our children as their children ]] Viz,. As dear to us, and.as free-borne every way as 
theirs are- why then fhould their unmerciful dealing enflave them? He that opprefeth 
Prov.xj.jt. the poor , reproacheth his Maker : but he that honourttb him■, hath mercy on the poore. 

There is a Writ in England which beareth this name, Ne injure vexes. Vex not any man 
twjuftly: But Law without execution, is like a bell without a clapper. It was done di- 
redlyagainft Law, that is here complained of. See Levit. 25^3 <j. and therefore there 
is. an Attlee upon it in the next words -.And (loe) we bring into bondage, &c. Thefe 
cruel Cormorants thought to bear out and juftifie the moft monftrous mifderpeanour, 
becaufe itwas.thefad ofaGmndee, who could as eaflly break thorough the lattice of 
the Laws,as the bigger flies do thorough a fpider-wety’as Anacbarfots once faid concerning 
' hisScyMns. ■' 1 ' 

WE bring into bondage our fennes and our daughtersf\ This went to the hearts of 
them -, and well it might. For, 1. Our children are a.chief.part of our felves, even the 
/r^v asthough now there were nothing leftip.us but the chaffe. 2. Bondage is very 
grievous, as liberty exceeding fweet. Dkl whut live a wbilein Turkey, (faith one) in 
( f Perjia,

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per ft a, yea or but in Trance , a dram of that liberty we yet enjoy, would be as precious 
to us, as a drop of cold water would have bcene to the rich man in hell, when he lay 
broyling in thofe flames. 3. They were neceffitated to do this with their own hands; 
we bring into bondage, &c. hard hunger driving us thereunto, though as ill-willing 
thereunto as ever Jacob was to part with his Benjamin into Egypt .- he would not do it till 
there was no remedy. 4. They fold them for flaves,not to ftrangers, but to their owne 
friends and Countreymen, where we looked for more courtefie. But a man had as good 
deal with a CofTack or Cannibal, as with a truly covetous caytiff, and as much favour and 
fair-dealing he {ball finde. For fuch an one refpedteth neither friend nor foe nor re¬ 
gards at all how he cometh by it, by hook or by crook, by right or by wrong, be it fhort 
or long. 

And fome of our daughters arc brought into bondage already ]] So that our com- Cx r m 
plaints are neither falfe not caufeleffe : for that weaker lex is every way fubjed to more nim 

abufe,their chaftity (which is their honour ) was much hazarded. 

Neither is it in our power to redeeme thenf] Would we never fo faine. What would 
not a tender-hearted father give or do for the redemption of his dear child ? To let go 
many other examples, Friderints Barbanjja, Emperour of Germany , (when as in the 
wars betwixt the Pope and him, his youngett fonne was taken prifoner by the Venetian 
fleet ) Vehementi amt re ceramet tu erga folium captum, faith mine Author, through an 
earneft defire of getting his fonnes liberty, he concluded a peace upon moft unequal terms, 
viz. that he fhould come in perfon to Venice, and there proftrate at the Popes feet (who pa ^' 193 *° 9 

trod upon the Emperours neck) he fhould beg pardon • and then having fctled peace in 
Italy, led his army into AJia againft the Turk. All this he did for his fonnes li¬ 
berty. 

For other men have cur lands and vineyards J Even thofe men that fo lately came 
out of captivity them felves, and know the mifery of want and flavery. Thofe that par¬ 
take now of fo much liberty, and liberality from the Kings of Perfta, and yet behold they 
pull up the bridge before us that themfelves have gone over. Surely there is no truth 
nor mercy, nor knowledge of God in the land, Hof. 4.1. Lo this was Vox opprejforummer- 
ccfque retenta Uborum. 

Verfe 6 . And I was very angry~\ Red-hot with anger , and not without caufe. To 
be angry without caufe, is to be guilty of judgement, Mattk. 5. but in cafe ofGodsdif- 
honour, and publike prejudice, moderation is mopifhnefle, toleration, cowardife, &c. 

Nehemiah was; a Magiftrate, that is, a Mortal God : as God is an Immortal Magiftrate, 

Therefore as God is angry at the oppreflions of poor people (Lattantiw hath written a 
book De ira Dei) fo fhould his Lieutenants: And this holy anger fhould be cos fortitu- 
dinis, a means to encourage, or rather to enrage them againft OpprefTours, who grind the 
faces of the poor, and take from them burdens of Wheat, Amos 5.11. Yea, lands and 
vineyards, as here, eating bread baked with the tears of men, coyning their money on 
their skins, and wringing their fpunges into their own purfes. 

When I heard their cry~\ His anger then was mixed with grief, as was our Saviours, 

Mar. 3.5. it was pure zeal, which is nothing elfe but an extreme (but regular) heat of 
all the affedions. 

Verfe 7. Then I confulted with my felf~\ As reafon required: he was very angry, 
but yet he keeps within compafTe, and pradifeth that rule, Be angry , andfonne not .which, 

(faith one) is the eafieft charge under the hardeft condition that can be. He that will be 
angry,and not finne. let him be angry at nothing but at fume : and then fee to it alfo that 
it become not a finne, by anteverting right reafon. NeherpUk was noc fo angry but that 
he could confult with himfelf, and deliberate what was befi to be done: his heart confut¬ 
ed within him, or wifely over-ruled him : fo the Hebrew. 

Then I rebuked the Nobles and the Elders ] Not in his paflion, but uponferious 
deliberation • and having put himfelf into a fit frame, that he might neither over nor un¬ 
der-do. Valete, cjuoniam vobis irafeor, faid Archytas to his fervants that had offended , 
him ^ I have nothing to fay to you, till mine anger be over. ' kum> 

And faid unto them, you exatt ufury, &c.~\ This reproof was, as it fhould be, warm 
but not fealding: Words of reviling and difgrace do feald as it were. £up words that tend 
to ftir up the confcience to a due conhderation of the fault, thefe are duly warme, and 
tend to make the Ph^ck work more kindly. 

Every 0 pe of his brother 2 This wasa pr^umptuoiis violati^oF the Law, Exod. 22. 
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2 c Levit. 25.36,37. artd a finne that they had foundly fmarted for* Ezek. 22.12. U- 
furers are men-eaters, Pfal. 14.4. like Pickrels in a pond, or Sharkes in the Sea, that de- 
voure the letter fifties. Anno 1235. There were fpread thorough England certaine Ro¬ 
man Ufurers, called Caurfni (quaii capientes urft , devouring bears, quoth Match. Paris) 
who had entangled the King, Nobles, and all others that had to deale in the Court of 
spttd 61Rome, in their cunning fnares, under colour of fupplying with money, luch as wanted pre- 
fent pay to the Pope: fo thefe, to the King of Perjia. . 

And I fet a great affembly againfi them') i. e. I reproved them, firft, privately, and 
then publikely, and he doth it fever e & ad vivum, roughly and roundly, not going a- 
bout the buftl with them, though they were Nobles and Rulers. Beprehcnftones perfonau 
1 Kings 1 1.8. frigent -, fuch as was that of fehojhaphat to A hah. Let not the King fay fo. This is to do

Verfe 8. And J faid unto them. We after our ability) This he fpeaketh not in a vain¬ 
glorious vaunting way, or to curry favour with the people, but to convince the contrary- 
minded of their inhumanity to their poor brethren. Good works, faith Chryfoftome,zxc 
unanfwerable fyllogifmes^ invincible demonftrations to confute, andconverc thofe that 
do otherwife. Let your works fo fhine before men, &c. 

Which were fold unto the heathen ] This they did in obedience to the Law, Deut.25. 

* ? And will you even fell your brethren ?) There was no refilling of fuch a rational re- 
proof, no whit imbitcered (as the manner is) with wrath orfpite^ but carried on with 
fo much modefty and moderation. , , 

Or pull they be fold unto us?) He makes himfelf a party, becaufe of the lame body 

politick. ' «. c 

Then held they their peace, and found nothing to anfwer) Such isthemajelty or a 
reproof rightly adminiftred: it even gags the offendour, as Matth. 22. 12. and ren¬ 
ders him felf condemned. Tit. 3.11 - Scipio with his cou ntenance only, quelled and qui¬ 
eted his feditious fouldiers. Alexander the Great, and after him Auguftus Cafar, and 
Severn* the Emperour did the fame, with a few quick words. Adrianus Boxfchajius, 
Preacher of the Word at Antwerp, hearing a certain Monk railing at Luther out of the 
Scutet. Annal. Pulpit, Tell me, faid he, thou perverfe Monk^, and that openly before all this people , 
where , and when , and in what pointf Luther hath erred ? The Monk thus accoafted, 
anfwered not a word, but gat him out of the Pulpit, and fled away as fall as he could, anjJ 

‘ never came again into that Countrey. * 

Verfe 9.' Alfo I faid , It is not good that you No oratory is fo pbwerful, as 
that of mildnefle. The drops that fall eafily upon the corne, ripen and fill the eare^ when 
hafty Ihowers lay all flat to the earth, without hope of recovery. Gregory hath obfer- 
ved, that they that could not be cured with ilrong potions, have been recovered with 
warme water. Reprovers of others muft deal warily^ as bone-fetters: and as we take a 
mote out of ones eye. 

Ought ye not to walk, in the fear of our God? 2 Which would have reyndyouin, 
and retrained you from fuch exorbitances, Gen. 42.18. You need not fear me, faid fo- 
feph to his brethren, for I fear God, and therefore dare do you no hurt. Ye lhall not 
opprefle one another • but thou (halt fear thy God: for I am the Lord your God, Levit. 
25. 17. And will ye not tremble at my prefence, faith the Lord? Tremble thou earth 
jeM.it- at the prefence of the Lord , at the prefence of the God of Jacob. Opprettours are 

pfal. 114.7. called Canaanites, Hof 12. 7. He is Canaan (that is a meer natural man,utterly void of 

Gods holy fear, 16.3.) the balances of deceit are in his hand-he loveth to op- 
prelTe. To him that is afflitted, pity Jhould be fbewed from his friend (as it ftiould have 
been to thefe poor Jews from their hard-hearted Countreymen and kinfmen ) but he 
forfaketh the fear of the Almighty, and is therefore mercilette.

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I pray you leave off this ufury) Who can refill this fweet and foveraigne admoni¬ 
tion? See verfe 9. They had fomewhat to fay, no doubt, - in defence of their ufury 5 as 
alfo many have at this day. But let them confider, that ufury is here and el fe where cry* 
eddown without diftindion, Pfal. 15. 5. E^\- 18. 8,13. That the lender dealeth not 
as he would be dealt withal: that Saint Luke maketh him worfe then other Turners, when 
he faith. Sinners lend to finners to receive the like, but thefe to receive more, Luke 6 . 34. 

That Heathens condemned ufury, as Arijtotle in his Ethicks, and Agts the General of the 
Athenians, Agefilaus King of Spartans: who when he faw the Ufurers bills and bonds fet pi ut , in Sc j 
on fire by Agu, faid. That he never faw a clearer fire burne. And lallly, that at Rome * m ° ° nC ‘ 
it felf Ufurers are excommunicated monethly. 

Reft ore, J pray youto them even this day) While you are in a melting tem¬ 
per, and in a good mind, make reftitucion. Say not,' This is an hard faying, who can brooks 
it?

The tranfgreiiion was 
againft God, but the trefpafle againft man- and he muft be fatisfied, if the finne lhall be 
pardoned. Samuel proffer'd to reftore, if it might appear that he had wronged any .Mi- T Slw ^ 
cah , though an Idolater, did fo, fudg. 17. 2, 3. So did Queen Mary, She reitored again * 

all F.cclefiaftical livings affumed to the Crown. Her Grandfather Henry the feventh in 
his laft Will and Teftament, devifed and willed reftitucion ftiould be forthwith made of 
all fuch monies as had been unjuftly levied by the officers. Selymm the great Turk did 
the like upon his death-bed: fo great is the force of natural conference Gravel in the 
kidnies will not grate fo much , as a little guilt in this kinde. Reftore your evil-gotten 
goods, faid father Latimer, or elfe you will cough in hell , and the Devils will b.n«h 
at you. He fet this point fo well home, that he wrought upon many - and particularly 
upon Matter Bradford. Auftine faith, that if a man be able to make adual reftitution 
and do it not, 1poenitentia non agitur,fed fingi'tur, his Repentance is not right : if he have 
wafted all, and is not able to reftore, he mutt defire pardon very humbly, and water the 
earth with his tears. 

Alfo the hundreth part of the money) That is, all that they had received for in* 
tereft, whether money, or elfe. It appeareth by this text, that they took twelve in the

Then I railed the Pricfts) As fitceft to tender fo folemne an oath, and to bear wit- 
nelfeina cafe of that nature. 

And toekjtn oath c./ 7 /w/jrhat is,of them that had promifed reftitution:that they might 
not Hart back, nor repent them of their good refolutions. Our hearts are deceitful, and 
muft be by all good means held up to duty, .fUfi? teneas vultus mutantem Protea nodo ? 
elfe they will flip collar, as thofeflippery Jewes/^cr. 34.10, 11. retraded and repealed 
their vow.lt was therfore well and wifely done ofNehemiah to bind them thus to the good 
abearance • as Afi and Joftah had done before him. An oath is an hedge which a man 
may not break - which yet that great Hetercclite of Rome maketh a fport of. For when 
theCardinals meet to chufe a new Pope, they make him fwear to certain Articles. And 
Sley dan faith, that no fooner is he chofen, but he breaks them all, and checks their info- 
lencies, as if they went abou^to limit his power, to whom all power is given in heaven 
and earth. Is not this that "*»>oues 3 that lawlefle, yokeleffe, mafterlefle monfter Saint 
IW fpeaketh of, 2 Thef 2. 8?. 
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Verfe 13. Alfa Ifhook^ my lap] By this rite (running into their fenfes) this holy 
man runs with terrours into the eyes and hearts of all that foould perhdioufly forfwear 
themfelves, by a direful denunciation of divine vengeance. In all lawful oaths there 
is an imprecation, though it be not alwayes expreft, Gen. 14.23 .Heb. 3. 

So God caft out every man from his houfe] See Zech. 5. 4, 5. with the Note. 

And from his labour ] i. e. From his layings-up (the fruit of his labour) his lands and 
eftate, got by a diligent hand. The Hebrew word fignifieth labour even to latitude and 
fainting. 

And all the Congregation faid, Amen} In token of hearty aflent, and aflurance. 
And praifed the Lord'} There was a general joy, and many an humble, chearfal and 
thankful heart lifted up to God for finne fb redrefled, and poor people relieved. 

And the people did according to this promife] This was real thankfulnefle. It is not the 
fumbling out of a few good words (as God I thank thee, praifed be God, See.) that will 
pafle. Thanksdaing is the proof of Thanksgiving and the good life of the thankful* is 
the life of thankfulnefle. Offer unto God thankfgiving, and pay thyvowes unto the 
Moft High,?/?*/. 50.14. 

Verfe 14. From the time that I was appointed to be their governonr] He Was not 
ambitious of the office, nor ufurpedit: but was commanded to it (as the word fignifieth) 
by the King of Per ft a, and clearly called to it by God Almighty. Ocherwife he could 
have forouded himfelf in willing fecrecy, as good com liethin thebottomeof the heap* 
and as good balfam finketh to the bottome of the veffel. 

I and my brethren have not eaten the bread , Rulers, as they are nurfing- 

fathers to the people, Ifa. 49. 23. fo by them they are to be nourifhed, and their ftate 
maintained. See iKings 4.7. It is alfo obfervea, that although our Saviour Chtift 
wrought many miracles ■ yet he never wrought any about honour or money, but that 
about tribute: rather then that fhould go unaficharged, he commanded a fifotopayk. 
Matth. n* Hence alfo he faith not Date, but Reddite * Give , but Render unto Cafar the things that 

Rom. 13.6. are Cafars. And Saint ?<*#/faith, ye pay tribute,** being a due debt. Nevertheleffq 

in this great neceflity Nehemiah lets go his own right, and leaveth it to others : like 
Toftat, ex PHit. as the Eagle is faid, when foe foeketh her prey, to leave a good part thereof to the birds 
that follow her, for the fame end. 

Verfe 15. But the former Governors] Thofe that had been betwixt Zorobabel and 
Nehemiah: Ezra was no Govemour. Tfiefe had been ft rid: in exading their five pound* 
a day • or, for the head of every family, fo much ■ b elides bread for neceffity, and wine 
for delight. Not fo Nehemiah , he would not ufe his power to over-burden thofe poore 
whom thefe Ufurers opprefTed. This he here inftanceth for their further convi&ion. 

Tea, even their fervants bear rule over the people] Exading what they pleafe of 
them : this their mafters fhould have feene to, ana not fuffered for the fervants finne 
is the mafters reproach. When Charles the fifth refolved to lay down the Empire, fome 
of his Courtiers and Counfelloursadvifed him to retaineftill the name and authority of 
Emperour, and to govern the Kingdome by his under-officers. His anfwer to them was. 
Ah, me prafente ita res adminifiratis,&c . Alas, now that I am amongft you, things 
are fo ill carried, that ye are complained of by all: what then would you do, if I fhould 
Vi/. Mux. not h ave an eye upon you? and how would you domineere like fo many Sultans (the 

Chrift.p, j97* word here ufed) and follow the adminiftration of Jufticeas a trade only, with an un* 
quenchable and unconfcionable define of gaine ? 

But fo did not I , becaufe of the fear of God] The beft retentive from finne cer* 
tainly • a fpur to good, a edrb from evil. Hence David calleth it a cleanefeare, Pfal.i 9* 
9 and the fear of the Lord is, to depart from evil , faith Solomon . And Arifiotle hath this 
Probleme, Why are men credited more then other creatures? The anfwer is, 877 »»• 

(io9ov ,becaufe man alone holdeth and feareth God: therefore you may truft him, 
But where this fear is not, no good is to be expefted, but the contrary, Gen. 20.11. See 
the Note on verfe 9. 

Verfe 1 6. Tea alfo, / continued in the workf] He meaneth,faith Lyra, that he wrought 
with his own hands to draw on others the more, when they fhould fee their Governonr 
hirhlelf fo iriteht to the work. He was conftaat at it, and held out till all was finiihed. 
Afid this he recordeth, not out of oftentation, but to foew that the love andfeare of 
God cottftraintd him - as it did afterwards Paul that fpiritual builder, who laboured most 
then they all, and denied himfelf to bring others to heaven, as himfelf ftxtethforth, 

2 Cor . 
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2 Cor. 11. In praifing our felves, our end muft be, that our light may be feene, not our 
felves feene, Matth. 5. 16. Menspraife may be fought, medb tibi non quarts, fed Chrifto, 
faith Arenas, (6 that Chrift be thereby fet up and ferved. 

Neither bought we any land J As ealily we might have done with the furplufage of our 
revenue: efpecially if we had exacted the utmoft of our right.

Beftdes thofe that came unto me from among the heathen ] Either as State-A gents,of up-, 
on other occafions. Nehemiah entertained them,that they might not lie upon the publike 
charge.

22,23. or as once Cardi¬ 
nal Wolfey here * who, befide* all ftrangers that came, had four hundred of family,where-, 
of one was an Earle, nine Barons, very many Knights and Efquires.But then hejiad more, 
yearly revenue then all the Bifoops and Deanes in the land had,cake them al together. Godw. Cara!. 

And once in ten dayes] Then he kept an extraordinary table inviting guefle, for whom 
he had ftore of the beft wines. The Turkifo Bafoawes feaft forreigne Embafladours 
With Rice and mutton, and fair water out of the river*, wine is a forbidden ware with 
them ; Mahomet their Prophet having told them,that in every grape there dwelt a Devil 
Tet for all this , Inquired not] This he did, and this he here recordeth: not for a name,

Verfe 19. Thinbjipon me, my God, for good] i.e. Both of grace and glory,faith Lyra, 
a confluence of all comforts and contentments, efpecially fpiritual bleflings in heavenly 
things, Ephef. 1 . 3. He that firft called riches#^, was furely a better husband then Di-. 
vine, faith one. Ojlendam tibi omne bonum , I will foew thee all good, faid God to Mofes, 
when he gave him a glimpfe of himfelf. Nil bonum abfque fummo Bono , faith A; fine. 

There is no good without the chief good. Say therefore with the Church, Hof 14.2.Take 
away all iniquity, and do good ■, and as here. Remember me, O my God, for pert. 

According to all that I foave done for this people] Here is nothing for Merit-mongers. It 
is mercy in 6od to fet his love on them that keep his Commandments, Exod. 20. 6. to re¬ 
ward every man according to his works, Pfitl. ult * A poor Gardiner presenting a rape 
root (being the beft gift he had at hand) to the Duke of Burgundy, was by him bountiful¬ 
ly rewarded. His Steward obferving this,and hoping for the like reeompence, prefented 
him with a very fair horfe.

And the reft- cf our Enemies ] The Churches Enemies are not a few, i Cor. 16.9, She » 
like unto a (illy poor maid (faith Luther) fitting in a Wood or WildernefTe, compared 
about with hungry Wolves, Lyons, Boares, Beares affaulting her every moment, and mi¬ 
nute. The ground of all is that old Enmity, Gen.$.i 5. 

Godw.Catal. That I had huilded the Wall | This Wall made Nehemiah,as Winchcftcr-tower at Wind - 
for made William Wickam,that is,raifed and renowned himiand in a like fenfe as God is laid 
to have made Afofes and Aaron, 1 Sam-12.6. that is, to have advanced them,in the hearts 
ofhis people. 

And that there was no breach left therein ] It had been but half-built,cfi*/>.4,6. and the 
breaches but began to be ftopt,1/^.7. yet now all is finifhed, amidft much oppofition: fo 
ihall the work of grace be in our hearts. But whileft here, aChriftian hath his Vlteriut 
ftill (which was C harles the fifth his Motto,) his Super fa as the gueft in the Gofpel that 
was bid to fit higher,&c.fomething is yet wanting to his ful and final f*lvation,which he is 
ftill to work out , Philip.z.ver.i 2. like as here , thedoorcs were not yet upon their 
hinges.

Cme let us met together ] Thus they called him to conference and confutation whiles 
the doores were not yet upon the gates. nurpofely to take him off the work: as the Fox 
diverts the Huntfman from following the Hare: and as our deceitful hearts do too often 
draw us away from the profecution of good purpofes, by calling many other odde imper¬ 
tinent matters in our way. r

120.2 .The 
Cardinal ofLoraine (the chiefEngineer of the French Maffacre)fenc to Chriftopher Duke of 
Wirt,berg (& prudent and a vaham Prince ) that he and bis brethren the Glides would 
embrace theProteftant Religion, anddefired to be enrolled in the number of the Prot<y 
ftant Princes-.but they knew him too well,to truft him. 

I am dung a great wori ^ fo that I cannot ccme down 1 I cannot intend it, as having my 

bands more foil ofemployment,then that I can give heed to your complements. Thereis 
a carle to him that doth the work of the Lord negligently or deceitfully. And

But this Letter 
was pmpofely fent open,that whofo would might read it ere it came to Nehemiah* $ band, 
and oe warned of having hand in the pfetended treafon. 

Verfe 6. It is reported among the Heathen ] And muft therefore needs be true, like as 
the common fort of Turks think that whatfoever is written in their tongue muft ofnecef- ftan j Sio 
fity be beleeved for tr^th. But who knowss not that Rumour :s a loud lyar^ and that scrag. 17*. 
every pablike perfoftneedeth carry a fpare hankerchief to wipe off dirt caft upon him by 
difaftefted perfons, that feek to fly-blow their reputation, and to deprave their beft 
actions. 


And fafimu faithf] Gejhmu alias Gejbem the Arabian , ver. 1.2. a worthy wight, a 
credible witneffe. Nehemiah might well have replyed as Seneca did in like caie. Mala 
de me letjuunturjed mall . Gajhmu* s tongue was no Hander: for he was known to be men - 
daciorutn artifex ,on£ that had taught his tongue the art of lying, JV. 9.3,5. and had taken 
fall hold of deceit, M-J- Such of late time were thofe loud and le wd liars , Genebrard , 
Scioppiiu, Baldwin , and Bolfecus , who being requefted by the Popifh fide to write the lives 
of Calvin and Beza , is in all their writings alledged as Canonical, though they know him 
to be (according to the old Proverb) a Friar,a Lyar. 

That thou and the Jews 'think^to rebel ] A likely mattenbut that matters not. Any 
Authour ferves Sanballat: turn,who for a need could have fuckt fuch an accufation as this, 
out ofhis own fingers. See Ezra 4*1 3. 

For which CAisft thou buildeft the Wall J This was calumniari audatter , as Machiavel 
taught, alicfnid faltem.adharebit . But if dirt will Hick to a mudwal, yet to marble it will s_ ec ^ 
nor. Nehemiah hath the Euge of a dear confidence , and no Wife-man will beleeve ^ 
this black-mouthed Blatero. N. D. Authour of the three converfions,hath made Sr. John 
OldcaflU the Martyr, a Ruffian, a Robber, and a Rebel. His authority is taken from 
the Stage-players, of like confidence for lyesj as all men know. 

That thou matft be their King^ King of the fewes. As they called our Saviour, John 19. 

12. And as fome think the grourid of this report (if any there were) concerning \ Nehe* 
midis pratftifingta be-King, were the profmefies of Haggai and Zachary concerning the 
near approach of Chrifts Kingdomc. 
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Nihil eft,quin mate narrando, pojfit depravarier. 

According to thefe words ] According to this report; or (bmcwhat to the fame 
fenfe. ' _ ' 

Verfe 7. And thou haft alfo appointed Prophets, &c, J That the thing might feem 
to be of God:as the Beaft hath his Falfe-prophet , that wrought miracles before him. Rev. 
19.20. As Mahomet had his prophets,and fahn of Leydenaad his .to cry him up King of 
Munfler , the new ferufalem (as they called it) yea of all Nations, to rule them with a 
rod of iron. 

And now /hell it be reported to the King ] Who muft needs be highly difpleafed,and will as 
little endure it,as the Heaven two Suns. Sol quafi folw.fic Monarc ha. Marriage and Mo¬ 
narchic will not away with cornvaIs. 

Come nvw therefore,and let us take counfel ] In commune confulere , left we all fuffer for 
your fault. But neither was good Nehemiah in any fault: neither was their drift any 
other but this, to draw him out of the City, that they might mifehieve him : like as Dr. 
Briftow advifeth his C atholikes to get the Proteftants out of their ftrong-hold of the 
Scriptures into the open Field of Fathers and Councelsiand then they might do what they 
would with us. 

Verfe 8. There are no fuch things dene as thou fay eft ] Nehemiah is not over-carefui! ( 
to clear himfelf. This was fo tranftarent a lye , that a man might fee thorough it,and was 
therefore belt anfwered with a negleftive denyal. It falles out often , that playn-dealing 
puts craft out of countenance. Animus retti confeius objeEla probra ut viftts notturnos & 
vanas fomn’torum imagines digno fupplido punit,fefHvo fcilicet contempt m, & ob/tvtone: velftt 
tanti eft, mifericcrdid elevat. 

Verfe 9. For they all made us afraid ] This they aymed at; but could not attain unto-, 
for faith queliech and killeth diftruftful fear, Pfal.46. 1,2. Audacia eft pro muro, faith 
Salia ft. Let the wicked flie when none purfueth , but the righteous will be bold as$ 
Lion. - ' 

SayingJ heir hand /hall be weakened from the -work l] So meafuring them by themfelves,' 
as if they Would have been foon feared and difeouraged. But they knew not the cAEs tri- 
ple. v,the power Of the Spirit,that Spirit of power (oppofed to the /fine of fear,) of love, and 
of a found mind, 2 Tim. 1.7 They knew not the privy armour of proof, that thefe good 
Jews had about their hearts. 

Now therefore, O God,ftrengthen mine hands'] He acknowledged bimfelfe to be in the 
condition of a poor Garrifon-fouldier- that hath no help or fupplies but from the Captain 
of his falvation : which therefore he thus humbly calleth in, and craveth. Of ejaculations.

Demos not only forfook Paul , but became a Prieft in an idols Temple at 
Theftalonica , if Dcroiheus may be beleeved. A Prieft Shemajab was,and would feem to 
be a Prophet: but he proved not right. All is not gold that glitters. It was Tobiah's gold 
that made him a Prophet, as Philips gold made the oracle of Apollo give what anfwer he 
pleafed. A houfe he had in the Temple:& there he had reclufedand (hut up himfelf, that he 
might feem feme lingular Devof^expefting a revelation from Heave; or as one who feque- 
ftred himfelf from company of others, with a ft and further off-, come not near, for Jam holier 
then thou. Or ,laftly ? to perfwade people that there was a neceflity of fecuring themfelves 
from the night-inrodes of the Enemy. Whatever it was that he was thus (Anchoret-like) 
pent up,or locked up,or deteyned(zs Junius rendreth it,fee the like faid of ZW£,that bloody 
Edomice, 1 Sam. 21 .7.) Nehemiah went to his houfe to know what was the'matter; fup- 
pofing him to be a friend,but finding liim fuborned by the Enemy. 

Jfet us meet together in the Houfe of God ] Famous for fandity and fafety: being within 
Gods precinds , we (hall furely t>e under his protedion. ; 

And let us (b the doors of the Temple] Immure ourfelves, and keep out the Enemy .But, 
this had been the ready way to invite them,feeing his cow a'dile : for maximum his perUulum 
qui maxim} timent (faith Sallufi.) nothing betrayes a man fooner thin his caufelefle fear. 

them from his friends and follower, might have done what they pleafcifwithdum 5 as the 
Romanes did by Cafarjn the Senat-houfc. For 
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For they will come to flay thee] And Nehemiah muft be made beleeve, that Shemaiah ,as a 
fpecial friend, wilhed no long life , and was tealous for it: whence he fb doubleth his predi¬ 
ction of the danger. O deep diftimulation! 

verfe 11. And I faid , .fkonld fuch a mah as I flie ? ] To the difhonour of 
God , and the difeouraging of the people ? to the fcaridal of the Weak, and the 
fcornof the wicked? Ft Turnumfugientemhxc terra videbit ? There is a TJ*ps;:o.,a corner 
linette, a feemlineffe, a fuitablenefe appertains to every calling and condition of life: 
andNature hath taught Heathens themfelves to argue from dignity to duty, and to fe6m 
to do afty thing unworthy of themfelves. Scipio, when an harlot was offered him .anfwered^ 

Wellent, ft non eftem Imperator, I would, were I not a General. Antigonm being invited to 
a Feaft where a notable harlot was to be prefeht, asked counfel of Mensdmus , what he 
fhould do? No more but this/aid he. Remember that thou art a Kings fon. Themiftocles An\« 
once,after a Vidory,viewing the fpoiles and pillage of the field, faid to his friend that bare av w «* 
him company. Take thou thefe rich fpoiles to thy felf: for thou art not Themiftcclvs : it is 
below me to ftoop to them. When Pompey had Cafar and Anthony in a Ship together, it 
wasfuggefted to him by Metrodorus^ to revenge himfelf for the death of his Father and 
Brother. To whom he replyed,that fb to do, might haply befit Metrodorpt f,but in no wife 
Pompey. It is not for you to be fifhiiig for Gtrdgeons,but for Towns^Forts,and Cafties /aid 
Cleopatra to M. Antony. It is not for Gdds Saints tartalk^ rnen: fith they are children of 
the Kingdome, and muft therefore regthm in peElore gerere, carry them felves accordingly! 

We ufually fay, fuch a man underftands himfelf well : that is,he knoWes his place, his digni¬ 
ty, and walks accordingly. It is a pufillammity to do otherwife- Nehemiah will never 
do it, to dye for it. 

And now is there,that being as J am] So greatly beloved of God, Dan. 9.23. fb highly fa¬ 
voured of the King,ctap/2.2,4. fo prote&ed hitherto, fo profpered, fo entrufted with the 
government and fafety of this people, more dear to me then my very life.

But that he pronounced this prophecy dgainft me] To make my right tons foulfad with hit 
{yes, Ezek. 13.22- and to bring me to diferace, and danger. Luth& was wont to adviftf 
Preachers, to fee that thefe three Dogs aid not follow them into the pulpit: Pride, Cove* 
toufhelfe, and Envy. 

Fir Tobiah and Sanballat had hired him] A mere mercenary he w 3 s then , arid ha<I 
Linguam Vanalem: he could call good evil,arid evil good, juttify the wicked for a reward;

Were Bifbop Bourn, arid Cardi¬ 
nal Pool in Q ^Maries dayes. Tne CardiflaL hired With the AtchbHboprick of Couterbu- 
r^-took for his Text ,Efay 66.8. arid applied it to England,** the* haypilv reduced to the 
PoOJs obedience. Bourn , for the Bifboprick of both, fbh ftriftfr jtPauh^rcg, 
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that the people were ready to tear him in pieces,They flang a Dagger at him in the Pulpit. 
Meich Adam. anc * *f*^»»,Authours of the Popi(h Book publifhed in Germany by the name of 

* Interim , Cbrifma & oleum pontificium defendebant, ut ipji difcedcrent untticres, defended 
Chrifme,and extreme un&ion, as being liquoured in thehfts, and promoted to fat Bilhop- 
rickes. But a Miniiter, as he (hould have nothing to lofe, fo he (hould have as little to 
get : he (hould be above all price or fale. Nec prece , nec pretio fhould be his 
Motto. 

Verfe i3. Therefore was he hired, that I fhould be afraid J But they were much mifta- 
ken in their aimes: this matter was not malleable. Nehemiah was a man of another fpi- 
rit-,of a Caleb-fxke fpirit:he was fide armatus,Deo armat us,and therefore undaunted :he was 
full of Spiritual mettle, for he knew whom he had trufted. 

And do fo , and Jin] Nehemiah feared nothing but fin, and the fruit thereof, fhame and 
reproach^ fo great was hisfpirit, fo right fet were both his judgment and affections. But 
if any thing would have drawn him afide from the ftraight wayes of the Lord , bafe fear 
was the likelieft: as we fee in David at Gath,md Peter in the High-prielts hall. SeeZeph, 
3.13. with the Note. Pefftmus in dubiis Augur Timor. 

And that they might have matter for an evil report ] This, wicked men watch for, as a 
Dog doth for a bone: and if they get but the leaft hint, oh how happy do they hold 
themfelveslwhat wide mouthes do they open,&c! It is our part therefore (by a Nehemiah- 
like converfation) to put tofilence the ignorance offoclijb men, who , like Black-moores, 
defpife beauty- like Dogs, bark attnefhiningof the Moon. Of Luther it was faid by 
Erafmus , Nec hofics reperiant quod calumnientur. Of B. Hooper it is faid, that hislife was 
fo good, that no kind of (lander (although diverfe went about to reprove it) could fallen 
f^‘| CM ° n ' any fault upon him. The like is reported of Bradford, and Pacer. We (hould fo carry 

3 our felves,«f nemo de nobis male loqui abfque mendacio pojft, as Hierom hath it: that none 

might fpeakevil ofus,without amanifeftlye. 

Verfe 14. My God, thinkjspon Tobiah and Sanballat] Heb. Remember, to be revenged 
on . them.? J. I cannot deal^vith them, but do thou do it. He doth himfelf no differvice

Anafave thefen\e] Viz,, by comparing place with place, and interpreting one Scri¬ 
pture by another. See the like done by S t.Pattl at Dama feus, AH.9.22. he layd one Text 
fppfii&frr* to another, as Artificers do the feveral pieces of their work, that they may perfedly agree 
the one with the other. 

Caufing the people to twdcrftancTthe reading ] Dabant intelligent!am per feriptnram ip- 
fam , i'o Tremellius rendreth it. Of the Law it may be faid,£r later, & beet. The Pro¬ 
phets are as fo many expofitours and explainers thereof: they do excellently unfold and 
draw out that arras which was folded together before:they give us Mcfes unveiled. Search 
the Scriptures therefore,and compare them.Parallel texts, like glafles, fet one againft ano¬ 
ther, do cart a mutual light: like the Sun, the Scriptures (hew other things, and themfelves 
too. 

Verfe 9. And Nehemiah,which is the Tirfhata ] Or Governour,See Ezra 2.63. He 
had fovianus the Emperours wi(hed happineffe,which was,that he might govern wife men, 
and that wife men might govern him. 

And Ezra the Prieft and Scribe] See ver. 3. 

And the Levites that taught the people ] That numerus nominum. id eft, hcmir.um men¬ 
tioned^*: 7. Men moft happy in fuch melting hearers.We now-adayes prevail as little,as 
Bede did, when he preached to an heap of (tones. 

This day is holy unto the Lord your God ] Your mourning therefore, now is as much out 
of feafon,as Samp fans Wives weeping was at her wedding. ^11 Gods worfhips were to 
he celebrated with joy , Deut.iz.j. and facrifices offered in mourning, were abomination, 
Hof. 9.4. See Mai.2. 13. with the Note. . _ 

Mourn not,nor weep] Sc .Under fenie of tin, and fear of wrath. 1 his they were called 
to at another time, Efay 22.12. Jam. 49,10. but every thing is beautiful in its feafon, 
Ecclefi-Z . 

For all the people wept -when they heard the -words of the Law ] For like caufe as foftah 
did,2 King.22.11,19. His tender heart was troubled and terrified by the.menaccs of 
Gods mouth uttered againft his and the peoples fins. Hence fome inferre,that it was the 
Becalogwe (together with the maledi&ion) that was now read and applied.- and that made 
them weep fofaft.Get thee Gods Law/faith holy Bradford) as a glade to look in—fo 
(hall you fee your face fbul-arrayed,ana fo (hamefui,mangy, pockey,and fcabbed,that you 
cannot but be forry at the contemplation thereof—efpecially if you look to the tag tied 
to Gods Law : which is fuch , as cannot but make us caft our currilh tayles betwixt our 
P’S- 2 °‘ * 6 j 17 . legges,if we beleeve it. But oh faithlcffe hard hearts l O Jezebels guefts, rocked and laid 
afleep in her bed, &c! . 

Verfe 10. Then he faidunto them. Go your way] A friendly difmiilion. We muftfo 
reproove or admonifh others, as that we ever preferve in them an opinion 
of our good will unto them : for this is that fugar , that fweetneth all (uch tarter

And all the people went their way to eat] To.do all that they were dirededi 
to do. They had been in the Furnace of mortification: and now they were willing to be 
caft into the mould of Gods Word, and eo be whatfoever the Lord: would have 
them to be. They were only bis clay and wax , .a willing people , waytingfor his. 
Law. 

And to makejrreat mirth ] i.c. A 11 kind pf honeft jollity: for the better exciting their 
hearts to true thankfulnefle. 

Becoffe they had underflood the words] $p£ $he ijhreatnings only to therefradary^ but 
the promifiesalfiojto the penitent and obedient.? The Levites hud taught. them,doubtlefle, 

(as the truth isin Jefus) that God therefore dareateneth that he may not ptuiifh, and do*' 
liretli to be difarraed, Ames 4^1^. that he giveth to do, what Jbe commanded! to be done* • 
that his mercy' is fcopi everiafting to everlaifyng to them that fcar him* to them that keep 
bis Covenant, and that think upon his Commandemenfs to do them, quifaciunt pracepta, p 
etfl nor, perfleiant , that are doiqgatit, though;they are 4 rom perfirdion.

The Prieftt and LevitesyShde Teachers of others took no fcom to learn of Ezxa that 
perfett Scribe. The wifeft here know but in part: becaufe we prophefte but in part‘d I Cor.i 3. 
ver.g. that is, we are taught but imperfe&ly, and thofe that ihould (hew us the way* 
are themfelves to feek: to teach us to run to Jthiel the Arch-prophet,as that great Wile- 
man did,Prdv.3o.i. The greateft part ofthofe things which we know, is theleaft part of 
the things which we know not,as that Father faith. 

Vnto Ezra the Scribe] Who was well inftrufted to the Kingdome of God ; and no 
lefle ready to throw out of his treafury, &c. Matth. 13.52. It is faid of Tacitus that 
he knew all that he Ihould know of tne affaires of the World: and that he was primus in 
Scalig. Niftoria^nd that ex ejus ore. nil tentere excidit. Think the lame of Ezrajuxd much more: 

he was an able Teacher of theableft Teachers, a (acred oracle,a living library, the argute!! 
and accurate!! of men after the Prophets-as Anflin is faid to have been after the Apoftles 
in contemplation,and deputation. * 

Even to underjtand the words of the Law ] Which he had the day before expounded: 
and in fome palfages whereof they had a defire to be better refolved and fatisfied. No 
man can poffibly (peak al at once,or deliver the mind of God fo clearly and fully but that 
there may be place left for Cafes and Queries. 

Verfe 14. And they found written in the Law ] And therefore in no wife to be neg¬ 
lected, fith thereGod had written forthem great things , Hof.8.12 Excellent things, P/w.

That the children of Ifrael fhould dwell in Boothes} See Ezra 34. with the Note. Foe 
this,the Law was clear Lfv.23.34. Eeut.16.13. But tbistheyhad not fo fully obferved, 
faby dwelling in Boothes,till now that they were returned from Babylon, where they had 
been lately,and for a long time,Strangers. This to profefte and fet forth, was the intent 
of that feaft , and of this rite of it, of dwelling in Boothes or Bowers. This is intimated 
vent 4 * 

Verfe iy. And that they Jhouldpub lift and proclaim ] Heb. Make a voice to pajfe , 
■vitu for better preparation , and greater foiemnity. God will not take up with a care! 
leffe and flubberd fervice: he is a great King and (lands greatly upon his feniority Mai 
1.14. 

Go forth unto the muni ] Which is covered with all forts of trees: and nothing like the 
countrey Axylus, which is fo called, becaufe no trees grow in it, no not fo much as thorns, 
Liv. Lib.3 8 . or any fund of fucll. Thorough this councrey marched Manlius the Roman General when 
he went againftthe Gallogract. * 

And fetch olive-branches,and vine-branches , tfr.JFit for fhelter and lhadow againft the 
weather. That is very ftrange that yet is reported by Authors of good note, concerning 
Abbot* Geog. certain trees inBraft/e,o( that bignefs that whole families live in an arme of one of them, 
P a S‘*7*. every tree being as populous, as many of our Villages. 

And branches of deck trees JTved together with wiUowcs of the brook, Zcvit: 23.40. 

Verf: 16. So the people went forth, aid brought them ] They had kept the feaft of 
trumpets on the firft day of this moneth. And although no mention be here made of the 
Feaft of Expiation,* day of Humiliation to be kept for ever upon the tenth day: yet it is to 
be prefomed,that they kept it, having fo good a guide as Ezra. Now alfo,as not weary of 
well-doing, they doe mofT folemnety celehrare the Feaft of Tabernacles, making 
themfelves booths of boughes in every ftreet thoroughout the whole Gty. 

Verfe. 17. Made boothesjend fate undir the boot he s'] $ Verfe 14 15, 16. They that 
turn this hiftory into myftery, make an allufion of it, 1 .To Chrift as dwelling in our flefh. 
2.T0 Chriftians as travelling toward heaven,and having here no fetled habirarionj-ieb. 

Jar Race the dayes of feftua} Mofes is not mentioned- becaufe during his dayes till 
fofbna brought them into ebepromifed land,.they kept not this ftall, likely. 

Lfrael dmrfo ] Kept this feaft they had, but not/o kept if: viz. 
#!th that devotion,foiemnity, and great gladnefte, being in fo poor a cafe,and yet fo lin* 
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hinlous in the work* as one man; But onC would wonder that all aldng during the reign 
of David and Solomon (who gave the pattern of* and built the Temple) and all thofe 
fucceeding Reformers - there fhould fomthing be omitted about the feaft of Tabernacle^ 

(kept as *tis thought by Solomon , 2 Chron. 7. 8.) till their return from Babylon 5 yet fo it 

was. j 

Verfe 18. And alfo day by day} Npt onely on the firft and laft day (that threat day of 
the feaft, John 7. 37.) but every day-this good man was at it • being Infatialilis Dei cul- 
t0 r\ (as Chrjfoflome faithof Saint Paul} an infatiable worfhipper of God; and account¬ 
ing quod nimis angujla pietas eft, ad legem, bonum effc± to do nothing for Gk)d more then 
needs muft, was too little. 

And they kept the feaft feven day es} The people were as willing to hear, (and do other 
holy duties) as Ezra was to preach.So were Chrjfoflomes hearers, who were wont to fay 
that they could better be without the Sun-light, then Chryfoftomes daily Sermons. So like- 
wife wer d Calvins hearers at Geneva , where he preached every day in the week for mofj: 
part, and had a conftant audience that even over-admired (fome of them at leaf!) his moft 
excellent patnes and parts ; as Zanchy ftiewes and complaines in the Epiftle Dedicatory 
fet before hisMifcellanies: taxing them of Ar&g«x*Aa.T?«*, man-worfhip. 

And on the eighth day was a folemne afembly} Heb. A reftraiat , viz., from fervile 
works: or a Retention,^, a holding of the Congregation together for holyufes. Trc- 
mellins rendereth it diem interJitti : The vulgar Latine of Lyra thus. They made a gather - 
inrftc.fox neccflaries about the Temple. This eighth day thus kept might prefigure the 
Cnriftian Sabbath, that firft day of the week. 


CHAP. IX. 

Verfe 1. Now in the twentieth and fourth day} 

^ Day after the feaft of Tabernades, they keep a folemne fafti 
Uftjae adco nihil eft } ex omhi parte' beat uni. 

there is in this prefent life an interchange of all things, a fucceflion of feafting and fading. 

Of the beft,whileft here it may be faid, as Pliny doth of Mettllusjnfelix diet non debet felix Libj.cap.^,' 
non poteft : unhappy you cannot call him ; happy you may not. One compareth him to the 
Arke, which was ever tranfportative, till fettled in Solomons TempleAnother to quick- 
filver, which hath in it feif a principle of motion, but not of reft. 

The children of Ifrael were affembled with fafting'] As Epaminondas Walked heavily 
the day after his triumph. Deadnefte of fpirit isapt to follow our livelieft joyes: but that 
muft be lookt too, and fecurity prevented, which is wont to feize upon men after holy du¬ 
ties-, like as wormes and wafpes eate the fweeteft fruits. Thefe fafters had wept at the 
hearing of the Law, and were ftilled by the Levites, chap. 8.11. becaufe it was unfeafom 
able.Now the feaft being over, and their hearts yet full of grief for their great fin in taking 
ftrange wives,(not yet put away,though they had vowed to do it, Ezra 10.3 .&c.)they firft 
put away thofe wives on the twenty third day, and then humble themfelves by fafting and 
prayer on this twenty fourth day ^ being wrought thereunto by the reading of the Law , 
as is implyed in the next verfe. 

And with fackcloth~\ As acknowledging themfelves unworthy of the courfeft clothing: 
and that, but for fhame, they would have ftript themfelves naked. 

And earth upon them} As thofe that had forfeited all, and deferved to be as far under 
ground, as now they were above. 

Verfe 2. And the feed of Ifrael} Called Ifraelites, (not Abrahamites) from their 
wraftling with God by prayer and teares, and prevailing. Called alfo Jewes from fndabj 
Which fignifieth the Confejjonr .Here it is faid of them that. 

They flood and confeffed their finnes} All their finnes either adually committed, or habi¬ 
tually comprifed in their body of finne. This whofo doth in due manner fhall have mere}', 

Prov. 28.13. Yea, be (hall have heaven. Ifrael had power with God as a Prince, fudah 
the Confeflour got the Kingdome from Reuben. Confeifion is the way to the Kingdome, 
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thttnfelves from allftrangers, they abandoned their peccatum in dlekiis , their darling finne* 
artil1 * they kept themfelves from theit iniquity, Pfal. 18.23. Hoc non ft verbts, Mulct : ut amt* 

ris,ama. . ... . ... 

And the ftnnes of their father/} i.e. Of their Pro gem tours: which are owned, if not 

bewailed, declaimed. _ ... . . ■ 

Verfe 3. And they pood up in their place] The people flood for reverence-lake to the 
Word read (fee chap. 8.5.) Or the Miftifters flood up in their Pulpits, where they reprew 
fent God himfelf as his EmbafFadours; • and {hould therefore lay down all felf-refpefts and 
)cco!amp. aimes at the Pulpit doore- and be hilly of his minde, who faid, I would not be found 
fpeaking or doing ought that I thought Chrift would not approve of,if he were corporally 

^Andreadin the bookf] Giving the fenfe of that they read • ’ and applying itclofe to 
mensconfciences. This was preaching indeed : for as every found is not mufick ■ fo nei¬ 
ther is every Pulpit-difcourfe,Preaching. Cura Pap train ep sirs artiuni & ft lent hi feientt- 
arum, faith one. It is a matter of great skill to divide the word aright. Sea chap. 8.8. 

One fourth fait of the day] i.e. for three hOtirs •. from nine a clock to twelve. This 
v/arranteth our preaching Faft-Sermons * though prayer be the chief bufinefle of fhch a 
day. See fer. 3 6.6,7. 

And another fourth part ] Sc. From twelve to three t thus befides the ordinary 
morning and evening facrifices,they divided the day betwixt Preaching and Prayer,as thofe 
did, Alts 6. 4. And as the Priefts of old taught Jacob Gods judgements, and put incenfc 
before the Lord, Deut. 33.10. The Jewes at this day boaft that they divide the day (even 
the working-day) into three parts: the firft ad Tephillah they fpend in Prayer • the fecond 
ad Torah , in reading the Law* the third ad Malachah, in their worldly bufinefle. But you 
are not bound herein to beleeve them. 

They cenfejfed] Not without fupplication for pardon, and power to do better. 

And worjhipped the Lord their God] Inwardly and outwardly, giving him his due glory, 
and refting upon him by a lively faith in the gracious promifes : being fully perfwaded of 
this, that together with the forgivenefle of finne they Ihould have thofe particular blef- 
frngs which they fued for, fo ferre as might ftand with Gods glory, and the good of their 
fouls. 

Verfe 4. Then Jlcdd up] Each of thefe eight in his turn, or each in his own proper 
place: the people being, for more conveniency. fake, divided into eight feveral Congre¬ 
gations. 

And cried with a loud voyce] Verb it non modo difertis , fed & exfertis, that God might 
hear (which yet he can do very well without any audible voice, Excd. 14.15.1 Kings 22. 
3 2.) and all tne people might hear,and joyn in prayer. 

Vnto the Lord their GodT\ As being in Covenant with them. This fhewes their faith, 
as the former their fervencie. Faith is the foundation of Prayer: and Prayer is the ferven- 
cie of Faith. 

IWo-St. t Verfe 5. Then the Levitts, fefhua. &c. faidJlandup] Gird your [elves, and fervt the 
t Tim.4 1 Lord, as Luke 17.8. Be inftant, or ftand clofe to the work fet fides and fhoulders to ig 
Ncand.Cbion Roufe up your felves, and wreftiewith God. Hocagite, faid the RomanePrieft to tht 
pag.74. people at their facrihces. And Sacerdos par at fratrum mentes dicendo,Surfumccrda, faith 
Cyprian ; In the Primitive times the Minifters prepared the people to ferve God,by faying, 
Deorationc. Lift up your hearts. 

And bleffe the Lord your God for ever ] Give him immortal thanks, all polfible praife, 
amcre, more , ere, glorifie him doingly, 1 Cor. 10. 30, 31. Ephtf 1. II, 12. Think Of 
the multitude, feafonablenefle, fuitablenefle, conftancy, &c. of Gods favours : and then 
give him the glory due unto his Name ; which yet we can never do, becaufe his Name Is 
exalted above all b Effing and praife (as it followeth here) fo that if we Ihould do nothing 
el£e all our dayes, yea as long as the dayes of heaven lhall laft (faid that Martyr) but 
kneele upon our knees and fing over Davids Pitdmes to Gods praife, yet fhould we fall 
farre fhort of what we owe to the Lord, who is raoft worthy to be praifed. 

, And blejfedbe thy glcriout name] Thefe holy Levites having called upon the pedpletb 
blefieGod, break forth into the performance of this Divine duty themfelves. So Saint 
Paul often exhorting the Saints to pray, falls a praying for them. . 

t yVhich i$ exaltedabove all hie fling aryl pratfe] So that when we have done our utmojt 
1 herein, we can never over-rdo. David is oft fo tran{ported, that he feeirids to forget hjffi- 

• m, 
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fdfSas ajbird that hath got a note, records it Over and over, as Pfal. 136. for his merest 
end:iretf\for ever. And Pfal. 1501m fix verfes are twelve Halleluiahs. Praife him (faith 
He Verfe 2.) according to his excellent greatnejfe (for great u the Lord , and greatly to be 
praifed, Pfal. 145 - $•) and verfe 6. Lerevery thing that hath breath, praife the Lord, Or; 

Let every breath praife the Lord. As oft as we breathy we are to breath out the praifesof 
God • and to make our breath like the perfumed fmoke of the Tabernacle. 

Verfe 6. Thou, even thou art Lord, alone ] Jehovah is Gods incommunicable name:that 
holy and reverend Name of his which Jewes pronounce not, we too oft profane, at leaft 
bynot confidering the import of it; which is enough to anfwer all our doubts, and to. 
fill us with ftrong confolation^ had we but skill to fpell all the letters in it. * 

Thou haf made heaven ] With great skill and artifice thou haft made it, three flories 
high, 2 Cor. 12. 2. Heb. 11 . 1 o. 

The heaven of heavens ] Called the highep , Luke 2. 14. arid the third heaven, 2 Cor. 12. 

2. Of this heaven no natural knowledge can be had , nor ahy help by humane arcs, Geo¬ 
metry, Opticks, &c. for it is neither afpeftable, nor movable. 

With all their hop'] i.e. Their furniture • Angels, thofe heavenly Courtiers Sunne, 

Moone and Starres, &c. which are all Gods fervancs, Pfal. 119.91 .* and do, in efieir way’ 
worfhip Him. 

. The earth and all things that are therein ] God may be read in the great book of Na¬ 
ture^ which hath three leaves, Heaven; Earth; and Sea. Heaven is all that’s above earth: 

Earth is an element of cold and dry nature, thick; folid, heavie, placed in the middeft of 
the world as the foundation thereof, anid therefore immovable,though round (and in that 
refped nacurally apt for motion) and though founded, not upon folid rocks,but fluid wa-' 
ters. This, Aripotle himfelfwondred at. Lib. 2. de Ccelo , cap. 1 3. ’ 

And all things that are thereof J Either therein, is metals and minerals • or there - 
on, as men, beafts, creeping things, &c. 

The Sear and all that are therein] As, There is that Leviathan,and creeping things innu¬ 
merable -.Gods handy-work all of them. 

And thou prefervef them all] Giveftthem Atts 17.25/lifeand breath, 

motion and maintenance - thou upholdeft the whole creation by. the word of thy power] Hcb. 1. 3. 
and all things fubfift by thy manutenfion. God doth not caff off the care of his works that 
he hath made (as doth the Carpenter, or Shipwright) but being perpetually prefent with 
them, ruleth,difpofeth and ordereth all by a certaine counfef to his own ends;, and at 
length to his own glory. 

And the hop of heaven rvorjhippcth thee] Angels, and Saints efpecially: who the more 
they know of God, the more they love him ana honour him; making tneir addrefTes to 
him with greateft felf-abafement, confidering their diftance, and difproportion. Thus An¬ 
gels : As for Saints; All thy works praife thee, O God, faith David, that is, they give mat¬ 
ter and occafion •, \s\xtthy Saints bleffe thee iVk\. 145.10. How they do this fee An/. 5. 

11,12. 

Verfe 7. Thou art the Lord the God] Heb. That Lord, with an emphafis, with an ac¬ 
cent ; and befides thee there is none ot her. See verfe 6.This is proved by his free favours to 
Jfrael, and patient bearing with their evil manners in the wildernefTe • there being not a- 
ny God like unto our God,for pardoning of finne, and parting by the tranfgreition of the 
remnant of his heritage, Mic. 7.18. 

. And didft chufe Abram ] God firft chofe him for his love, and then loved him for 
his choice. 

And breughtp him out ofVr of the Chaldees] Pulling him as a brand out of that fire 
where, till then, he had lived (and might elfe have died) an Idolater,^.24.2. 

Andgavephim the name of Abraham~] See the Note on Gen v 17.5. 

Verfe 8. And foundep his heart faithful] He mull need&findeit fo, who had made it 
fo. Otherwife Abraham, as welhas any other • might well %, Horreo tjuicquid de meo Bera.' 
e P,ut mens fm. Tlie'natural heart is deceitful and defperately wieked, &c. a bundle of 
hnne (folly is bound up,&c.) a treafury of fume (an evil man outof the evil treafure of his 
hearty & c ) a raging Sea of finne, Efay 57. 20. a world of wickednefle, fames 3 .6. If a- 
ny good be in it, ’tis but as a drop of rofe-water in a bowle of poyfonwhere feHing it is 
prelently corrupted. 

And madep a Covenant with him] To be his God, and the God of hisfeed. This was 
aivm melius alveare, the^hive of heavenly honey : this was more thento hi madeMtf- 
nareh of the whole world. See Gen. 17.20, 21. M 2 To 
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To give the land zf the Cattaouites, &ci] Who-had filled that good land from one end to 
tbeothcr with their uncleannefies, Burst 9.11. and were therefore worthily rooted out of 
it. So fofephus reporteth that in his time thefe Jcwes were grown fo wicked, that if the 
Romanes had not deftroy’d them, without doubt either the earth would have fwailowed 
them up, or fire from heaven have consumed them. Bede faith of the ancient Britaines 
(immediately before their deftrodion bythe Saxons) that they were come to a very great 
height of wickedneffe: fo as to /lame the counfel cf the poore , becaufe the Lord re as hts rc - 
fngeJ > fa\.lA t .6. 

And baft performed thy words] Of many promifers it may be faid, as Tertullian of the 
Peacock, all in changeable colours^ as oft changed as moved. Sertoriw paid his promi- 
fes with fair words. Antioch*t was firnamed Dofon, becaufe he oft faid 1 will give yon 
this, or that, but never did. God is none fuch. 

For thou art righteous ] That is, faithful: for there is a twofold juftice of God. 1. Of 
Equity. 2. Of Fidelity. See i fohni.g. Rev. io.i. Where Chrift is faid to have a rain¬ 
bow on his head *, to fhew that he is faithful and conftant in his promifes. 

Verfe 9 And didft fee the ajfUftion] The eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous, as 
well as hiS eares open to their prayers: he knoweth their foul in adverfity, &deremedio 
projpicit, he is felicitous of their fafety. 

And heardeft their cry by the red fea) Though mixed with much murmuring, Exod. 14. 
XO.So he heard that pitiful poor prayer of David, Pfal. 31.22. I faid in mine hafte, I 
am cut off from thine eyes : Neverthelefife thou heardft the voice of my {applications, when I 
I cryed unto thee. God hearcth the young Ravens, Pfal. 147.9. though they have but 
an hoade and harfh note, make no melody to move pity, and cry but by implication one- 
fy, and not dire&ly unto him. 

Verfe 10. And Jhnvedft fignet and wonders upon Pharaoh] That fturdyRebeL whom 
neither Miniftery, nor mifery, nor miracle, nor mercy could poffibly mollifie. This was 
worfie then any or all thofe ten plagues fent upou him, whereof fee Exod. 3. 19. with the 
Note. 

For thou kpeweft that they dealt proudly , &c.] This the juft and jealous God could not 
away with, JEW. 18.11. His work in Heaven is (faid that Heathen) to caftdowne the 
lofty,and to lift up the lowly. 

&c. So didft thou get thee a name_ ] i. e. A great fame of thy power and jufticc, to the con- 

JEfop.Chilom. verfionof fame (as fethro, Exod. 18. 1.) and conviftion of others, as Dent. 32.31. fojh. 
2 . 10.1 Sam. 4.8. 

Verfe ix. And thou didft divide the Sea before them] That which threatened to fwal- 
lowthem, preferred them. For this,/ball every one that is godly pray unto thee in a time 
when thou may eft he found : ftrrely in the floods of great waters they /hall not come nigh unto 
&w,Pftll.32.6. 

Asa ftone into the mighty waters] As lead, Exod. 15. 10. So (hall Rome (that fpiri- 
tual Egypt) once finke into the bottome of the Sea, as a milftone thrift into it by a mighty 
Angela with a moft impetuous forcc.Bev. 1 8.21. 

Verfe 12. Moreover thou leddeft them by day , &ci] This pillar of a cloud was miracu- 
loefly moved with fuch variation as God thought fit, for the guiding of their journeyes: 
mfcth better then did or could Vibilia that Heathen-fi&xon. 

And inthe night by a pillar of fire] Though they did not ufually journey in the night, 
yet fometimes they dud • and then this pillar of fire was their guide. God is with his at all 
affayes • and is all in all unto them, Pfal. 121. 4. See Efay 4.$,6. 

Verfe 13. Thou cameft down aljb upon mount Sinai] A place of many bufhes and briers: 
The Law there delivered, prickcch and pierceth the confidences of evil-doers. Thither 
God came with ten thousands of his Saints, as Mofes (who climbed up that hill, and a- 
lonefaw k) fakh,D««-.3 3.2. 

And fpakeft with them from heaven] He came downupon Sinai, and yet fpake from 
heaven: See alike text, fohn 3.13. There hefpak£ alfo with us. Flop 12.4. See that ye' 
refufemt him that Jpeaketh from heaven , fee that ye jUft him not off, much leffe turn away 
froBi him,Hc£.i2.2j. 

Andgav eft them right judgements, &c.] All thefe high piwfes are farre below the' 
worth and excellency of Gods holy Lawes. They were given in the wildernefle, becaufe' 
/hashPhilo) they are to be learnt in a wikiemefle • feeing there we cannot be hindered 
Jxy the multitude. But ibis isno whyioiid, ar one hath weBobferved. 
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Good Statutes and Ccmmmandments] Good they are in refpeft, 1. Of the Author. 

2. Of the Matter. 3. Of the EfifeB •, for they make thofe good that obferve them. This 
is true of the Moral Law- as for the Judidal, it was fitted to the Jewes, and beftfor 
them: but Carohftadius didill tofeek to force it as needful for all Chriftian Common- Encyclop. 
wealths. Solon being asked whether he had given the beft Lawes to the Athenians? an- 
fwered, the beft for them, the beft that they could feffer. So here. 

Verfe 14. And madeft known unto them thy holy Sabbath.] Not then firft known to the 
Church : but of old obferved, even from the beginning, Gen. 2. 3. about 2544. years be¬ 
fore it was made known in fuch a folemne fort at Sinai • as having been much neglefted 
and forgotten, during the Egyptian fervitude. So it was by the German Churches, till 
God awakened themby the Ioffe of Prague (that firft blow given them) and that upon 
the Sabbath day, which they kept no otherwife then if it had been Dies dammiacus, and 
not dominions ,(as their countrey-man Alfted complaineth)and as if it had been called Sab¬ 
bath from Sabbos a name of Bacchus, as Plutarch dreamed. 

And emmandedft them pr ecepts] See the Note on verfe 13. 

Verfe 15. And gave ft them bread from heaven] Pluviam efcatilem, Gr petrum aqua- 
tihm, as Tertullian phrafeth it. God rained down Angels food, and fet the flint abroach^ 
and this he did for their hunger, for their thirft, fitting his favours ad cardinem defiderii , 
according to their need, and requeft. Befides that, their bread was facramental, whereof 
they communicated every day. Their drink alfo was facramental, that this ancient 
Church might give no warrant of a dry Communion: for they did all eate of the fame 
fpiritual meat, and did all drink the fame fpiritual drink, the fame that we do at the Lords 
Supper, 1 Cor. 10.3,4. 

And promifedft them that they fhould go in, &c.] And the like promife he hath made 
of heaven to all his people. Let us therefore fear, &c. Heb. 4. 1. Let us therefore deanfe 
our felves, &c. 2 Cor. 6.1. Let us hafte away in our affe&ions, Col. 3.2. 

Which thou haft fwerne] So he hath to give us heaven, (becaufe he knowes how back¬ 
ward we are to beleeve him, without fuch a pawne) that by two immutable things, Gods 
Word, and Gods Oath (which maketh his Word not more true, but yet more credible) we 
might have ftrong ccnfolation , Heb. 6.18. and more abundant entrance into the everlaft- 
ing Kingdome of our Lord and Saviour JefusChrift, 2 Pet. 1. n. 

Verfe 16. But they and our fathers] Gods mercies have been hitherto mentioned, 
that their finnes might thereby be aggravated : For good tumes aggravate unkindneffesj 
and mens linnes are much increafed by their obligations. It is charged upon Solomon as a 
foul fault, that he departed from the Lord, who had appeared unto him twice , 1 Kings 


11. 9. 

Dealt proudly] Pride is the Majler-pock^ of the foul, and the root of rebellion againft 
God, Pfal. 119.21. 

And hardened their necks] As unruly beafts that will not bear the yoke * lawlefTe and 
awlefTe perfons that refiife to be reformed, hate to be healed 

And hearkened not to thy Commandments] But rather to the Devils whiftle,cilling them 
off from better pradifes. 

Verfe 17. And refund to obey] Heb, To hearkyu. They not onely not hearkened, but 
refiifed to hear reafons why they (hould •, as having made their conclufion , and being as 
good as ever they meant to be. This is to adde rebellion to finne: this is that ftubbornneffe 
that Ahaz, is taxed of and branded for, 2 Chron. 28.25. 

Neither were mindful of the wonders] Thefe foone grew ftale to them , as the Pfalmift 
proves by their wicked pradifes, Pfal. 106.13. And truly who that looketh upon our 
lives, would ever think that God had done any wonders for us of this Nation, either by 
fea or land, either againft fire-works or water-works formerly^ or againft a viperous brood 
amongft our felves,here alate ? Num.14.4. 

And in their rebellion appointed a Captaine] They once talked (in their mad mood) of 
doing fuch a thing, and therefore they are here faid to have done it: Like as Jofh.

The Hebrew 
word fignihes a large quantity either continued (that is, magnitude or greatnefle) Pfal . 
48.2. Or diferete (that is, multitude) Pfal. 3.1,2. 

And forfookefl themnot} Thatis, not utterly , as David prayeth, Pfal. 119.8. and after 
him Solomon, 1 Kings 8. 57. When God forfaketh a people or perfon , woe be to them 
Hof 9.12. What a terrible text is that, Ezek^ 22.20. I will gather you in mine anger ’ 
and my fury , and 1 will leave you there ? and that other, ft r. 16. 13. / will cafi you out 

of this land into a land that ye know not - where I will not Jbew you favour ? This 

Lift was woge then all the reft. This the Prophet well knew-;, and therefore cryed out

That brought thee out of the Land of Egypt 2 home of them then did mean to worftiip 
the true God , in this falfe manner : hence Exod. 32. 5. there is proclaimed a feaft ( not 
to the Golden Calf,but) to fehovah.

n«u with feeing, nor the care with hearing: fo neither is God with (hewing mercy. But 
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isthe Sunne fhineth after it hath (hone-, andasthefpring runneth after it hathrun* fo 
doth the Lord proceed to do good to his in their neceflity * and that according to his mer¬ 
cies which never fail, Lam. 3.22. 

Verfe 29. And teftifledft againft them] Toldeftthemof their finnes, foretoldeft them 
pf their dangers, didft all that could be done to do them good: but nothing would do. 

Tet they dealt proudly] See verfe 16. 

And hearkened not] Intus exiftens prohibuit alienum ; Hear* and give eare,be not proud, 

^But finned againft thy judgements] i. e. Thy Statutes* though made with fo much 
reafon and refped to our good, that if God did not command them, yet were it every 
way our beft way to pradtife them* Efay 48. 17. I am the Lord thy God which teacheth 
thee to profit, which leadeth thee by the way which thou fhouldeft go- As who (hould fay. 
It is for thy profit that I command thee this or that,and not for mine own. 

Which if a man do] But that, as now, he cannot do* and therefore riot be faved by 
the Law, Rem. 10.5. Our Saviour indeed laid to that young jufticiary. This do and thou 
(halt live, Luke 10.28. But that was all one, faith Luther, as if Chrift had laid unto him* 
Fade & morere. Go upon thy death * for do this of thy felf, and live thereby thbu art 
never able. 

And withdrew the /boulder] When called to take up Chrifts yoke* or to beare his 
croffe. See the Note on Zach. 7.11. 

And hardened their necks] To finewes of iron* they added browes of braffe. 

Verfe 30. Tet many years didft thou forbear them] Heb .Protraft over them: or draw 
out thy loving k/ndneffe toward them, to theutrifoft. 

And teftifiedft againft them] As verfe 29. They wanted not for warnings or wooings, 
with, l Noe unto thee 0 Jerusalem: wilt thou not be made cleane ? when fhall it once be ? 

Tet would they not hear] But as Sea-monfters, or Catadupes, or men borne in a mill, or 
as one that is running a race * give him never fo good counfel, he cannot ftay to 
hear it. 

Therefore gaveft thou them] As uncounfelable, incorrigible. 

Verfe 31. N evertheteffe for thy great mercies fake | Mans perverfoeffe cannot in¬ 
terrupt the courfe of Gods goodnefte. In the middeft of judgement , he remembreth mercy, 
which beareth the feme proportion to his judgement, which [even (a compleat number) 
hath to an 

Thou diddeft not utterly ccnfume them] God will repent for his people, when he feetk 
their power is go»f,Deut. 32.36. and be jealous with a great jealoufie, when the enemy 
goes beyond his commiflion, Z^. 1. 14,15. 

lor thou art a gracious and merciful God] And this is moft feene, when mifery weighs 
down, and nothing but mercy turneth the feale. 

Yerfe 3 2. Now therefore our God, the great, the mighty] It is an high point of heaven¬ 
ly wifdome, in the beginning of our petitions, to propound God to our felves under fuch 
holy notions and fit exprelfions, as wherein we may fee an anfwer to our prayers, as here. 
See chap. 1.5. 

Let not all the trouble] Heb. The wearying, the laftitude. Afflictions are not joyous,but 
grievous to the flefti, which doth foone flag, and even link under the burden, if not fop- 
ported by the hand of heaven. 

Seeme little before thee] As if we had not yet fuffered enough, but fas if we wanted 
weight) muft be made yet heavier by an addition of new afflictions, 1 Pet. 1.6. God is 
apt to think a little enough, and fpare, Efay 46. 1 .and to take care that the fpirit fail not 
before him, that his children fwoon not in the whipping, Efay 57. 16. He knows that e- 
very child of afflidion hath not the ftrength to cry out as Luther did, Etri Domine^eri, 
(mite on. Lord, finite on, fori am abfolved from my finnes: or as anotherdid;l thank 
thee O Lord, for all mine extremity: and I befeech thee, if thou think good, to adde to 
it an hundred fold more &c. 

That hath come upon us] As foul-weather cofnes afore it is fent for. Heb. Hath found 
us • for we fought it not, but would gladly have foun'd it. 

Since the times of the Kings <f A/jyria] Who yet were their moft favourable enemies* 
and are therefore compared to a golden head in Nebuchadnezzars Image: but any fervi- 
tu de is grievous: and among the Greeks, after that they were delivered from the tyranny 
ofthe Macedonians and Spartans, the Crycr at the Nenwan games was forced to pro- 
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nounce the word Liberty iterumyue iterumejue , again and again. And how earneft are 
Gods people here in deprecating another captivity. He heareth them • and for their late 
feventy years captivity, granteth them feven feventies of years (. Daniels weeks) for the 
enjoyment of their own countrey. 

Verfe 33. How fait thou art juft] So Mauritius theEmpcrour juftified God, when he 
faw his wife and children butchered before his eyes by the tray tor P hoc as, and knew that 
himfelf fhould be foone after Hewed in his own broth- he cryed out juft art thou O Lord, 
and juft are all thy judgements. So did the Noble Du Plefty , when ne heard of the death 
of his onely ibnne flaine in Holland which fo grieved his mother, that foone after fhe 
died. 

Verfe 34. Neither have our Kings, our Princes, our Priefts, &c .] But as there hath 
beene a general defection, fo a well aeferved defolation, wherein we have all jufUy (hared. 

Nor hearkened to thy Commandments ] And that becaufe they teftified again!! tneir con¬ 
trary pra&ifes. This,wicked men cannot away with, they hate him that reproveth in the 
gate , as Ahah did Micaiah. None but the gracious can lay. Let the righteous fmite me, 
be the reproof never fo well tempered. No fiigar can bereave a pill of its bitcernefle. 
Now the earetrieth words, as the mouth tafteth meats, fob 12.11. And ungodly men 
(as they write of fome creatures) have fel in aure , and muft get their eares cured ere 
they can be in cafe to hear Cods Commandments, and his Teftimonies. It is laid of Gerfon , 
that he loved a friendly reprover: and of Queen Anne B alien, that {he not onely was 
Her life by m. willing to be admonilhed, but alfo required her Chaplains freely and plainly to tell her 
dirk, of whatfoeverwasaraifle. Scilicet Chriftus voluit aliquando etiam Reginam in Coelum 

vehere, as Luther once faid of Elizabeth, Queen of Denmark. Thefe Kings and Princes of 
Jfrael were none-fuch. 

Verfe 3 5. For they have not ferved thee in their Kingdom J As David did,who held it his 
Pfal. $$. higheft honour to be the fervant of the Lord and as riiofe three famous Chriftian Em- 
Socnu $erours,ConftantineS r aIcBtiniaH, and Thcodofiw who ftiled themfelves The vaft'ailes of fa. 

fus Chrift. - 

And in thy great goodneffe that thou gave ft them] In the abundance of all things, 
Deut. 28.47. they {hould have confidered. The more wages, the more work. - and that thus 
to requite the Lord, was to come under the cenfure of aloolilh people and unwife, Deut, 
32.6. yea, of idle and evil fervants,Mat.2$.26. 

And in the large and fat land] But fejhurun waxed fat and kicked: fulnefie bred for- 
getfuinefle, faturity, fecurity, Deut. 32.15. therefore he was worthily pent up and pined 
in a ftrange land ^. where he had liberty little enough, and priftuers pittance . 

Neither turned they from their wicked works ] They quarrel not with their faults but 
with their friends that reprove them- they turne not to him from whom they had deeply 
revolted. Their impenitency maketh their linnes mortal, faith Saint fohn, 1 Epift. 5.16. 
immoital,faith Saint Paul, Rom. 2. 5. they die in their linnes, as did thofe Jewes in the 
Gofpel, and perilh for ever,fohn 8.21. 

Verfe 36. Behold, we are fervants this day ] This is twice here bewailed, as a lingular 
unhappinefle. They that live under the Turkilh llavery, feele it fo. Poor Greece that was 

once Sol dr fal gentium, terrarum flos,& forts liter arum, is now- vel Priamomife- 

randa mantes. 

Princelfe of Nations, Queen of Provinces 
She was, that now thus tributary is. Lam. 1.1. 

Out of Greece , and other Countreys that had fometimesreceived the Faith of Chrift, the 
Tuukilh tyrants draw with them to the warres great multitudes of wretched people, 
whom they call Afape. Thefe carry all the baggage -, theft carry wood and water for o- 
tber fouldiersof better account : thefe ferve inftead ofPionersto caft up trenches, and 
raift bulwarks: and when battle is to be given, if it be in plain field, thefe have then 
weapons put into their hands, and are thraft into the fore-front of the battle, to blunt 
Txrk.Mft. the enemies fwords: But if a City be to be befieged, theft ferve as fit matter to fill the 
315. f< 317. ditches with their dead bodies, or to make bridges for other fouldiers to pafie over upon. 

And if ^hey (brink to attempt any thing they are commanded, then are they more cruel¬ 
ly, ufed by their Commanders, then by their enemies. And this the Ottoman Kings count 
good policy. 

Verfe 37. And it yteldeth much increafe unto the -Kings’] As this Land once did 

unto 
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unto the King of Locufts. When it was ftiled the Popes her t us dt liciarum, out of which 
he could fetch what money, or any thing elfe he pleated, fo long as he could hold a pen 
in his hand. In the year 720. /wKingof Weft-Saxons, caufed in all his Dominion, in Aft.andMon. 
every houfe having a chimney, a penny to be eolie&ed and paid to theBilhop of 
Pome, in the name of Saint Peter -, and thereof were they called Peter-pence. Thefe con¬ 
tinued till Henry the eighth’s time who in his Proteftation againft the Pope, fpeaketh 
thus:, England is no more a babe : there is no man here, but new he knowes that they do foolijhly, 99<3# 

tbat'give gold for lead, more weight of that then they receive of this,&c. 

Alfo they have dominion ] See the Note on verfe 3 o. 

At their plea fare] Their will was a law-, which to argue or debate, was high mifde- 
meanour-, to detreft or difobey, prefent death. 

Verfe 38. And becaufe of all this] Our finne and mifery. 

We make a fure Covenant ) See Ezra 10.3. 

And write it] Liter a feripta manet. 

And our Princes, Levites and Priefts feale unto it] In the roome and name of all the 
reft, who have fworn and will performe it, that we will keep thy righteous judgements 


CHAP. X. 

Verfe 1. Now thofe that fealed,wereNehemiahtheTirfbata.] 

H E is firft mentioned, not as a Prieft, but as Provoft- and one that held it an honour 
to be firft in fo good a matter As Cafar never faid to his fouldier^/r^but Venite, Go 
ye, but Come along, I will lead you: And as Abimelech faid. What ye have feme me do, 
make hafte and do accordingly. So (hould all Superiours lay to their inferiours. Vita Prin- Hin. 
cipis cenfura eft,imb cymfura, the life of the Prince is the load-ftarof the people, upon 
which moft men fix tneir eyes, and lhape their courfes. Magnates funt Magnetes , Great 
men draw many by their examples, they are as looking-glalTes by which others drefle 
themfelves. And hence Nehemiah’s forwardnelfe here to ieale firft. There follow in their 
order Priefts, Levites, Princes and people folemnly fealing a fure Covenant. God had 
caufedthemto pajfe under the rod^ and now he is bringing them into the bond of the Co. 
vmant, that lie may purge out the rebels from amongft them, Ezckz 20.37,38. 

Verfe 28. That had feparated themfelves] In Saint Pauls fenfe, 2 Ccr. 6. 17. Come 
cut from among them, and be ye feparate, C re. from fuch ft and oft -, Stand up from the 
dead, fave your felves from this untoward generation, (bun their linnes, left ye {hare in 
their plagues. Thefe holy Separates ( or Profelytes ) fealed the Covenant, and became 
free denifons of the Common-wealth of Jfrael • having right to all Gods Ordinances, 

Exod. 12.48. Such were Araunah the Jebufite, 2 Sam. 24. f ether the Ifmaelite, 1 Chron. 

7.17. with 2 Sam. 17.25. thofe Atts 2. 10. the Jewes called them Advenas fuftitU. Deo¬ 
dar e interpreteth this text of fuch Jewes as were come again out of Babylon, to ferve the 
Lord,according to his Law. Others,of fuch as had feparated themfelves from their Hea¬ 
then-wives and children. 

Their wives, their femes, and their daughters] Thefe alfo were then, and ftill may be 
Covenanters, as partakers of the benefit, 1 Tim. 6. 2. and heirs together of the grace of life, 

1 Pff.3.7. 

Every one having knowledge] Of their own mifery by finne, and of the great myftery of 
godlinefle. 

Verfe 29. They clave to their brethren) Heb. They laid ft aft hold on them, viz. by ta¬ 
king hold of the Covenant, to faep the Sabbath from polluting it, andchuftng the things 
that. pleafeGcd y z.sEfay 56.4,6. 

And entred into a cttrfe J The more to confirme the oath, and to keep their deceitful 
hearts clofe to God. See Deut. 29.12,21. This is called the oath of God , Ecclef. 8.2. Con¬ 
fer//^. 19. 18. and44. 5. 2 Chron. 15.12,14. and 34.31. 

Towalkin Gods Law] Exgmmone & Canone decalogi, to walk accurately and exa<ft> Aug.tnExoL 
ly by line and by rule. In all the Commandments and Ordinances of the Laird blamelejf?, Luke 5 5. 

1.6. fo tar as by his grace He (hould vouchfafe to aflift them. Tor lex jubet, gratia ju- 
var. Tee bowlesof the Candleftick have no oile, but what droppeth from the elive- 
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branches. David can Wi(h well to the keeping of Gods Commandments diligently, Pfal. 
ii$. 4,5. but promife no further then God (hall pleafe to enlarge his heart, verfe 32. 
VOws and Covenants indefinitely and abfolutely made (as that of Jephta, Judg. 11.31.) 
prove a ftmre. Condition with the Lord for his ftrength and grace • rely not on thine 
oWfi fufficiency, left it repent thee of thy rafhneffe and felf-confidence, as it befell Peter. 
Confider that thou art but a poor gdrifon-fouldier 1 and without fupplies of the Spirit of 
Jcfus Chrift, Phil. i. 19. thou canftdo nothing. David knew this, and therefore called 
earr.eftly for help from heaven,Py^/. 51.13,14, j 5. er 119.106,107. 

Verfe 30. And that we would not give cur daughters j This is the firft particular branch 
of the Covenant, that they would make no inter-marriages with the Heathen ^ as know¬ 
ing the fnare that herein Satan laid for their fouls. In the firft fenrence againft man, 
this caufe isexpreffed, Becaufe thou obeyedft the Voice of thy wife, arc. By the rib (as by 
a ladder) Satan oft climbs to the heart, and corrupts it, as Gregory hath it. O wives! (faith 
another) the mrft fweet poyfonjhemoft dcfired evil in the world,&c. Make a wife choice 
therefore. The Heathen well faith, that every man when he marrieth, brings either a 
good or an evil fpirit into his houfe, and fo makes it either a heaven or a hell. 

Verfe 31. And if the people of the land bring any ware] As they might without the 
Jewes leave: and did, chap. 13. 1 6. and fome or thefe Jewes, forgetting their Covenant, 
bought of them too : even the children of fuda in Jerufilr.n, ib. as if they had been of 
her religion in the tragedy, who faid,

that is, I fwore with my tongue, but not with my heart. But (hall they thus efcape by 
iniquity? Be not deceived, God is not mocked; A God of truth, and without iniquity j 
juft and right is he.

That we would net buy it of therh 3 Left we (hould trouble and difquiet that holy Reft 
and God (hould fue us upon an A&ion of waft For the feventh day u the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God , Bxod. 20. 11 . Jer. 17. 21 . 

Or cn the holy day ] Now abrogated Col. 2.16. 

And that we would leave the feventh yeare ] That Sabbaticall yeare, prefiguring the year 
of Grace,the Kingdome of Chrift, fflui noxas & nexus omnes folveret , who giveth his peo¬ 
ple a generall releafe, Dent. 15. 2. and comes not over them againe with an after-reckon¬ 
ing. Pec cat a non redettr.t. The Land alfo was to reft from tillage this year Exod. 
23.11 

And the exallion of every debt ] For that year at leaft, and the next too, if the debter 
were not able to pay •, the lender was to expeft a recompenfe from God , Dent. 
iy6. 

Verfe 31. To charge ourfelves yearly with the third part of a Jbekel] Befide the Poll-mony 
the half-ihekel required, Exod. 38.26. the third part of a fhekel was no great fum, yet 
fomewhat more then what Saul and his fervant prefented the Seer with,whom they could 
not but know to be the Judge of Ifrael, 1 Sam. 9. 8. Thefe had learned, that thankfulnefs 
was meaCured both by God and good men not by the weight, but by the will of the Re- 
tributor. God doth highly accept the fmall offerings of liis weak fervants, when he 
feeth them to proceed from great love. 

Verfe 3 3. For thejhewbread 3 Here are recited the fcverall ufes whereunto that tribute 
or Impoft was put; the half-ihekel enjoyned by the Law being not enough, by reafoo 
the people were as yet lb few. This though Junius denieth, yet the Hebrews all confent a- 
bout it. 

To make an atonement 3 That is,an agreement, Heb. To cover or expiate^to purge away, 
or take away uncleanneffe ■ to fatisfie for fin, and to pacifie wrath. By the Priefts making 
atonement legally was typified Chrifts making reconciliation betwixt God and man: for 
he alone is the propitiation for our finnes, 1 John 2. 2. But how much miftaken were our 
Aft. and Mor. Anceftours in timesofPopery,who built religious houfes, and gave large maintenance to 
s v 7 them to buy off their finnes,to deliver their foules from hell, to,fetch their friends out of 

Purgatory, &c. - 

Verfe 34. And we caft lots - for the Wood-offering j Heb. Kurban or Korbau as the 

Gcdpel ealleth it, becaiife by offerings they came near to God. This Wood offering we 
read not of till now: the Prophet Jfay telleth us, that if weibould facrifice unto God ac- 
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carding tb his excellent greatneffe, Lebanon would mt be fufffeiem to burn\ mr the 
heap thereoffuffeient for a burnt-offering Chap. 40.16. There was much ufe offuell about 
the Temple -, and it was formerly provided out of the publike treafury. But that now 
foil ing, they take another order as here • that God might not be unferved, and the dai¬ 
ly facrifice neglc&ed, which they held and called The abomination ofdefolaticn 

Verfe 35. And to bring the firftJruits of our Ground] Hd>. The ftrft-borne. Thefe 
firft-fruits were the fiftieth par^andpf any would be more liberall in paymg^the fourtieth- 
6r,being poorer* the fixtieth part. 

And thefirft-fruits of all fruits of all trees] God required to be honoured with the 
firftlings or all-, to fhew how he few by our yOong-fcrvices. We prize nettle-buds when 
they firft put forth : fo doth God remember and regard the kindnejfe of our youth. j er21< 

Verfe 3 0 . Alfo thefirff-born cfour Sonnes ] Thefe God claimed as his due, Exod. 12.2. 
and 22.29. Nuns. 3- x 3- and called for,as beft beloved of the parents^ that, together 
with them he might draw mens beft affections to himfelfe. They were to be redeemed, 
as were alfo the firftlings of all beafts not fit for facrifice, Exod. 13. 13. and the redemp¬ 
tion-money brought to the Priefts ( who were Gods Receivers ) that they might be the 
better encouraged in the Law of the Lor dps He^ekiah phrafeth it, 2 Chron. 31.4. 

To bring to the houfe of our God, unto the Priefts 3 No man might offer his own facrifice, 
though it were never fo good, but prefent it to the Prieft, Levir. 17. y. who was to of¬ 
fer as well the poor mans Lamb, as the rich mansOxe:it is by Chrift alone that we muft 
draw nigh to God, &c. 

Verfe 37. And that we flould bring the firft-fruits of our dough 3 As oft as they baked, 
they gave a Cake unto the Priefts-, where they dwelled,throughout the Tribes: for they 
were difperfed all abroad the land for inftrudtion of the people, and exhortation to obe¬ 
dience to the Law of God. See Num, 15.20,21. 

And the tythes of our ground unto the Levites] All the tythes were paid to the Levites,noc 
to the Priefts: and out of them, the Levites paid a tenth to the Priefts. 

In all the Cities of our tillage 3 No places were tyth-free. 

Verfe 38 .And the Prieft the Son of Aaron ] That Son of Aaron by an eminency,the High- 
Prieft. 

Shall be with the Levites 3 To fee that right be done, and to make an equal diftributi- 
on. 

When the Levites take tythes ] As their Dae, and not as a benevolence from the people. 
Melchizadech tythed Abraham, Heb- 7 * 6. It is your reward or wages which you dearly 
Came, and may juftly call for, Num- i£. 31. The chief of the Levites demanded their due, 
when they were not thought of: but,by great over-fight, were paffed over in the divifion, 
Jojb.li.i. 

And the Levites flail bring np 3 See the Note on verfe 37. 

Verfe 39. And we will not for fake the houfe of God i But frequent it our (elves, and fee 
that the Priefts that minifter, the porters and fingers forfake it not, for want of neceflary 
maintenance : as they were (hortly after this,forced to do. And to file every one to h/s field, 

Neh. 13.10. For a mbflftence. 


CHAP. XT. 

Verfe 1. And the Rulers of the people dwelt at Jerufalem. 

T His City, being before repaired , beginneth now to be repeopled. See chap. 7.4. The 
Rulers there took up their feat, ( as was fit, and as in all chief Cities is ufuall) fo 
(bat thither the Tribes went up,the Tribes of the Lord, &c. And there were fet the Thrones 
of Judgment, Pfal. 122. 5. 

The reft of the people alfo caft lots] The difpofe whereof is wholly of the Lord : and 
therefore none could reafonably repine. 

T0 bring one often ] This ihadowed out the paucity of thofe that (hall inhabit the hea¬ 
venly Jorufulem according to I fat- 6.13. Jer. 3.14. Chrift at laft day will do as Joflua 
did ( faith a Divine ) to finde out who had ftollen the Babylonilh garment: there were 
many brought together , and all to find out one, Jofl . 7. So all (hall then appearc: 
out of them a finall number fedu<fted, that have heard of Chrift ; out of them thofe 
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that have profefTed him: and out of them, thofe that have profeffed in fincerity : and 
thefe.

How. 4.44 pop. How many,think you,ihall be faved in this City,(faid Chryfoftome to the people of Anti- 

Ahtiocb , och, where he had long preached,and was much admired,) It will be a hard fpeech to you, 

but I will fpeak it-, though there befo many thoufands of you, yet there cannot be found 
an hundred, that (hall be faved: and I doubt of them too ^ for what villany is therein 
youth? What Doth, in old age? and fo he goes on. 

The holy City ] Jerufalem is fo called, becaufe God had chofen it to fet his name there. 
The Heathen God-haters had alwaves an edge againft it, and this made people founwil- 
ling to inhabit it.Gur Edward the Arft had too high a conceit of it, when he charged his 
Son upon his death-bed to carry his heart thither,and left 32000. pounds for that pur- 
pofe. 

Verfe 2. And the people blejfrd all the men that -willingly offered themfelves 3 All the Vo - 
luntiers,thofe Liberi Cr libentes, that moved with a zeal of God, and his fervice, feated 
themfelvesat Jerufalem -, though it were little for their fafety or profit. Sincerity is an 
enemy to Sincerity ^ it ftreines out felfe-refpeds, and procures a man great relpeft 
in the hearts of good people, who are ready to commend them and pray for them, as 
here. 

Verfe 3. Now thefe are the chief of the province 3 So Judea is called, becaufe now fub- 
je& and tributary to the King of Babylon - as afterwards it was to the Romans (and is 
therefore called a province, AEl. 25. 1.) and is now to the Turk. How then could thofe 
John 8. 33. Jewes in the Gofpel fay. We are Abrahams feed , and were never in bondage to any man , 
but that they cared not what they faid in abravado > Spaniards are faid to be impudent 
braggers.* and extreamly proud in the lowed ebbe of fortune. Thefe Jews were fo cer¬ 
tainly ^ and fo they continue. 

Ver. 4. Certaine of the children of Judah, &c. 3 Yea and of the children of Ephraim l 
and Manaffeth too, 1 Chron. 9- 3. Wnere the fame is fet downe as here, but the number 
is greater. And why ? here only thofe are reckoned who inhabited Jerufalem by lot: but 
there, the Voluntiersalfb. See verfe 2. 

Verfe 5. And Maafeiah the Sonne of Baruch 3 See the Note on Ezra

The French Hiuorian tciicth us of their Henry, 
that going in procefilon together with his Cardinall, they had in the middle betwixt them 
Mcrionemjtugas & ineptias agentem, aj'efterto make them fport: here was good devotion Eftt.Htfi.Gd- 
tlierewhile. The Philofopher told the Fidlers, he could be merry without them. And * a,19U 
Ariftotle bang asked what he thought of mufick ? aniwercdffovem nec canere,neque cytha- 
rampulfare , Jupiter neither fings nor plays on an inftrument. But though God need- 
eth it not, careth not for it: yet fo far as it might excite and further devotion, thefe ho¬ 
ly Priefts and Levites made ufe of the muficall inftruments of David ( called muficall in- 
ftrumentsof God, t Chron. 16 .42 ) and Ezra before them, as a guide: they alfo fang a- 
loud, and fo generally rejoyeed. That their joy was heard even afar cjf.Verf.42,43 .This was 
right. 

Verf. 39. Anti from above the %ate of Ephraim} Much mention is here made of the fe- 
vcrall gates and Towers ^ becaufe God was much fecn in helping them fo foon to build 
fuch: and, by the fight of them, they were much excited to praife the Lord.

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For the Priefts and the Levites that waited} Heb. That flood, fc. before .the Lord, and 
ferved in their courfes. Thefe they not onely applauded, but liberally maintained.Now- 
adayes Minifters (hall have hard work and good words, but flight wages. Men deale by 
them as Carriers do by their horfes, lay heavy burdens upon them, and then hang belli 
about their necks,&c.

Ver.i.Becaufe they met not the children of Ifrael}A bareomifiion of ob fer vance,fubjefted 
them to divine vengeance.As God requiteth the leaft courtefie done to his people, be it but 
a cup of cold water .fo he repayeth the leaft difcourtefie,or but negleft of them, to whom 
the glorious Angels are miniflring Jpiritsfisid may not think themfelves too good to ferve 

But hired Baalam againft them ] With the rewards of divination, Hum. 22.7. the 
wages of wickedneflc, Jude 11 .2 Pet. 2.15. which h zgrcedih ran after • and not fo much 
as roving at God, made the world his ftanding-mark,till he had got a fword in his guts. 

Howbeit our God turned the curfe into a bleffmg} So he did the Popes curfe to Queen 
Tom.iEpift. Elizabeth ; and; before her,to Luther, ^uo magis illi furunt, eo amplius frocedo , faith 
He in a certain Epiftle; the more they rage and kin me, the morel proceed, and profper. 
Scukct.Annal. The Pope excommunicated him, the Emperour piofcribed him, &c. Omnium animi turn 
erant arretti, quid ilia Cafaris & pontiflets fulmina ejfent ejfettura. All mens minds were 
then fet an end, and ftood on tip-toes , as it were, to fee what would be the iflue, faith 
mine Author. A wonderful work of our God furely, and worthy to be chronicled! Lu¬ 
ther is conveyed out of the way by the Eleftor of Saxony for ten moneths, till he would be 
hid no logger. Mean-while Pope Leo dieth,the Emperour Charles the fifth is firft called 
into Spain to fupprefTe feditions there, and afterwards is fo bufied in his wars with the 
French King, that he hath no leifure to look after Luther. After this, when the French 
King was beaten by the Emperour, and carried prifoner into Spain, he was releafed and 
fentnome again,upon condition, that the Emperour and He fliould root out the Lutheran 
Herefie, as they called it. But our God broke their defignes, and turned this curfe alfo into 
a bleffng . For the French King returning home, and conceiving that the conditions (that 
he had yeelded unto, to get off) were unequal, entereth into a League with the Pope and 
the State of Venice againft the Emperour. The Pope (that he might cover his falle deal¬ 
ing with the Emperour) fends abroad his Bull, and therein calleth knave firft. The Em¬ 
perour on the otherftde complaineth of the Popes malice, and double-dealing, exhorteth 
him to peace, and concludeth, that it were fitter for them to unite againft the Lutherans. 
And when he could prevaile nothing by writing, he abolifheth his authority throughout 
all Spain , fends his armies againft him under the Duke of Burbon , claps him up prifoner in 
Saint Angelo , proclaimesopen war againft the French, &c. So that Religion got ground, 
and all things fell out rather unto the furtherance of the Gofpel, Phil. 1.12. Let them 
curfe thy Church Lord, but do thou blefle: when they arife, let them ever be afhamed ■ 
jw,io £*3 but let thy fervants rejoyce, and fpced the better for their ill wifhes. So be it. 

Verfe 3. How it came to pajfe when they had heard the Law 1 And were transformed

The Law of the Lord , when but read on¬ 
ly, is perfett , converting the foul, PlaL 19.7. but woe to the irreformable, 2 Corinth.

And they feparated from Ifrael all the mixed multitude ] Valgus promifeuum. the rab¬ 
ble of ftrangers, wherewith this people were haunted and peftered from the very firft; 

Exod. 12. 38. Num. 11. 4. Thefe, moved with miracles, removed with them out of E - 
gjpt, but for a mifehiefto them, for they drew them into finne then, as thofe here did 
alio •, and were therefore worthily put away, as the Law required. 

Verfe 4. And before this} Before the Commandment came as a Lamp, and the Law a 
Light (as Prov. 6. 23.) caufing a Reformation. As Toads and Serpents grow in dark and 
dirty feliars: fo do finful diforders in ignorant places and perfons. 

Eliafhib the Prieft' ] The High-Prieft; but fuch an one, as from whom profanenejfe went 
forth into all the land, Jer. 2 3 - 15. The finnes of T eachers, are T eachers of fins. 

Having theoverfeght of the chamber} i. e. Of all the chambers of the Temple, by ver- 
tue of his office; and therefore thought belike, he might do what lie lifted with them 
(now in Nehemiah* s abfence) without controul. 

Was allied unto Tobiah} A bitter enemy to Gods people, but fly and fubtile, fecking to 
infinuate by alliances, and letters of pcrfwafion fuch as Cardinal Si Ain wrote to the 
Genevenfes in Calvins abfence,and Cardinal Lorraine to the Protcftant Princes of Germa¬ 
ny, that he and his brethren the Guifes (thofe fworn fwordmen of the Devil) would em¬ 
brace the reformed Religion. 

Verfe 5. And he had prepared for him a great chamber} Called chambers, verfe 9. 
for* he had laid many chambers into one; faith Junius, by taking down the partitions, and 
furnilhing the fame for his friend and ally Tobiah. 

But in all this time was not I at Jerufalem"] And thente it was that things 
grew fo farre out of order. So when Mofes was gone into the Mount, the people fet up 
the golden Calf: they turcadafide quickly, faith God, Exod.

And after certaine day es) Heb. At the end of day es ; that is, at a years end, as Vata- 
bins and Genebrard expound it.Mo longer then a year was Nchemiah away from hisGe- 
vernment,(to fhew his dutiful refpeft to his Matter the King of Perfta, and to negotiate for 
his Nation) but all things were out of frame, fo well had the Devil and his inftruments 
beftirred them. But Junius rendereth the text, exalt is aliquot arm is, certaine years being 
paft : and Lyra thus, at the end of his dayes, or of his life, when he now waxed old, he had 
a defire to go and reforme things amifle at Jerufalem, and to die, and lay his bones there. 

So likewife Funccius,the eighth year after his returne to Artaxerxes, which was alfo the 
laft year of his reigne. And indeed one would wonder how in leffe then one years fpace 
things fo well fettled, (hould befo farre disjoynted; but that the Devil is o*orS$r.' the 
great Troubler, and had by finne hurled (at firft) confufion over the whole creation,in an 
inftant.

22; Rivers run in¬ 
to the Sea, whence they came: the Dove refteth not but upon the Ark. Hefcio qua rntalt Ovid, 
folum dulcediiie cttnUos Ducit - 

And underflood of the evil that Eliafhib did] - As Jofeph brought his brethrens evil re - 
port to their father, Gen. 37.2. as the houjboldof Chloe declared unco Saint Paul the con¬ 
tentions at Corinth, 1 Cor. 1. 11. fo did fome good fouls thisHigh-Priefts mifearriages to 
Nehemiah, and that in an Ordinance ; not to disgrace him, but to reclaime him , and to 
free themfelves from the guilt of a finful filence. 

Verfe 8. And it grieved me. fore} Such was his zeale for God, that he could not bear 
it i no more could Phineas thofe two naughty packs, cor Paul the Idolatry of Athens,

lace richly furnifhed. But what faid Tfugas the Scythian Prince to certaine Etnbaftadours 
who brought him brave and rich prefents ? Will thefe fave a man from fickneffe ? Will 
they ftave off death ? Do not thefe outward gawdes and gayeties carry away the heart

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from the love and care of better things ? Solomon faith as much in his facred Retractati¬ 
ons : and Charles the fifth (who befidcs other Territories and Dominions, had twenty 
eight Kingdomes) voluntarily gave over the Empire as a burden • and curling his ho¬ 
nours in his old age, his tropnees, riches, royalties, faid to them all, Abite kinc,abite lon- 
gc, Be gone all of you; get you hence. Abt perdita beftia qua me perdidifti , as Cornelius 
Agrippa faid on his death-bea,to his familiar Devii, 5 e packing thou wretched beaft,that haft 
undone me for ever. 

Verfe 7. And they gave them drinkf} Think the fame of meat alfo : but the whole 
feaft hath its denomination in the original from drinking •, becaufe at fuch times they 
drank freely, and many times more then did them good. The Periians are infamous for 
their intemperancy, though they had Lawes to the contrary: and Xenophon tells us that 
of old they wej-e otherwife. Onelyonce a year their King had licence to be drunk-, vU. 
when they facrificed to the Sun. 

In vejfels of golf] Befet with precious ftones (as fofephus addeth) addeleftationem &

The vejfels being diverfe one from another ] To (hew the Kings ftore of them,that there 
was not carta fuptllex , but great plenty and variety of difties and dainties. 

Vinum Cos , as they call it 
merrily at Lovain and Paris, id eft, color is, odtris,faports optimi, of thebeft colour, fmell 
and taft. 

In abundance} They fwam in wine, and the tables did even fweat with variety of (fifti¬ 
es : quicquid avium volitabat , quicquidpifeium natabat , quicquid ferarum difcurrebat, 
Crc. to ufe Senecas expreffion. 

According to the ft ate of the King} For whom it was not unlawful to feaft, fo to (hew 
his liberality toward his Peeres, ana courtefie to his people. But that which was blame¬ 
worthy in nim, was, 1. His vainglory. 2. His prodigality. 3.Hi$mif-fpendingoftime. 
4. His neglect of bufineffes. 5. His contempt of the true God, not once acknowledged 
by him or his guefts. Laftly, their profane mirth and jollity, without the leaft note of 
fan&ity or refpeft to Gods glory. 

Verfe 8. And the dr inking was according to the Law} Prefcribed by the King, and it 
was but needful, left men mould make his houfe a fchoole of intemperancy : and left 
fhameful Jpemng Jhould be on his glory, Habac. 2. 16. And, inafmuch as of evil 
manners come good Lawes, it appeareth by this Edid of the King, that the Perfians were 
now degenerated from their ancient fohriety and moderation in meats and drinks. So like- 
wife were the Credans when Minos made a Law that men fhould not drink one to an¬ 
other, aft unto drunkennefte: And the fame we may well think of the inhabitants 
of this Land, when King Edgar made an ordinance for putting pins in cups, to ftinc men 
how hint they fhould drink, and that none fhould quaffe whole ones.

- 'None did compel/^ Domnins the father of Nero flew Liberius an honeft Roman, be¬ 
caufe he refufed to drink fo much as he commanded him. Tiberius for his drunkennefte 
called Caldius Tiberius Mero,inftea.d of Claudius Tiberius Nero) made Novellas Tricongius 
Proconful, for that he could drink three pottles of wine together with one breath. He 
preferred alfo L. Pifo to the government of the City of Rome, becaufe he could fit drink¬ 
ing with him continually for two whole dayes and nights together. Lyra upon this text 
declaimeth againft this deteftable healthing and carowfmg too too common in all parts of 
Chriftendome ^ and faith that it was brought up firft by the Barbarians in Normandy , who 
came and depopulated that Countrey. And what a lamentable thing is it that at this 
day, in fuch a State as ours, the civil, fober, and temperate man fhall be urged, and it may 
be forced to fwallow down needleffe draughts, as a horfe doth a drench, by domineering 
drunkards. The late good Ad againft drunkennefte, if well executed, will be fbmecurb 
to our Roaring-boyeg. fo they will needs be called by a woful Prolepfis, Here for hereafter. 
Oh that vye could perfwade fuch, as Mahomet did his followers, that in every grape there 
dwelt a Devil-, or, that fire and brimftone, ftermeand tempeft, this fhall be the portion of 
the Drunkards cup.

See Prov. 3 i r 4. with the Note. What mad work nfiade Alexander the Great many times 
in his drunkennefle, killing thofe then whom he would afterwards have revived, if he 
could, with his own heart-blood ? Therefore it was that the Carthaginians forbade their 
Magiftrates all life of wine: Solon punifhed drunkennefle in a Ruler with death. And 
Ferdinand the firftEmperour of Germany, fharply reproved the Embafladours of the E- 
le&ours and Princes fent to an Imperial Diet, for their quaffing and carelefle performance 
of their truft, faying, Abftinete a mtledifta ebrictatc, &c. Abftaine, for (hame, from this 
curfed drunkennefle, (which is neither good for body nor foul ) and look better to your of¬ 
fices. 

Be commanded Mehuman) Thefe fhould have advifed him better (for now drunken¬ 
nefle had robbed him of himfelf, and laida fool in his roome, wine had over-fhadowed 
his wifdome, as Pliny phrafeth it) and not have been fo ready to execute his unreafon- 
obumbriturjib. able and illegal commands.

For Jbe was fair to look, on] Xenovhon teftifieth of the Perfian and Median women, 
that they are proper and beautiful beyond all other Nations. Vaflhi, we muft needs 
r*'< yj- think then, was a choyce beauty : and if fhe were ( as A fra fie. Mile fa wife to King Cy- 
rus) fair and wife, it was no fmall commendation. But tf (as Aurelia Oreflilla in Sal- 
\aiffrtMjsatu ^ noting in her praifeworthy but her beauty^ it was illbcftowed on her. 

Tnejews give a very ill charader of her. They fay fhe was daughter to Belfiaz- 
zar (that notable quaffer, who might therefore call het^Vafthi, that is,a drinker) 
that (hehated the Jews extremely, and abufed divers o£ their daughters (her llaves) 
making them work on the Sabbath clay, and putting them every day to the hafeft offi¬ 
ces, not affording them rags to hide their nakednefle, &c. This perhaps is but a Jewifh 
fable. 

Verfe 12. But the £Z*een Vajbti refufed to come at the Kings commandment} She pe¬ 
remptorily and contumaciously refilled, though fent for again and again (as Jofephus hath 
it) by her Lord and husband, who had in his cups boafted o f his wives beauty, courtefie 
MteSc- and obedience, whereof he would now make proof to the company, fending fpr her by 
ptuag. fiichan honourable convoy: yet, Jbe would not, that Jbe would not , as the Hebrew word 

fignifietb, but carried her felf, as if fhe had been his Miftrefle, and not his wife, to his 
great grief, and the marring of all their mirth. What if the King were not fb well 
advifed? what if he were in his cups? what though fhe had the Law on her fide, and a pre¬ 
tence of modefty, and left fheconld by coming, occafion the Kings jealoufie.&c? Y ezVafi- 
ri was to have fubmitted her felf unto her own husband (fuch an husband efperiallv) as 
it was fit in the Lord, Col. j. 18. to yeeld obedience to all his lawful commandsand re- 
ftraints,feeme they never fo unreafonable. If woman were given to man for a comforter, 
and in lome cafes for a Qmnfellor , vet in no cafe for a Cmtroulcr , as they are apt to 
be that are fair f fafius inejt, forma } rich ( argentum accept, dote imperious vendidi , 
faith he in Plautus) better defeended, &c.

Xerxes here had feven fuch to advife with as his Pnvy-Counfellours Judsces

held their places for their lives, unlefle they very much misbehaved them-

King Henry t he eighth, though a boyfterous man, 
dealt more civily with his firft wife Katharine of Spain?, when he had a minde to rid his 
hands of her • Her caufe was heard before the two Cardinals,W>/^ and Campaine,e re the 
Divorce was pronounced, and (hefent out ofthe Kingdome. 

yaft hi the Queen hath not done wrong to the King onlyj That fhe had done wrong or 
dealt perverfeiyagainft the King, He taketh for granted : becaufe the Kings command- 
menc was not obeyed. But was that a fufficient reafon? Was the Kings bare word a 
Law or rule of right ? and is not a wife in cafe of fin commanded by her husband, ra¬ 
ther to obey God then men? Or fay ihe had done wrong, muft it needs be out of per- 
verfenelfe ? might it noti>c out of fear, modefty, or for fome other civil reafon which 
lhe might allcdge for her felf, if called to her tryal ? But here you may fee ( faith one) 
when flattery and malice gives information, fhadowsare made fubftances, and improba¬ 
bilities ncceflities • fo deceitful is flattery, malice fo unreafonable. And yet herein alfo 
the Lord is exceeding righteous, who meets hereby with other fins of thisinfolent Queen: 
that "whereas (no doubt) fhe was an example of pride and vanity more generally to other 
women then fhe was likely to be in this point, therefore is fhe hereby found out in her 
fin and by this unlikely accufation, condemned of a true fault. 

Bat alfo to all the Princes and to all the people^ Againft the King fhe had offended by her 
difobedience, againft all others by her example. And indeed the fins of great ones fly far 
upon thofe two wings, Scandal and Example •, they prove both patterns and privileges 
to their inferiours, for the like. Howbeit we muft neceflfarily diftinguifh between fcan- 
dal given, and fcandal taken only : neither may we judge of a thing by the ill confequen- 
ces that biaffed and difaffeded perfons can draw from it-, there being nothing fo well car¬ 
ried, but that it may be liable to fome mens exceptions. 

Verfe 17. For this deed of the Queen ftntll come abroad^ The leaft aberration in a ftar 
is foon obferved : fo the mifearriages of great ones are quickly both noted and noticed. 

Publike perfons are by Plutarch compared to looking-glades, according to which others 
drefle themfelves: to piduresin a glafle-window, wherein every blemifh is foon feen: to 
common Wells, which if they be poyfoned, many are deftroyecl The common people 
commonly are like a flock of Cranes: as the firft flies, all follow. 

i’o that they /bait dejpife their husbands ] Which indeed ought not to be, no not in 
their hearts. Let the wife fee that fhe reverence her husband. ^ God hath a barren Eph.f.w/r. 
womb tor mocking Mtchal : when Sarah is crowned and chronicled for this, that uie 0- 
beyed her husband , caJina him Lord. It is here taken for confefled, that Vafthi de- 
fpifed her husband - anefthat others would thereby take heart to do the like, isthere- 
hence inferred. But doth that neceflarily follow? and mulbthe Queen therefore be pre- 
fently depofed. yea put to death, as the Jew-Dodours tell us fhe was ? King Afa depofed 
his grandmother Mancha but that was for Idolatry. Our Htnry the eighth beheaded 
his wife Anne Bulleu , but that was for (fuppofed, and but fuppofed) adultery. Queen 
Elizabeth narrowly efcaped with her life, becaufe fhe was accufed (but falfely ) of con- 
fpiracy againft the Queen her lifter. But what had Vafthi done ? Condemned fhe is with¬ 
out repnval • and the Countrey muft come in (but was never called) to give in evidence 
againft her,’that haply never faw her, nor heard of her offence. Is this fair-deal¬ 
ing ? 

Verfe 18. Likgmfe ft.ball the Ladies of Media and Perfia fay'] Say what? We will 
net do as oisr Lords command us. Like enough all this: for their tongues were then: own, 
and their wills no leffe. That free-will (about whtfh there is fo much ado made) when 
men once loft, the women caught it up •, and hence they are fo wedded to their own will, 
laith one merrily. Ghftcqttid volant, vaide volant, what they will do, they will do con¬ 
tra gentes, faith another. And for talking and telling their minds • The Rabbines have 
a proverb, that ten ICabs (meafures) of fpeech defeenaed into the world, and the women 
took away nine of them. Thefe Ladies of Media and Perfia were feafting with the 
Queen when the King fent for her, ubi quid faShtm eft ? garritur, potitatur, faltiratur^ Fever dent.in 
faith an Interpreter, at which time they were chatting, and bibbing,^ and dancing, and verfe 9. 
(when their mirth was marred) they would norfoare to fpeak their, minds, and eafe their 
ftomachs, whatever came of it. We read in our own Chronicles of the Lady de Breufe, 
that by her railing and intemperate tongue, (he hail fo exafperated King John (whom (he 
reviled as a tyrant and a murtherer ) that he would not be pacified by her ftrange ptffent 
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Speed, j 72. ( four hundred kine, and one bull, all milk-white, except only the eares, which* were red) 

lent unto the Queen. 

'Then Jhall there arife too much contempt and wrath} (fontempt on the wives part, 
and wrath on the husbands: wives (hall flight their husbands, and they again fhall fall-foul 
upon their wives: fo that coniugium fhall become conjurgium * and the houfe they dwell 
together in, fhall be no better then a fencing-fchool, wherein the two fexes leem to 
have met together for nothing but to play their prizes, and to try’ mafteries.' This made 
Sylla fayj had been happy, ifl had never been married. 

Verfe 19. If it. pleafe the King} Courtier-like * left he fhould feem to preferibe to 
the King, or to prejudice the reft of the royal Counfellours, he thus modeftly prefaceth to 
hisenfuingharfh and hard fentence. He knew,, well enough it would pleafe the King at 
prefent,inthemindehenowwasin :and to prevent any alteration, he moves to have it 
made fure by an irrevocable Law, that he might not hereafter be cenfured for this his im¬ 
moderate and unmerciful cenfure, but be fure to fave one howfoever. 

Let it be written,faith he, among the Lowes of the Perfians Q Which the King himfelf 
could not repeal, Dan. 6,8,15. but,once pattedandregiftred, they remained binding for 
ever. I have read of a people among whom the Lawes they had lafted in force but for 
row? uspr c ^ ree da y esat • This was a fault in the other extreme. Lawes are to be made with 
’ulZl™ 2 due deliberation, and then to be eftablifhed, and not altered without very great reaibo, as 
fometimes there is, fith 

Tcmpora mutentur, ms & mutemur in Hits . 

That Vafthi come no more before King Ahajhucru*} But be abfolutely depofed and 
divorced. Here was no proportion betwixt the offence and the fentence. This judge¬ 
ment was like the Laws of Draco: ofwhich Ariftotle faith, that they were not worth re¬ 
membrance, but only for their great feverity * as being written not with blacky, but with 
blood. 

And let the King give her royal eft ate unto another} The more to vex her. Surely fuch 
an exauthoration of fo great a perfonage, with fo great difgrace and ignominy, could not 
but be very’ grievous, yea worfe then death. High feats as they are never but uneafie- fo 
the fall from them muft needs be dangerous and difmal. How well might holy Eft her ling 
with the Virgin .'A ary, God putteth down the mighty from their thrones, and exaltcththem 
of low degree, Luke 1.52. 

Verfe 20. And when the Kings Decree that he Jhall make Jhall be publijbed} But 
why fhould any fuch thing be published at all,unleffe the King be ambitious of his own ut¬ 
ter difhonour ? Is there none wifer then other, but that the King muft beray his own 
neft, tell all the Empire .that he was drunk or little better, and did in his drink determine 
that againft his fair Queen, that hefofoon after repented? He fhould have done in this 
cafe as a man doth,that having a fecret fore, clappeth on a plaifter,and then covereth it with 
his hand, that it may ftick thefafter, work the better. Had Ahajhuerojh been wife, the 
world had been never the wifer for any thing that Vafthi had done, &c. But Memucan hath 
fome colour for his bad counfel, a goodly vail to caft over it. 

All the wir es Jhall give to their husbands honour ] They fhall not dare to do Otherwife, 
unlefle they mean to be likewife divorced. But will terrour breed true honour ? is footh- 
ing right fubmiflion? J^ttem metuunt oderunt , fear makes hatred •, and people honour 
none (to fpeak properlyjbut whom they love fincerely. Thofe lordly husbands that do- 
mineere over their wives as if they w£re their flaves, and carry themfelves like lions in their 
houfes, muft not look for any great refpeft there. This man promifed himfelf great mat¬ 
ters when he thus faid, The wives fhall give iittenu in the mafeuline gender, to fignifie the 
wives voluntary fub jeftion and obedience: but that he never had-, nor any other that took 
the like courfe. Thofe husbands that will be honoured indeed by their wives, muft give 
honour to them as to the weaker vejfels, as being heirs together of the grace of life, 1 Pet, 

3 - 7 - 

Verfe 21. And the faying pleafed the King ] Pity but itching ears fhould have claw¬ 
ing Counfellors. Memucan was a fit helve for fuch an hatchet • and his advife fit lettice 
for fuch lips. What marvel that fuch a fmooth Counfellour pleafed the King, when as he 
had before given place to two fuch bad Counfellours, Wine and Anger ? 

And the Princes ] Who perceived ( very likely) by the Kings looks and geftures,that 

he 
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he was much taken and tickled with Wcounfel c which they therefore fecoftd 

andfubferibeto. HowraiteajewelinaPrincesearetsa faithful counfellour, that will 
deliver himfelf freely, rum adgratiam, fed ad veritatem-, not to pleafe, but to profit. 

Such a one was Agrippa to Auguftm,Poljbiusta Scipio, Latimer to Edward the forth, &c; 

There is fafety in the multitude offfounfeHours, modo audeant qua fentiant ("as the G- Cic.proMiloue 
ratour faith; fo they dare fpeak out, and wifl not fpare to do it. 

■And the King did according to the word of Memucan} Di&o citius, it-was forthwith 
done. Vafthi is all on the fudden divorced; and the fbolifh King publikely fhamed. But 
all this was of the Lord, that Eft her might be advanced, and the Chuprh relieved. So 
there was a wheele within awheele, which the wicked difeerne not, nor the Saints conftder 
of God oft wraps himfelf in a cloud, and will not be feene till afterwards. All Gods \ 

dealings will appear beautiful in their feafons * though for the prefent we fee not the con¬ 
tiguity and concatenation of one thing with an||her. 

Verfe 22. That every man fhould beare rytte in bis own houfe} tAZauum fane edi- j 

Bum, modo moderatum, A righteous Decree, had it been but rightly made ufe of, and !- 

notabufedto tyranny and rough-dealing. • Ariftotle faith, that tne husband ought to 
have a civil power over his wife, as being her better in honour, fpeech, gravity and dig¬ 
nity. Menander and Euripides fay the fame * holding it unfit chat the hen fhould crew, 
that the woman fhould ufurp authority over the man: this, Nature and Scripture do both 
condemne. But why fhould thefe Perlian Princes at this time fend forth fuen an Edift as 
this? was it becaufe this good Law of Nature began to be depraved and obliterated a- 
mong them • as it was among the Egyptians, where the Queen is more honoured then the 
King, and in private houfes the wife then the husband, a s Diodorus Siculus reporteth ? Or Lib,*.Bibhc^ 
had they a minde, to divulge their own ihame, and to tell the world that they were leaft 
matters at home, and muft therefore Have a law made to force obedience? Or was it not 
(laftly ;to countenance the Kings rafti and unlawful putting away of his wife^br fo light a 
caufe: like as Cambyfes their late King having a minde to. marry his own finer, made a 
Law, that any man fhould have liberty to do the like ? Whatever it was that moved them 
to fend forth this Decree, furely there was little need to excite men to ufe their authority 
over their wives * fith they are apt enough to do fo without bidding. Therefore Saint 
Paul after , wives fubmit your felves unto your own husbands , doth not fay, and fub- Col. 3.19* 
joyne, husbands rule over your wivess, but husbands love your wives,and be not bitter a- 
gaiuft them. 

And that it fhould be puhlifhed according to the language of ev try people} That fo 
being particularly underftood, it might appear more autheatical and weighty-, and fo take 
away the hatred from the Law-givers for the wrong they had done the Queen. Some ren¬ 
der it thus, that he fhould fteak^ according to the language of his own people, that is, fry 
they, that each man fhould keep and obferve die liberty of bus own Nation,by command* 
ing his people, and governing his own family. Without any contradi&ion.

Ahafbnr 
erus. by invading Greece,. had fo inrenfed them, that their wrath unappealable* 

for they thenceforth hated all Barbarians for the Perfians fake,and forbade them their fa- 
crifices, as they ufed to do mitethetfers. But Ahajhuerus his wrath againft Vafthi was,after a 
time, affwaged. 

He remembred Vafthi} Not without fome remorfe, but without all true repentance. 
He forfook npt his rafti anger as a finne * but regraced it foci time, and laid it afleep> to 
be raked up again upon as flight an occafion. In graceleffc perfo ns vitia raduntnr^non 
eradicantur * obfconduntuT fxpius, non exfcinduntnr , rices inay Be barbed or benumbed^ 
not mattered and mortified; A Merchant may part with his goods, and yet not hate

Verfe 2.. Then faid the Kings fervMts] His friends!' faith fcfephmfto whom he 
had opened his mind: the. young Courtiers, lay others (green wood is ever fhrinking and 
warping) but moft probably thofe feven chief Counfellours, chap. 1.14. who had per- 
fwadedhim to caft off Vafthi, , and now feared, left if not fome way diverted, he fhould 
fall as foul upon them, as his predccefTour Darius did upon thofe claw-backs,/)*». 6. 24) 
or as the Athenians did upon Timagoras , Denragoras, ana Eangoras, whom they condemn¬ 
ed to die, for flattering Dapus&yftaffies, the father of this Ahafaerns. ‘ ' < 

there be fair young Virgin^ fought fir the King] They knew him' to be a fen* 
fualift and effeminate: they therefore agree to feed his humour, to drown him againe in 
pleafure, fo to drive away his melancholy. Such miferable comforts are carnal Phyficiaifei 
fo wretched is our nature, to endure no other Phyfick: fo juftly doth Cod ht the Phyfiti- 
411 to the Patient, the helve to. the hatchet: fodothe wicked help each other forward to 
tjieir defrrved defrrudion. Ahafuerns las Courtiers and Counfellours become Brokers to 
hi§ luffs: neither is this any thing Unufual with futh. Lemcinantar^pndunt, blajphemdnt , 
ffj era *ty toxifi 1 mifeent , &c. faith 5 an Expofitor here. What is it that fuch Parafitesand 
Sycophants will not do to ingratiate with great ones ? It was hot therefore without good 
caufe^that the Primitive Chriftians prayedhard for theEmperour (as Teriullian teftihech) 
that God would fend him Senatum fidflem, a faithful Couiicel . and free him from flat¬ 
us. 

.Verfe 5 • And let the King appoint officers] Praficiat prafeftos. Coftly counfel: this 
could not be done without much trouble and charge to the King. Two or three years -are 
fpentm gathering, purifying, and preparing theft choice Virgins for the impure bed of 
this fkathen Prince, while he is following the chace of his ambition 'iff the warres of 
Greece. . ’ ’• : 

; -jjf Pfwivces of his Kingdome] A large Coihmiflion they muft have , the 
whole Kmgdj)ffl§ is their circuit: and note that they went not to forreiners: which thofe 
Princes that do, while thereby they ieekfor greatneffe , they many times mifle of good ‘s 
nejje . while they labour to be ftrong abroad (and fo to have a ftake in ftore as they fay, 
however the dice chance to turne) they weaken themfelves at home -, and while by for- 
rmne matchesthey intend unity, it proves an occafion both of inteftine and forraine dif- 
lentions. Weof thisNation have had fad experience of thefemifehiefs.

How much more may we (upon thole exceed¬ 
ing great and precious Promiles given us by God) of. an exuberancy of love, and a 
confluence of all comforts for this life and a better ? Efpecially fince God doth not pay 
Pint. his Promifcs with words, t&Scrttrius is faid to have done • neither is heoff and on with 

his people (nee mutatur , nee merit i tor ) but perfonneth all with the better, as ‘Efaamon 
preffedthe Prophets man, to take two talents, when he asked but one. The widow 
of Sareftn had more then (he could tell what to do with her crufe never ceafed run¬ 
ning till (he had no room. The Shunamite would ask nothing of the Prophet, nor 
make ufe of his offered courtefie. He fends for her again, and makes hcrafreePro- 
xnife of that which (he moil wanted and defired, a fonne, 2 Kings 4.16. Gods 
kindneffeis beyond all this. He giveth his fcrvants what they forget or prefame to 
ask: and fends his, Spirit to help them, and to forme their prayers for them,, and 
thereby to fealc them up to the day of Redemption, to affine them of the King- 
dome.

Haman being now ready to get a warrant Tor his execution,) he asked. Who’s 
there without ? as deiirous to proceed by counfel in a bufinelfe of that conic- 
qucntc. 

Now Haman was come, &c.] He was early up, (and at.Court for a mifehief) but ne¬ 
ver the nearer, fave only to his own utter ruine.

He came into the room (as men come to a Lottery ) with his head full of hopes, 
but he went thence with his heart full of blanks. 

And the King faid, let him come in] See Here, {^\th t AL:rIin, a fweet and fpecial Pro¬ 
vidence of God in this, that Ahafhuerus Ihould take advice about honouring Mordecai, 
and not of his fervants that attended upon, his perfon, but" of Haman then prefent, 
(though for another purpofe ) and, concealing the man he meant, fhouid make Human 
fay what was fit to be done, and then do it accordingly. Neither the King nor his fer¬ 
vants likely, would ever have thought of doing Mordecai fo great honour as Human pre- 
feribed. See here, asinamirrour, how the Lord byafecret Providence bringetb abput, 
andover-ruleth the wiles of men, their affaires, times, counfels, words and fpeeches, to 
the fulfilling of his own Will and Decree ^ and this,when they think leaft of doing Gods 
Will, orferving his Providence.

To whom would the King delight to do honour more then to myfilf ?] Ambition (as they 
fay of the Crocodile) groweth as longasitlivethi andfelf-love, like to a good fto- 
mack draws to it felf what nouriflunent it lilteth, and calls off that which offends it. It 
tnaketh men unreafonable, and teacheth them to turnc the glaffe to fee themfelves big¬ 
ger, others leffer then they are. Herodotus rtporteth, that after the Greeks had got 
die better of this Xerxes and his Perfians, and came together to divide thefpoile, when it 
was put to the queftion, who of all the Commanders Bad deferved the beft and chief re¬ 
ward ? none would yield to other, but every man thought himfelf bell deferving, and fe- 
cond to none. In the battel at Belgrade, where Mahomet the great Turk was beaten and 
driven out of the field, Capiftrauus and Humtiades were the Chiefcaines there. And 
whereas both of them wrote the relation of that dayes work, neither of them fo much 
as once mentioned the ocher,' (tboi?gh both of them had done their parts gallantly,) 
but each one took the w>ole praife of it to himfelfe. Haman, though altogether un¬ 
worthy of the kail refped, yet holds himfelf beft worthy of the greatelt honours, and 
therefore will be fure to be no niggard in advifing thofe ceremonies of honour s which he 
prefumes meant to his own perfon. 

Verfe 7. AndHaman anfwered the King] Afcera (hort paufe, hehad hisanfwer 
it making a bridge of his own lhadow, he foon fell into the brook. Ambition 
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ridetU without rcines, and like thole horles, Amos 6. 11. runneth upon the rocks, where 
firft (he breaks her hoofes. and then her neck. It feemeth by that which folio weth,that 
Haman afpired to the Kingdome : why elfe didhe ask the CroWn-royal, and the Kings 
horfe, &c t When David would declare Solomon his fucceflour in the Kingdom, he let 
him upon his ownmule, 1 Kings 1.33. But Haman little thought that thofe hishigh 
hopes (hould end in a rope. So did Hanrn’s the Carthaginian, and Roger Mortimers 
in King Edward the fecond his time, and the falfe Edric\_ in King Knutes dayes .* and 
laftiy Hadriap dcCajHlk , an Italian Legate, made by King Henry thefeventh, Bilhop 
of Hereford , who confpired with Alphmfo Petmccio , and other facred Cardinals, to mur- 
ther Pope Leo the tenth, induced thereunto by the fuggellion of a witch, who foretold 
him, that one Hadrian an old man, of mean Parentage, of great learning and wtfdome, 
ftiouldfucceed in the Papacy • the man (Hama»-\\te) thought it mull needs be him¬ 
felf; but another Hadrian Schoolmaller to Charles the fifth proved to be the man: and 
this our Hadrian loft by deprivation all his promotions whatsoever, (tor his life could not 

become at) for his nefarious attempt.

vimLtxMfott Autbours. The Perfian Kings wore on their heads an upright Tiare or Turbant very fom- 
imdeutuig P tuo “ •, a Piademe alfo made of white and purple colour. On their bodies a rich 
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purple Stole, or robe of State, reacmjpdewn tothe heeles: this Curtim calleth pallam 
Per Ream, a Perfian Pall. bcfe^Witb gold and precious Hones, great ftorc,andtbe pi&ures 
of wilde creatures and fades ©£»ehe air* Curtin* ddcribing Xerxes tu$ royal apparel, 
Tiith, that golden hawkes cncOuntriBg oaeanothcr with their l^akes adorned his robe 
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made of cloth of gold. Befides, they Wore a rich Ca flock fcalled Candy) hound to the® 
with a golden girtSe, breeches alfo of fearler, retching to their knees •, called therefore 
by theGreeks,n»|>itfA»xSf, as Hitrpme teftifieth. 

And the bar[e that the King rideth upon'] The King of Prrfta did alwayes ride, either 
on horfeback, or in a ebaret, and had one (pedal horfe proper to himfelf, as had alfo 
David, 1 Kings 1.33 . ^Alexander, Julius Cafar, &c. At this day the better fort in 
Perjia fight, buy, fell, confer, and do all on borfeback. The difference between che.Gen- Csrtwr.trso 
tleman and the Peafimt is, chat the Pealanc never rides, the Gentleman never goes on 6 ** 
foot. 

And the Crown-royal that is fet upon his head "I This was monllrous ambition: ap¬ 
point him the Kingdom alfo, might AhajhnerHshwe faid. Lyra noteth here, that Ha¬ 
inan afpired to the Kingdom, becaufe none but the King could have the Crown-royal fet 
upon his head: wherefore the King alfo in anfwering to the things propounded by him, 
faith. Take the robe and the horfe ns thou baft fad), but of the Crown he maketh no men¬ 
tion. Some of the Hebrews by had here underhand the horfes head ^ Nam apud Per- 
fas folebat equus deferre diadema regni , the Kings horfe Was wont to carry the royal 
Crown. Vatablus thinks this fenfe not unlikely, becaufe the Crown is not mentioned, 
verfe ii. and this might alfo peradventurc be thecuftorae andfalhionof perfta, (kith 
Diodate. Merlin noteth here, that Haman maketh no mention of rewards or gifts to 
be conferred upon him, becaufe he had wealth enough already, and dew red only more 
honours, inllancing theutmoft that could be done to any fubject, in feeking whereof he 
miferably failed.

He, limpfe man, had wroughthmafelf into the fooles paradife of a t ‘quim car< 
fublime dotage, like as the Spaniards have in their dream of a Catholick Monarchy, divi- lxvjli. 
nit us debit a , faith on e, fed in Vtopia. They were laughed at agood by Captain Drake, 
and his company, when they took SanSia Domingo. Anno 1585.' and in the Town- 
Hall found the King of Spaines armts, and under them a Globe of the world, out of 
which arofe a horfe with his fore-feet call forth with this Infcription, Non finfficit orbit. 

Pyrrhus, that ambitious King of Epirotes, had the like thought^ but waj flain at iaft with 
a cileftone thrown upon his head by a woman. And a like evil end befel Cxfar Borgia ? 
who in imitation of Julius Cafar , would needs be, aut Cafar , ant nullus, and loon af¬ 
ter-proved to be .Hr Cafar, & nullus. Had Haman but contented himfelf with his pre- 
fent condition (too good for fuch a Caitiffe) he might have lived in the worlds account' 
happily, and have called himfelf as that French King did Trejheureufi , thrice bleffed, but 
that inlatiablc third after honour, that gluttonous cxcelfi ve defire after more and more 
greatnefle undid him. So true is that Proverb of the Ancients, Turdus ipfe fibi ma¬ 
lum cacat , Of the black birds dung is made the lime wherewith he is taken, fo 
out of the dung of mens finnes doth God make his lime-twigs of judgement to 
take them withal. 

To one of the Kings meft noble Princes] Principibus majoribus paratsmis. Tills 
would be no (mall addition to the honour of the man, and fplendour of the day, like as 
it was herein England, when Henry the fecond, at the Coronation of his eldeft forme, 
renounced the name of a King for that day, and, as Sewer, ferved at the 
Table. 

That they may or ay the man withal] Setting him forth tothe great eft advantage: 
as our Henry thefixth did, when he crowned the Lord Beauch . mp Kirig of the lfle of 
Wight , and as Xerxes did Demaratus, when for honours fake he granted him to encer in- Scn K6-i<i 
to Sardis, the chief City of Afia, arayed like himfelf, with a ftraight Tiare upon his 
head, which none might wear but Kings only.

Hadhehad buttbe leaft.breathing-while, that fteppmg out of the 
prefence he might have confidered with himfelfe, or confuted with his fnends, he 
would either have fained himfelf fick,‘ or foundfome other excufe, that he. might not 
J have done his enemy thishonour. But God had fo orderedit, andtheKing command¬ 
ed It to be done forthwith • it was not therefore for Haman^ vel refponfare, velrepug- , 
tyre, to chat orchafe, unleffe he would run the hazard of all; for. Where the word of a.

And do even fo to Mordecai the few] This word ihbb'd Haman to the heart, who 
had run many great hazards doiibtlefkto dhminere in his undeferved dignities; and 
now muft perforce honour him whom he had hoped to have banged; cloath him whom 
hehopedto have ftripped; helphimup tohishorfe, upon whofegrave he hoped to 
have danced • prepare a triumph for him, for whom he had prepared a tree; make Pro¬ 
clamation before him as a Crier.lead his.horfeas aLacquey,do all offices for him asa flave 
or underling: Oh what a cut, what a Cor dolt um was this to a man of his metal and ma¬ 
king' It was wonder his heart burft not, as did 'Achitophds , for pride fo fWelleththe 
foul many times, that it breaketh the cafe, the body I mean and endeth the lifebut 

this had been here to have faved the Hangman a labour. But bafe fpirits will buckle, and 

fall down to rife, a ouch and creep to mount, &c.

l6 'And araied Mordecai] Whofe heart he could rather have torrte out, and eaten it 
with fait. But Courtiers are ufually notable Diffemblers, cunning Politicians, &c How 
bufie is Haman now about Mordecai to aray him, to mount him, and to attend upon 
him whom yet he hated and inwardly eurfed to the pit of hell? Cavete ab ofculo Ifca- 
riottco, ab officio Hamanitico. Bewareof men, Matth. 10. fofephtu telleth us, that 
when Haman came to do thefe things to Mordecai, he (thinking that he had mocked 
him) anfwered with indignation. Thou moft wicked man, doeft thou thus infult over the 
miserable. But when he had told him, that indeed it was the Kings pleafure, he Of¬ 
fered him to do it. But what (hall we fay to reconcile thofe crofle paffions in Aha- 
fitter ns ? Before he figned that decree of killing all the Jewes, he could not but know 
that a Jew had faved his life : and now after that he had enaded the flaughter of all the 
Jewes as rebels, he giveth order to honour a Jew as his Preferver. It were ftrange ( faith 
a right Reverend Writer hereupon) if great perfons in the multitude of their diftradions, 
Ihould not let fell fome incongruities. .

This Hamah'Wis forced to 
proclaim, andthatonroot asafervant: when Mordecai as a Prince ki his Rate Was on 
horfoback. It is probable, that Haman thonghtwithin himfelf, chat he fhould Ihcirtfy 
have his penniworths of that vile varlet, whom now he thus far honoured, and that hap* 
ly ere night yet, at thefeaft, he might prevaile with thteRing[ to do by MorJicai, as 
once he did by his Stcerfman, when ne-came back With foaffieand Ioffe frdin faisWarrfes 
with Greece. He was forced, faith the Hiftdry, to, fiie back in a poor Eilhers Bobt 1 : 
which being over-burdened had funk all, if thc Perftans by cafting away thefnfelves had 
.not faved the life of their King: the loffc ofwhichnoblfefpirits fo Vexed him that 
having given the Steerfman a golden Coronet for pfoferving his own life; he 
commanded him to execution as a Co-Authour of the death of his Br¬ 
yants.

The like they 
did in Solomons daye$> as J ofepjhm riflateth -, as allb, that the people then were very care- 
fel how they received fuch Profpeyity-Profelytes. So, many ftrangers followed thecap- 
tives returning out pf Babylon , under the conduct of Zorobabel : and many heathens joyn- 
ed themfelyes totbeCbnftfen Congregations, under Conftantine the firft ChriftianEm- 
perour. The Hunnes well-beaten by the Chriftians, concluded that their God was the 
true God, and received the Gofpcl. Thus,whether it be in pretence or in truth, (as. Saint 
Paul hath it) that people comein, Goa is glorified, and his Church amplified, and the 
Saints therein do rejoice, yea,andwillre joyce, Phil. 1.18. 

For thefear e of the ferns fell upon them~f So that either for love or feare they con¬ 
formed tojthe Jewifti way ofworihip, or at leaft they forbare to attempt againft them, 
whom now they looked upon, as Heavens darlings. Whether Ahajbuerns himfclf were 
drawn by the faith andpiety of ftfther and Mordtcai, to embrace the true Religion, is 
not expreffcd.

Job faid nothing all this while - not’ be- 
caufe he was either infenfible or (ullen- but beeaufe it was God that did it, Pfalm 
3 9. 2. and he had well deferved it, CMic. 7.9. I will bear (thinks he ) ’ the in r 
dignationoftheLord, becaufe I have finned againfthim. Tee my foul be f/ e »t to 
Pfil. 1 s. x. Jehovah &c. Satan therefore (who waited for his curling of God, as a dog waiteth 
for a bone, but was defeated) cunningly fetteth his wife awork, by her venemous 
words, to make himfpeakatleaft, and by her unfeemly and (inful counfel, to draw 
him to do wickedly. Some think, faith fhryfiftome , that the divel in the fhape 
of Jobs wife, fpake thus unto him - and furely their Words agree - He will curfi thee 
tothjface, faith he ; furfe God and die, faith fhee. ChryjoSlome himfelf thinketb, 
that thedivel(ifhe fpake not in her, yet ) fpake by her, as he did once to Eve 
by the Serpent, and that he borrowed her mouth, ufing her as a ftrong Engine, 
to a wall of adamant, as the choiceft arrow in his quiver, to wound Jobs righteous 
foule-, andasafcaling-ladder, whereby tp get up into this impregnable tower , as 
Ter coflam Gregory hath it. He had tried this courfe before with Adam , and had lingular ’fuc- 

tanqJm for celTe, Gen. 3.6. he had by his rib ( as hy a ladder ) gotten up to his heart - yea, 

fciUm ad cor with his rib broken his head,as one phrafeth it, darting in death at the windowes of 
tAiami afetn- hisears.This he allayed upon Job ,but without effeft: his ears were waxed up,his heart 
q Moral fixecl &c - although he could not but be vexed that his wife fhould do it • efpecially 
1.3. c. 3. ’ fince hereby his fervants and friends would be encouraged to do the like, o wives 

faith one ! the fweeteft poyfon, the moft defiredevil &c. Sir Thomas CMoorl 
was wont to fay, that men commit faults often, women only twice, that they nei¬ 
ther fpeak well, nor do well. This may be true of bad wives, fuch as fe^ebelviho 
ftiiied up Ahab ( of himfclf forward enough ) to do wickedly with both bands 
earneftly, 1 King. 21.25. This in Jobs wife might be a particular failing, though 
a foul one. Women are the weaker veflels, and naturally more paffionate: they 
mufc have their allowance, as light gold hath. Shee in the text had no fin^ll tri¬ 
als , and he is a perfed man that offendeth not with his tongue. 

Doft than ftill retain thine integrity ? J Cut bono , as he faid: what getteft thou 
by it? Is not this thy fear , thy confidence ; the upright nefe of thy wayes, and thy 

hope ? Lo EUphaz (who (hould have had more grace and government of his tongue 

then fobs wife ) fcoffeth religious Job , as fomefenfe that text, chap , 4. 6. rendnng 
the words thus -, Is not thy fear (or religion ) become thy folly} tvhere is note t bine 
upright nefie , and hope of regard ? It is an ancient and an ordinary flurre andflander 
caft upon the waies of God, as if thty were unprofitable, as if God were an auftere 
man, anilliberall Lord: as if there were no gain in godlineffe , nothing to he got 
by it but knocks, croffes, lofle«, &c. whereas God is a rewarder of all thole that 
diligently feek him, Heb.11.6. He recompenfeth the lofTes of his people , as the 
King of Poland did his noble fervan tZeliflaus, to whom having loft his’hand in 
hiswarrs, he fent a golden hand inftead thereof. He rewardeth the IbfFerings of 
his Saints, as Cains the Emperour did cAgrippa, who had fufFered imprifonment for 
wifoing him Emperour. The Hiftory faith, that when he came afterwards to the 
Empire, the firft thing he did , was to preferre Agrippa , and gave him a chaine 
of gold, as heavy as the chaine of iron that was upon him in prifon. The divel 
could have told this peevifh woman, th&lfeb did not ferve God for nought, chap 1 0

Now he feem- 
ed rather to curfe Reuben,Simeon and Levi • for he fpeaks only of evill to them : But 
becaufethey were not rejeded from being among Gods people, becaufe they were 
not cut out of the lift (as Dan afterwards was, 1 £ bromq . Revel. 7.7.) though they 
wereunder great and fore afflictions, they are counted bleffed. Doles quod ami ft ftp l 
gaude quod tvafifti ■ faith Seneca : Grieveft thou at thy Ioffes ? be glad that thy felf 
art efcaped.

There is a complaint of fome men, fo ungrateful] 
that if you do them nineteen courtdres, and then deny them the twentieth, you lofe 
all your thank with them: Carry them on your back to the very fuburbs of Rome 
and not into the City it felf, you do nothing for them. God is not to be thus dealt 
with • efpecially, fince he altereth the property of thole evils and croffes which he 
layeth upon us, turning them to our greateft good, Rom. 8. 28. like as the skilful! 
Apothecary tUmeth a poyfonfull Viper into a wholefome, Triaclc. Qood therefore 
and worthy of all acceptation is that eounfell of the Wife-man, I„ the day of pr, (be- 
rity be joy full, but in the day of adverfit j conftder. Confider ? What ? This, that God 
a l[o hath fet the one over again ft the other, and therefore thou muft take the one as. 
well is theother: that’s but reafonahle and equitable. Plato faith, that God doth 
alwayes Tta^Hv, att the Geometrician , do and difpofe of all things in number 
Weight andmeafure: fuch an order and viciflitudehehach fet of good and evil! in 
the life of man, that they are as it were interwoven* Accept them therefore and 
acquiefce in them both, as the Hebrew word here fignifieth. 

In all this feb finned not with his lipsf} Hitherto he did not, though in a picifull 
pickle, and much provoked byrthe wife ofhisbofome. He did not murmure againft 
God, nor let fly at bis wife; he did not threaten her as Lantech , nor fall out with the 
whole fex, as he that faid, F cemina nuUa bona ell. He doth not wifh himfelf lingfe 
againe, as Augtsftm did., or hold himfelf therefore onely unhappy becaufe married, 
as Sylla did* No fuch uofavoury fpeech foils from Jobs lips, as the Pivel wifhed and 
waited for it* Neither doth it follow (as fome Rabbines would inferrefrom this 
Text) that?o6 finned in his heart, though not with his lips: for out of the abun¬ 
dance of the heart the mouth would have fpoken. Look what water is in the Well the 
like will be in the Bucket: and what fluff is in the warO-houfe, the like will be in the 
fhop. If his heart had been exulcerate, he would not meekly and wifelv have with- 
ftcodhis Wives motion to blal'pheme. Hitherto certainly, Cjod had helped him. It 
was the uncouth and unkind carriage of his friends concurring with the increafe of 
his bodily paine, befidesthe eclipfe of inward comforts, that drew from him thofe 
palfi onate expreffions, chap. 3. 

Ver. 11. And when Jobs three friends ] His familiar friends, that did cat of his 
bread, as 7 fal.

A Friend is a changeable creature, faith a Third- all in 
changeable colours like the Peacock, as often changed as moved, fob complaineth 
of thefe his chief and choice friends, that they were miferablc Comforters, Phyficians 
of no value, &c. Amicitia fit tantum inter binos, tofque bonos • fuch as were Jona¬ 
than and David. Corporibus geninisfpiritus hums erat. * 1 

Heard of all this evit} Whether by the miniftry of the good or bad Angels or of 
neither, itskilleth not. Illnewes isfwiftoffoot, faith the Greek Proverb^ and like 
ill weather, which comes ere it be fent for. The fins and miferies of good people ate 
much talked of and foon bruited abroad. The Chaldee ParaphraS here tellcthof 
ttrange bufineffes, viz. that thefe three here mcntioned(befides the report they heafti 
offobs calamity) were moved to yifithim by the wonders that fell out with ffiefoac 
the fame time: for their trees fuddenlv withered in their Ort-yards, their bread at 
tlieir table was turned into raw flefh, their wine into bloud, &c. But this may well 
paflefor a Jewift foble: The Author of that Paraphrafc was R. Jofeph cacm no* 
thing fo ancient orauthentickas he who paraphraftth upon the hiftoncal books* but 
exceeding foil ofmifrakes, and feldome cometh he near the right meaning of the 
Text,alialong the ffugiograpb*. °

Garnall hearts are exchanges , and {hops ofvaine 
thoughts, ftewes ofuncleaneihoughts^ftaughter-boufes of cruell and bloudy thoughts j 
a very forge and mint of falfe , politick, ondermimng thoughts :• but Eltphaz his 
thoughts were better bulled.-, his top-thoughts, thofe uppermoft branehesofhisfoul 
were concerning God, and .the things of his kingdome: when other men becaine. 
win in their imaginations ,and their foolijb heart was darkled, he bad vifions of God. 

In the night-feafon, when dead lleep fell upon others, heflepc, but his heart waked, 
and was free to receive revelations, and to contemplate of them ; or perhaps, he was 
broad awake at that time of night, that he might the better converfe with God and 
his own foule. Abraham had many fuch fweec. viftons; J(aac walked out into the 
fields for the purpofe: Jacob met with God in this manner* both at Bethel , and at 
Ptnuel Daniel had vifions both of the day, and of thenight : fo had Paul , and 
other Apoftles, The Monkes make long relations of revelations, and apparitions 
that they have had. So do the Enthuiiafts, and high-attainers •, but we are not 
bound to believe them.

H E anfwered to his two friends who had formerly fpoken: firft, to that of 
Eliphaz , chap. 4. 17. And next to that of Bildad, chap. 8.3. Bildad had 
interrupted him when he would have exculed himfelf* that he did by no means deny 
the juftice of God, astheymiftook him. Now therefore, that Bildad had fpoke 
his utmoft, fob beginneth to difpute and to declare his judgment concerning that fub- ; 

je<ft : and this he doth longe magnificentius & auguftius ejuamfocii, faith Mercer , 
far more magnificently and majeftically then his two friends had done , proving that 
God is juft, even then when he afflideth the innocent: neither have fuchany juft . 

caufe to except againft his proceedings in that behalf, fith he fetcheth not thecau- 
(esofhis decrees and purpofes from the things which he governeth • but his will, 
which is before all things, is the rule of all juftice. St. Paul alfo had refpeftunto 
this,Row. 9. 20. & 11.32. riling a great deal higher, namely* to the eternal decree 
of Election and Reprobation: after this, fob fetteth forth what is the condition of 
men* and what poor things they are in comparifon of God, thereby to bring him¬ 
felf and others to the true knowledg of God, and of themfelves, which is the higheft 
wifedome in the world; ■ • • 

Verfe 2. I know it is fo of a truth Bildads argument was, God who hath puni di¬ 
ed thee is juft, therefore thou art unjuft, fob grants the Antecedent here, but de¬ 
nies and refutes the confequent, verfe 22,23. &c. To Eliph*z alfo fob grants* 
not only that man could not be more juft then God, as he had faid, chap. 4. 3. but 
alfo that hone could ever be found fo juft, that he might any way be compared to 
God; fob is one of thofe Candidates of Immortality , who can do nothing againft 
the truth* but for the truth, 2 Cor. 13.8. every parcel whereof he accounted 
precious,’and could not but be a friend to it, though brought by them who feemed 
his enemies- this (poke him ingenuous and humble, a well-tempered champion for 
the truth : ’s/fthanafius is faid to be fuch another , and fo Mt Bucer.

3 Mr; Broughton tranflateth * And how can 
man be juft before the Omnipotent > Sorry, fickly, wretched man, how can he be 
juft ( fc. by an inherent righceoufnefle * by an imputed he may ) before the moft 
Holy and Almighty God * or compared to him? fob afterwards fetting himfelf by 
God, and considering the infinite diftance and difproportion, criethout, I abhor 
W y f If. and repent in duft andafhes , chap. 42. 5,6. I fay likewife, Woe is me , for J 
am undone,chap. He that hath looked a while intentively upon the body of the 
Sun,is fo dazeled with the beams thereof,that he can fee nothing. 

Verfe 3. If he will contend with him 3 If any one would be fo fool-hardy, or ad¬ 
venturous, as to difpute with God about his judgments, he could not, though hee 
were never fo wife, or well-skilled, anfwer him one obje&ion of a thoufand * but 
mud-needs yeiid and fay, I am no fit match for God. The Jew-Do<ftor$ ( and after 
them Vatablm ) fet this fenfe upon the text. If he (that is, if man ) fhould contend 
with him * (that is,with God, as through the Luciferian pride of his heart* he is apt 
enough to do) he Would not anlwer him one of a thoufand *.

God to Ihew his power, removeth the mountains, faith 
Job, fc. by ftupendious earthquakes, and otherwife, at his pieafure, Nahum 1.5. 
T>falm 97. 4, 5. I fa. 40. 15. he taketh up the Jfles as a very: iiccie eft ng. he can re¬ 
move mountains with a wet finger, as we lay, though lo mighty in bulk, and ftrongly 
founded. Dionyftus thinketh, that in thus fpeaking, Job aimet’.i at that which was 
done in the time of Noahs flood, when the waters with their mighty force, galied 
and bare down many great mountains, but that’s uncertaine. Great things God 
will do by the fire of the la ft day, when mountains fhall melt, rocks rent, and the 
earth with the works therein, (hall be all burnt up, zPet.z.io. And what defla¬ 
tions he hath made in fundry parts of the earth by terrible earth-quakes, as at Annech 
often ( which was there-hence called ©sJ«ak, becaafefo vilitedbyGod ) in divers 
P°llV°c * places of Italy, Stcilj, Burgundy, Helvetia, and herein He flu re, mention 
CmbXrtin' is made in Pliny, Stumpfim, Jovins , and other hiftoriaus, all making good this of 
fob ? and that of the Pfalmift, The mountains will skip like rammes,and die little hills 
like’lambs, when the Lord is difpleafed, T>falm 114.4.

Verfe 6. which /hake th the earth out of her place} By mighty earthquakes, diflo- 
eating thcrearth, fome part of it-, for tbs whole was never removed, though God; 
can take up the whole Globe as a man would do a hall, tolling the very center ic 
lelf whereon it is eftabiifhed, 2 Sam. 22. 8. &c. There is a twofold power of God, 

1. Abfoiute. 2. A&ual. By the former he can do more then he doth: By the latter, 
whatfoever he willeth, that without impediment he effiefteth. As for the earth, 
as God upholdeth it bv the word of his power, Hob. 1.3. fo he hath poiled ic rneedy ; 
by its own weight, that it fhouldvioc be removed for ever, <p; Am 104. 5 For if 
'■ou imagine that the earth could be removed out of its natural place, which way fo 
ever ic be removed, it fhall move towards heaven , and fo (hall naturally afeend: 
but to do fo is utterly repugnant to the nature of the earth, which is, to bear down¬ 
ward. All which notwithftanding, the God of nature, as he is in the heaven, fohe 
doth whatfoever he will in heaven and earth. 

Verfe 7. Which commardeth the Sun , and it riftth not God in framing the 
world began above, and wrought downward : but Job in delcribingthe great 
works of God here, began below : and now goes upward from earth to heaven. It 
is as natural to the heaven to move , as to the earth to Hand (till.

Verfe 9. which mu kerb Artturu*, Orton and Pleiades J Thofe glorious conftella- 
tions, which do after a fort, govern the four feafons of the year : but are governed 
by God, from whole power all their influence and vertue is borrowed, even that 
which they exercife upon the raging leas* The Learned interpreters have not 
unfitly tranflated Has Adurus, Chefii Orion, Ckimab Pleiades, or the feven ftars, 
and the Climates of the South, the Summer (ignes, altogether neglefling the toye* 
of the unlearned Rabbinesi which liars orfigns are anlwerable to Autumn and Win¬ 
ter, the Spring-time, and Summer. But 1 had rather (faith Reverend Mr. 'B<za) 
retain ftill the Hebrew words, then ufe the other: which have been fomuch abufed 
with glofure and impure tales and devices of the wicked and profane Poets. See the 
Note on Job 38.31. 

A ad the Chambers of the South ]] Interiora Auftri, the moft remote, hidden and 
fecret parts of the South- fo called, becaufe the liars which are under’the Southern 
pole are hidden us, and are endofed and lodged as in a chamber. Thofe liars 
( and fo all thereit) Godmaketh, that is, hemaketh them to appear and do their 
' office for the ufe and good of man. It is He alone that telle th the numb r f t he ftars, 
he calleth them by their names: neither can they do any thing but as they receive 
order and commillion from him. That was an idle brag of estratus the Allrologer, 
that he had found out and fet down the whole number of the ftars: and thac is a ftrange 
arroganey of the Kings of Mexico, who when they-are confecrated, are reported 
to take this oach, I iwear that the Sun, during my life, fhali hold on his courfe ; and 
that the clouds (hall fend down rain, the rivers (hall run, and the earth bring forth 
all manner of fruit &c. 

Verfe 10 which doth great things &c± ] Seethe Note on chap. y. 9. whence this 
Verfe is taken verbatim „ If EUphaz fay the truth of Gods wifedome and power. Job 
will foon feal to it: he can find in his heart to fpeak all good of a wounding God*, of 
a killing God, and not wi(h as Spira did, O that/Were «bovi C r d , and could over- 
powtrhim l :Qc.as Backet here did, eAnno 1591. threaten God to fire the heaven 
about him,to pluck him out of his throne &c. 

Verfe 11. Lo.be goethby me. and I fee him not [] Ashe is powerful in his deeds,

minary of all a&ual difobcdiences. Andbecaufe this undeanneffe is natural to us, 
therefore it maketh us as loathfomt to God, as a toad is to us, becaufe poifon is in 
the nature of it. Papifts fay, ( but not truly ) that Original fin is the fmalleft of all 
fins, not deferving any more of Gods wrath then only a want of his beatifical prefence * 
and that too without any pain or forrow of mind from theapprehenfion offo great a 
Ioffe.. They hold alfo thofe motions of the heart not contented to, to be no. lins, 
butneceffary conditions, arifirigfrom our conftitution, and fuch as Adam had in his 
innocency. Contrary-wife, fob here grants a birth-blot upon all, and layes his 
hand .uponitasthe caufe of the length of mens troubles * and fhortneffe of their 
lives : only he forgetteth himlelf ( faith Mercer here ) when hee pleadeth 
that hee fhould rather bee pitied , then thus lharply puriifhed , becaufe hee 
was naturally enclined to linne, and cannot avoid it* For as Ati&otle faith of 
dr unkar ds, that they deferve double punifhments- firft, for their drunkenneffe, and »<.**’ 
then for the fin committed in and by their drunkenneffe : fo do all mendeferve 5 F ' ‘ 
double damnation-firft, for the corruption of Nature (fignifiedby thofe legall pol¬ 
lutions. by bodily iffues ) and then for thecurfed effeds ofit, Gen. 6. 5. Rom. 7.8. 

But it may bee fob here had an eye to that .promife made to Noah after the flood, 
gen. 8.21. where theTord moveth himfelf to mercy by confideration of mans na¬ 
tive corruption, even from his child-hood, for he knoweth our frame &c. Pfalm

Their portion is cur fed on the earth 3 Cam-like, they wander up and down, 4 cor- 
de fuo fatti fugitivi ; but their fin will furely find them out • neither can they run 
out of the reach of Gods rod,&c. This Job faith, left any (hould gather from what 
he had faid before, that it (hould be alwayes well with the wicked, and ill with the 
godly. Some take it curfe-wife thus. Let their portion on earth be accurfed ’, neither 
let them turn themfelves to the Vineyards ; fcil. either to drefle them,or to tafte of the 
fruits of them. 

He bth'ildeth not the way of the Vineyards 3 That is, lay fome, to run away by 
them, which were common wayes to Cities, but by fome other obfeure by-way 
that he may not be found. In Vineyards fomething is to be done at all times, that 
way therefore they take not, left they (hould be difeovered and puniftied. BezA 
rendreth it. He turnetb not into the way (that is,the nature) of the Vines, which by cut¬ 
ting and pruning, fpronteth out, and becometh more profitable. Others fenfe it far 
otherwife. The contife brevity and ambiguity of the words,together with the change 
of number,hath caufed a cloud upon them. 

Verfe 19. Drought and heat confumt the fnow waters ^ Here alfo brevity hath 
bred obfeurity. Snow waters as they are more fubtile,fo they fooner fink into the 
dry'earth *, fo dye the wickeds, quickly andeafily. See chap.ix. 13,31. There are 
that read the whole verfe thus. In the drought and heat they rob , and in the fnoVe wa¬ 
ters ; they fin to the grave ; that is, they rob (and run into other flagitious pra&ifes) 
in all weather. Summer and Winter, and never give over till they dye. Tbeyperfift 
in their fins (faith Calvw) wherein they have been nuzzelled up, even to their grave. 

This is a good fenfe: Luther tells of one filthy Adulterer, fo fet upon that fin, that 

he was heard to utter thefe abominable words. If! were fere to live herefbr ever,and 

that I might ftill be carried from oneBrothcl-houfe to another, I would never defire

He therefore rippleth up BUdad with a continued 
fmart irony, in the three next following verfes, letting loofe the reines to his juftly 
conceived grief and indignation, and invading his adverfory with thefe foarp quern- 
ons'by way of wonderment. 

Verfe 2. How haft thou helped him that is Without power ?] q. d. Full well haft 
thou done it,foreiy. (See a like irony Uttar 7.9. and 1 Cor. 4. 8,1 o) Thou art a 
yery goodly comforter, and with a great deal of ; Wifdome thou haft framed thy dif- 
courfe to my prefent neceffity. Thou lookeft npon me ua poor, forlorn, ftrength- 
lefle, fruitleffe creature. Thou (houldft therefore have iet thy felf to fupport me and - 
Ihoreme up, by utterihg. not only commodafed & accemtncdafhings true and profi¬ 
table, but things fit and futable to my diftreffed condition. Thou haft fpoken much 
of the Majefty and purity of Almighty God (wherein I well accord thee) but thefe 
afe words of terror, fuch as I can hardly bear. Offtrong Phyfick welay, nod 
neepuerof nee feni, nec imheciHo^fedrohufto pcouveniat. That it is not for children* 
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or oia folks, or weak ones, put ror me wronger lore *, it is not for every complexion 
.and ftate. So neither is every difeourfe for all fort of people. It is a fingular skill to 
be ableto»’/»e4 Word % Ifai.50 4. and to fet it upon its wheels, Pr6v.25.11. to de¬ 
clare unto a man his righteoufnefs^ which not one of a thouland can tell how to do it 
like him, fob 33.23. to'fcek to find out pleafant words, fuch as have both goads 
and naifos in them, Ecclef. 12.10,11. (to prick them on to duty, and to Men them 
to the right, as pales are to their railes) to divide the Word of Cod aright, 2 Tim. 
2.25. and to give every one his portion in the due feafon, Matth. 24.45. Not as he 
in the Emblem, who gaveftraw to the dog, and a bone to the Afle. The good 
WordofGod,ifwellapplyed, is profitable to all things, as is here hinted * foil, to 
help the powerlefle, tofavetheftrengthlefle, to counfel the ignorant, and to fee 
fortfi things as they are, that there may be no manner of raiftake * but thtfn it muft 
be wifely handled, and thehelp ofGods holy Spirit muft be implored, verfe 4. that 
it may be a Word of reconciliation, a favour of life unto life, 2 Cer.2.1 6. and 5.19. 
and whatfoever elfe is laid in commendation of it, T/*/. 19.7,8.9,10. Mercer inter¬ 
preting this verfe and the two following. Hoc de Deo accipio , faith he: Thefe things 
1 underftand concerning God, and it is as if fob had laid to Bittad, Q how bravely 
helpeft thou him that is weak, andpleadeft for him that is forlorn, as if God wanted 
thy patronage and dcfcncel No queftion but thou art a man fit to advifchim, andto 
fet him in a courfe. that he cannot otherwife Hit on: This is a good fenfe alfo.

Thou lookeft 
upon me as a fool apd an Atheift * but this thou doft with far greater folly: for I 
am not the man thou takeft me for, but can fay as much for God as thy felf,aud more 
too: and if I were fuch as thou wouldft make of me, 1 might fo continue for any help 
I fhould have by thy counfel. The like hereunto we may lay to the Papifts and other 
Seducers, who pretend to tender our good, to counfel us for the beft, and to wifhour 
felvation.

deal of abftrufe and rich skill ? fuch as was this here inhanced- and afterwards by c i- 
cerc ( amongft others ) celebrated in his fecond Book, *De nut. dear, where difeourfing 
of mens witty inventions, he faith among other things. Nos arts, argents, ami venae 
fenittu abdiias invenimm. &c. We have found out the veins of Brafs Silver. Gold; 
and other Metals, though deep hid in the bowels of the Earth. Some of the An¬ 
cients have wilhed that we had never found out thefe Metals, becaufe of . the great a- 
bufe of them. Jofiphus faith, that Cair. heaped up great ftoreof them. jStrabo faith* 
that Phdlettus feared, left in digging for Gold and Silver, men would dig themfelves 
a new way to Hell •, Et Plutontm hrevi ad fuperos adflufturos, -and bring- up the De¬ 
vil amongft them. Some fay that he haunteth the richeft Minis, and will not fuffer 
tbemtobefcarched. Sure it is, that by the"inordinate love of thefe metals, he 
drowneth many afoul in perdition and deftrilftion, 1 Tim. 6. So fubj'eft they are to 
fin, as that God made a Law to have them purified before he would have them ufed By 
his people, Nvtrib.

And 
fureiy \iVulcan were the fame with Tubal-Cain (asfundry CommentAtors will have 
it) Diodorus was not far from the Truth : for he taught men to work in braffe and 
iron , Gen'4 22. Iron they had before, and the Art ofufing it, how elfe could they , 
have plowed the accurfed earth ? But this man added to their skil by his invention; 
he fharpiy and wittily taught Smiths-craft, ahd 1 $ therefore by the heathen*faiaed to 
be the God of Smiths. 

And hraffe is molten out o{ the (lont.~\ That is,out of theoare,which is like a ftone, 
and is called c*dmia, (as Junius here notech) perhaps from Cadmus, whom Pliny 
maketh the firft that invented the ufe of thefe Metals, which Arifiotle aferibeth to 
Lydus the Scythian, Theuphrafius to DeJas the Phrygian.

Courle and homely 
rent. Merc Provifion the wretches were glad to make ufeof, to appeafe the cruel hunger that de¬ 
voured them. And this hath been fometimes the cafe of better men; as of thole 
Worthies, who wanderedin defans, and in mountains in dens and caves of the earth, 
Heb, 11.38. The Duke of Lorraine had prolcnbed fame thousands of his Proteftantr 
fub jefts, who were thereby forced to feed upon leaves of trees and grafs of the fields, 
SculietAnnel tiU ^eSenatof Strafbrought overcome by the importunity of their Divines, took 
them in, and relieved them, till they could be ocherwife provided for. In the late 
Wars of Cjtrma»y y people were found dead in the high-wayes with grafs in their 
mouths, perilhing for want of better food. 

And Juniper roots for their meat ] Thefe, though they furpafs all other in bitter- 
*e6, were their ordinary food. Our forefathers, as they coloured their bodies with 
Woad, (and were therefore called Pifts ) this was their fine clothes: fo their food 
was barks of trees, and roots, (ay our Chroniclers. Is not the matter well amended 
with us? and (hould we not fervethe Lord with joyfolnefs in the abundance of all 
things, Leu t. 28,47. Lavater thinks. That thefe poor people for a living digged up 
Juniper-roots, and fold them to others for the uie of perfuming. 

They Vert driven forth from amongf mm ] E corpore , faith Tremel- 
lius, out of the Body; that is, out of the Community, as not fit to live in a Com- 
. mon-wealth. The Jews are, for their inexpiable guilt, bantfhed out of the world, 
asitwereby a common content of Nations.

In Turkey they pay for the 
very heads they wear: but in Cjprut if a Jew be taken ( though driven thither 
by tempeft ) he is put to death immediately. Countrey they have none, nor Refting- 
place any where.

, houfhoulds of them: Indeed in Confiantinople and Theffalonica, there areefteemed 

■ 9 to be about 160000. Jewes; who yet are exceedingly contemned and hated there:

with His head downward, betwixt two dogs, which conftantly fnatcht and bit at wto. 

The ftrangenefs of the torment moved Jacob Andreas ( a grave Divine ) to g0_t6 be¬ 
hold it *- Coming thither, he found the poor wretch, as he hung, repeating verfe Out 
of the Hebrew Pfalms, wherein he cryed out to God for mercy. Andrtas here¬ 
upon took occafiontocounfelhimtotruft in Jefus Chrift, the true Saviour of man- Mekb. Admit 
kind. The Jew embracing the Chriftian Faith, requefted but this one thing, That he viu 
might be taken down, and be baptized, though prefently after he were hang'd again 
( but by the neck, as Chriftian malefaftors fuffered ) which was accordingly granted 

^heycryed after them, as after a thief ] Prefuming that, by doing nothing, they 
had learned to do naughtily: and that having nothing of their own, and not willing 
to work, they lived by rapin and robbery'. Such therefore as thcle they fctved *9 
•Philip of Macedony did a couple of his idle ( and thetfore evil) fubjefts- he made } 

the one ofthem run out ofthe Countrey, and the other drive him. Solon made a law 
at Athens, that every man once a year (hould (hew the Magiftrates by what Art or 
Trade he maintained his Family. This if he could not do to their good liking, he 1 

was prefently expelled the City. At (fonnth alfo, Ptriander ordained, That if any 
man fpent freely, and cou W not make it appear that he got it honeftly* he (hould with¬ 
out further procefsof law, be truflfed up for a chief.

The temptation to fornication is ftrong , but to adultery ftrongtr r 
God doth often punifh fornication, unrepented of, with ftrong and vexing honings Ahilterim 
and hankerings after ftrange flefb.

£r* Juiid it/r- force in his time • but the Poet complaineth, that for want of due execution, it lay 
miit dormant, as many other good Lawes do by the bafeneffe and partiality of the Judges: 

Suchas were thole tAtheman Judges, who having before them Phryue that 
Tlutarch.vit.10 notable Strumpet, were about * to pafTe fentence of death upon her ^ but when 
K betor. in Hy- her Advoca.it Hyptrides had opened her bofom, and lhewed them her beautiful bred* 
per. to move them to mercy, they acquitted her, and let her go.

That it was, Schola vet Enarat in Hof 
Palaftr* pteutis & Itterarum. A School or Nurfery of Piety and Learning And pr afst. 
therefore what wonder that there was fo good accord betwixt him and his family 
when there was fo careful a performance of Domeftical duties, and he was not a 
better man then a Matter ? Think the fame of fob , Difcontents mightfoil out in his 
houfe, and complaints might be made, which he heard with patience, and then fet all 
to rights again, taking courfe that he might be both loved aid feared by all about 
him.

139.16, We are all of all forts, 
in this refpeft .(whether Kings or Caitiffs, Lords or Lofels) made of tholame mould, 
liewen out of the fame Rock, digged out of the fame pit, cut out of the fame piece, 
the (hears only going between, asthey fay. Thus for our bodies, and /or our-better 
part • is not the meaneft made in Gods image, and as capable of heaven,if God pteafc, 
as the greateft ? In the Law, the fervant paid the half fhekle, as well as the Matter. 
And in Chrift Jefus, as there is neither Jew nor Greeks (0 neither bond nor free, Gal, 
328. Truth it is, God hath made thefe diftindions and degrees amongft men, but 
himfelf is norefpe&er ofperfons. Heacknowledgeth no faces ( (o the Hebrew cx- 
prefTeth it.) He taketh no notice of any mans outward condition, as Countrey, Sex, 
Wi/dom, Wealth, Dignity, &c. Thefe ^neither pleafe God, nordifpleafe him, 
but as they are in a good or bad man *. as a Cypher by it felf is nothing without a fi¬ 
gure before it. This reafon wrought with fob, and fhoulddo doubtleffe, with all 
Superiours, to bring them to a moderation. Why fhould a poor man be flighted or 
brow-beaten? (she not Gods handy work alfo ?

BecanCe they wtre elder than he ] And therefore ought of right to have the pre¬ 
cedency of fpeech: though it appeareth by all that followeth, that in this contro- 
rerfie he faw further into it, judged, lighter, and rebuked fob with more gravity,and 
wifdom then any of thefti * fo that fob was folly convinced, and made no reply at all:

Verfey. irhen Elibu faw that there Was no anfwcr ]] And therefore fob looked 
upon himfelf, as one that had won the day. St. Auftin profefTeth this was it that 
heartened him, and made him to triumph in his former Manichifme, that he met with 
feeble opponents, and foch as his nimble wit was eafily able to over-turn. And when 
Carolofiadius oppofed Luthers Confubff antiation but weakly and infufficiently, Zuin - 
glim laid he was forry, that fo good a caufe, non fatis burner or urn babtret, wanted 
ihoalders.

Baruc repaired earneftly , ( fe aceendit , he burft out into heat, angry with his own, 
and others Ho th:) So Elibu here, when he faw that fobs eloquence triumphed over 
their wifdom • and that their filence was a loud acknowledgement of their defeat, 
he grew more angry than before* and cranfported with zeal, he faith jo them very 
briskly • ’, ; 

I am young, andye are very old ] Yet was he nothing inferiour to any 
of them in wit, piety, and learning: he had lived long in a little time, and was (as 
Hieefi. One faith of Macarius ) an old-you»g-man • as if he had been an Al- 

Cancient he- Aw-born, ejui albo crine nafeuntur , who come into the world hoar-headed, as did 
bent aujpicim Seneca ; andthence had his name, as Cajfioiorm thinketh, quod can tit , quaji fenior 
cofiparm, natusfit. Some young men are ripe berime, and more ready-headed than their and- 

ffoliiu ents: as David was, ipfal. 119. 100. and as Solomon was, a child-King, hut very 

wife: contrarily, his fon and fucceffour Reboboam entered into the Kingdom at a ripe 
age ; yet Solomon was the man, and Mchoboam the child Age is no juftmeafureof 
wifdom. There are, beard-lefs fages, and gray-hcaded children. Not the 
Ancient are wife, but the wife is Ancient \ as Elibu will tell us in the ne^c 
verfes. 

Wherefore I Was afraid, and dttrft not flew jon mine epinion ] Heb. My know¬ 
ledge • that is, the truth, fo far as I underhand it * fiquid ego ant cupio, ant fapio ; if 
I have any judgement. Thus he delivers himfelf in model! terms ; tiling many pre¬ 
faces. Arid if hereafter he feem to boaft, and fet up himfelf above the reft, as he doth, 
it is out of his zeal for God, whofe honour he feeketh, and not his own. The words 
here rendfed, 1 Was afraid, and to fhe'X, are both Syriacf. Elihn, by his family of 
Ram 0 X/jravf, may feem to be that country-man * and to have a touch of that dia- 
left, zsLivj had oiHis Patavirnty. 

Verfey . I faid, Dayes jh'outd fpeakf] This feems to have been a Proverb in thofe 
dayes* apd it ran much in Elibu s mind. Weufe to fay, That at meetings young 
• .j - 'men fhotild he Mutes , and old men Vowels'. Of Arfatius, who fucceedea Cbryft- 
Anteitn.tit.io t ^ in the Sea of Qonftaufinaple, it is recorded ( but nothing to his commendation ) 
‘ 9 ‘ that at eighty years of age, he was as eloquent as a Fifh, and as nimble as a

%/fnd multitude of years /hou/d teach wifdom ] Heb. Should make known wifdom t 
fe. foch as confifteth in the knowledge of God and of his will, of our fclvcs and of 
our duties. This is far beyond ail that of the Heathen Sages, of the Seven wife Men 
hxd.r^fourltM( °f Greece it of Archimedes of Syracufe , who had a nameand fame, faith “Plutarch, 
^ j'asfASih potof humane, but of 4 kind of divine Wifdom: So had Socrates, fo had Apdloni* 
tit, of whom Phil (firat us faith, that fief was non dc tins, fed uatns fattens, not taught, 
ert»t. Plat* fon born a wif C man. Thefeall Were the worlds wizards • and what they came to, fee 
^ « teilr 1 ^- :1 ^ *- — 
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nky of Chriftians* That ail the wifdom of a man confifteth in this, to know God and 
worship him aright. And that thefe Seniours (houldhave caught and notified foch 
wifdom, Elibu had well hoped: but it proved otherwife. 

Verfe 8. But there is a j fir it in man, and the infpiration of the Almighty 1 Or, 

Surely there is a fpirit i* man, but the infpiration, &c. Man hath a reafonable foul* 
and anatural judgement, whereby he diffcreth from bruit bcafts: And not only fo, 
buefome there arc that do ammam excolcre, as Tally and Ariffotle^ they improve 
their natural abilities byart, and fogof far beyond others in worth - differing from 
the unlearned as much almoft, as a man doth from a beaft. Lo, foch a fpirit there is 
infomemen: which yet amountechnot to wifdom, without the concurrence of 
Gods good fpirit to fai&ifie all, as the altar fanttifieth the gold of the alt a r. If this 
be not attained unto, the wifer any man is, the vainer he proveth, Ram. i. .22. The 
Lord fcnowqjfh the thoughts of thofe wife ( even of the choice!! and moft pickt men a- 
mongft them ) that they are vain, 1 Cor. 3.20. And to foch we may fay, as Aaftiu 
once wrote to a man of great parts, Omari abs tediabolus quarit, the Devil defireth. 
to be tricked up by thee. 

And the infpiration of the almighty giveth ihem undtr{t*»ding~] He is the wife 
man* when all’s done, whom (whether old or young) the fpirit of God, who 
ufteth moll freely, is pleated to imbreath. And although Arts and Age be good helps 
to knowledge; yet they muft be all taught of God that fhall be wife unto falvation: 
and foch asthefe, theelde they grow, the wifer they are, for moft parc^ and if young 
faints, they become d$ angels. True it is, that God is debter to none : neither 
doth i longer life, of it ftlfCdeferve any thing at Gods hands: becaufc the longer they 
live the more fins they commit. Blit yet the promife is, that to him that hath fhall 
be g'iven, and he fhall abound. The righteous alfo fhall hold on his way • and he that 
hathclean hands, (hill be granger and fironger^ fob 17. 9. Howbeit, fome good 
mens firft dayes, haVc betil their beft dayes: and they have fuffered no fmall decayed 
in their fpiritual-tntelleftuals: as did Salomon, A fa, foajh, and perhaps thefe three 
friends of fob, to whom this fpeech is direfted. Certain it is, that he is a rare and a 
happy man, of whom it may be faid in a fpiritual feafe ( as it was laid of Mofes ) 
that after long profcffion Of ReUgion, his fight is not Waxed dim , nor his holy heat 
abated. The Heathen Sages havd caufe bo admonifh us, to take heed of old age: as 
that which cometh not alone, but is it felf a difeafe,and ever accompanied with many 
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periepcefealing to it) that true wifdom dependeth not upon any mans authority^ 
power, learning, experience, or old age: buf upon the infpiration Of the Almighty. 

And therefore the holy Scriptures muft needs be the ftore-houfeof wifdom, the Sta- 
tute-book of Heaven, as being Mmnvcoc* imbreathed by Godi as Paul fpeakech j 
th6 Very heart and foul vf God, as fjhegory. . . . _ 

^ Verie 0. Great men are not alwayes wife J Rabbits are not the Grandees or the 
Earth: they who feem to be fomewhat, Gal. 2.6 . and take it ill. if they be noefo 
accounted, thefe are not alwayes wife, or thefe are none of the wifeft. Non funtfa- 
p-cutes Magiftri. fo Brentim reads it. Oar Matters (atfunt t^Magifiri nofiri Pari- 
ften(cs) have nOt ingroffed all the wifdom: And why? Sfiritui non eft alii gat us Brent: 
Ra haorttm antheritati , & magiflrerum nofbrorumcapitiis , &c. the fpirit of know¬ 
ledge* arid of the fear of the Lord, is in no wife bound to foch j nor are his gifts held 
captive by any, but freely diftribuced according to the good pleafure of his will , who 
workfth alii and in alt.

Elihu was far frorn the 
fparitof Bacon the Carmelite, who would endure no gutfing, or doubting^ and was 
therefore called Doftor Refolmiffimui ; as requiring that every one Ihould thinks 
bethought: this was too Magifterial. 

Verfen. Behold, l way ted for year words ] Whdeft youbad auy thing folay, I 
was fdent, and no way troublefome, or obftreperous. This he fpeaketh to ‘fobs friends, 
who had free liberty to fpeak whiles they would, without interruption; and ftiould 
therefore now be content to hear ( though perhaps what they would not; if God 
thereby might be glorified, and ^better convinced. . 

I gave eare to your reafuus J Heb- To your under ft andings i Vfquead intelli-

gravely calling forth die reft there prefeht to give fentcncc with him againft fob. Ycc 
is not Elihu to be cenfured for a proud,arrogant perlon (as feme make him) but to 
beefteemcd, Sapiens & egrtgims vir ,as Lavater here ftileth him,a wife and excellent 
man: though he fhould nave confidercd. That the Spirit ofGod is nequt meudaxjeu 
cq;>e mordax, a Spirit of truth and of meeknefle.

Verfe 4. Let ms chtife to w judgment j Let us fummon the fobriety of our fenfes 
before our judgments ^ laying afide all prejudice: for, Omne judicium d ft aufert qui 
pajudicium offert ; He can never judg aright, who comes to a Caufc foreftaUed or 
prepoflefled. 

Let us k»o\\> among fl ourft Ives what is good] Let us go knowingly to work, ac¬ 
cording to apparant truth 5 and not ufe cunningly devi/ed Arguments,as many (Ada* 
tadogi rather then Theologi ) do now adayes i n the greateft Controverfies of Religion : 
and hereunto let us all contribute our bell help, for the finding out of truth, and con¬ 
vincing of , 

Verfe 5. For fob hath faidy lam righteous j So he was with a two fold righte- 
oufnefs-, imputed , or the righteoufneffe of Juftification j and imparted, or the 
righteoufnefle of Sandification. But Elihu underftoodhim as if he had faid, lam 
ftnlefti This fob never faid ^ only he cleared himfelf of foul offences wherewith his 
friends falfely charged him : and afferted his own integrity, whereof he feemed to be 
more follicitous, than of giving God the glory of his juftice: and therein he was to 
he blamed, as here he is to fome purpofe. 

And God hath taken away my judgement ] fc. By handling me like a wicked man, 
and not (hewing me why: kechap.27.1. where fob had ufed thefe very words* but 
not in the feme tuat EUhu urgetli ilieiy againft hint. 

Verfe 6. Should I lye againft my right ? ] Vt tpeam caufam prodam, fo as to 21 Levi. 
betray my caufc, and yield my felf guilty, when I know my felf innocent ? This I will 
never do, faid fob : no more would that peerlefs Lady Elizabeth , when as a tray- 
tour (he was laid up in the Tower, and prefied to appcach her feif. Better die, than 
lye. 

My wound is inturable without tranfgrejfton ] Thefe laft words, Without tranf- 
grejjion , Elihu fpitefully thrufteth in, foith Beza. Others think they may be ga¬ 
thered out of chap. 9.17. & 16.17. \Vithout prefumtuous fin/which David calleth 
the great tranfgrejfton, the wickcdnefs with a witnefs,) fob mignt truly fay, it may 
be: for all men arefinners, yet not all alike ^ though all have a dyferafie, yet every 
man hath not a feaver • and though none are without ill humors, yet fotne have not 
a leprofie upon them. 

Verfe 7. what man is like fob ? ] This Elihu fpeaketh by way of angry admi- Exclmath mi¬ 
ration, as if he would make fob a very Non-/uch, a unatcn-lefs offendor •, ancl that he ndraiva. Pile, 
much wondred with what face he could fpeak in that fort. What, fuch a man as fob 
do thus? Ofoameful 1 what ? upbraid and reproach Almighty God? who would 
ever have expefted fiich words from fuch a mouth ? Is the man in his right mindc, 
wot yon, that he thus maketh himfelf a common laughing-ftock, and by-word, and 
vet maketh nothing of any things but doth with as great facility and readinels fwal- 
four un mens feoffs and taunts^ as if he were drinkim* cold water and no more is he 


trdubled at them ? Why, but is this^ ? arid is it poffible that he (houldhavefb 
far loft all fear of God, and (hame of the world, that he ihould fct his mouth a- 
gainft heaven, as if he would fpet in Gods face, and not care though he drink tip 
fcorniogand affronts like water, quafimaltdiftis aleretwrut vtnenis caprea , as if he 
were much taken and tickled with than ? True it is, that Nemo plurie aftimttvit vir * 
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tHiem , as Seneca faith, No man fetteth a better price upon vertue, than he who will 
rather part with his good name, than part with his honefty. But it is alfo as true, that 
tonegleA altogether what others think and fay of us, nm/olum arroganxis eft, fed 
' ** & dijfeluti, is the part not of a proud only, but of a forlorn perfon, faith the Ora* 

tour. 

Verfe8. which goeth in comp any with the Vforkrrs of iniquity *] Strange if he 
{hould : for the wicked is abomination to the righteous, Trov. 29. ult. Lord gather 
not my foul with firmer* , nor my life with bloody men , faith David , c Pfal. 26. 9, 
Lord, fend me not to hell among the wicked, (faid a certain good woman upon her 
death-bed ) for thou knoweft I never liked their company here on earth. But how 
proveth Elihu this Charge againft Job, who was ever a terrour to gracelefsBelialifts ? 
Forfooth he gathereth it from a certain fpeech of his, if he could tell what, or when 
it was uttered. 

Verfe9. For he hath faid. Itpnfitetha mannot"] Did Job ever fay fo, or think 
fo ? Where ? and when ? He faid indeed ( and truly ) that in this life it is oft feen, 
that bad men profper, and good men fuffer. But muft it needs follow therefore, that 
it is a courfe of no profit to walk with God ? Knoweth not Elihu, that there is no¬ 
thing that may not be taken with either hand? and that it is a fpiritual unmanned- 
nefs to take it with deleft ? Indeed it is not amifs to admonifh good men, what ab* 

1 lurdities may be gathered out of their words; and 'tis fit that they {hould prevent it, 
as much as may be. Elihu alfo was the more to be born with ( and that made Job 
lgt him go on, likely, without a reply ) bccaufe he pleaded for God, and the glory 
of hi9 juftice, which Job had fomewhat wronged, as cannot be denied, whiles he gave 
too much way to his grief and other paffions, and now beginneth to be fenfible of his 
out-burfts: But truly, if he {hould have faid as here he is taxed, ( and yet David and 
^ertmf laid little lefs ) he would have gone in company with thofe workers of ini¬ 
quity, IJai. 58* 3. Alai- 3. 14,15. and have lifted at the very foundation of all true 
Religion, Heb. 11.6. ana thence it was, that Elihu was fo hot. But men muft take 
heed of drawing odious confequenccs out of other mens fpeeches •, and of forcing 
them to go two miles, when they would go but one. Surtly the churning of mil 
letingtthforth butter , and the wringing of the nofe briugethforth blood, &c. Prov. 30. 
33 *

Having recited Jobs evil fpeeches, he tumeth away from him as it were in great dif- 
pleafure , and direfteth his fpeech to others. See the like done by Jacob , 
Gentf. 49.4. We {hould abhor that which is evil • and ihew our deteftation 
thereof. 

Far be it from god that he /hould do wickydneffe , &c.J fdl. By punifhing any 
without a caufe-, and this he double-denycth for better aflurance. Caufe enough 
there may be found in the very beft, as well by reafon of their aftual abominations 
(tfieir omi flions, commifiions,and failings in the manner) as of their birth-blor,which 
ever abideth with them while they are here, and is a feed-plot of all fin. How then 
canGod wrong any one? Surely it is inconliftent with Gods 1 .Nature, here: 2.A- 
<ftions,z/. ii. 3 • Will,v. 12. And although he might,to {hew his Sovereignty,punilh 
men for his plcafure, %om.^.io. yet far be it from us to imagine that he will a- 
bufe his might and power to do any thing unjuft or unbefeeming his good- 
neffe.

Deo , more then Gods (fee a like expreflion, Heb.iz.2/\..) underftanding it of the 
juftice of his Caufe, and not of his Perfon. ... But taking it fo too, when and where 
did fob ever fay that his rigiiteou fnefs was more then Gods t* No where furely in lo 
many words, for then doubtlefle Satan, and not fob, would have carryed away the vi- 
v ftory in this conflict.

And of Caligula 
the Emperour it is ftoried that he thundred and lightned with certain Engines he had, Wif* vit.Ctdg 
and if at any time a thunderbolt fell from heaven, ip/e contra jacicbat lapidem, he on 
the other fide threw up a ftone,andufed that Hemiftich in Homer , « [d dvdnf » iyu <r«, 
tiiherdoitbcu kill me, or I'll kill thee,if t can. And what leffe then this upon the 
matter do thofe monfters and mifcrcantsamongftus, who fee their mouthes againfi 
heaven , when things go crofle with them efpecially • and their tongues Vealkjbrougb 
the earth, Pfal.73 9 i As Hacket did, who lifting up his eyes to heaven, and grin¬ 
ning againft God, blafphemed him, and threatnedhim, even when he had the rope cmblEliifd 
about his neck, eAnrioi^i. Now, as in the water face anptoereth ter face, fo doth 405 , 
the face of a man to a man . And as there were many Marti in one (fafar , fo there 
are many Caligula's and Hacktts in the beft of us all, if God reftraine tisnot froni 
fuch horrid outrages.

And this I dare fay, faith a'learned 
1 nterpreter here, that there is not extent any Poem, either of the Greeks or Latines, 
which may be compared with this ftately eloquence of Elihu in deferibi ng thofe natu¬ 
ral eflfeds which are caufed in the air ; and for the fame caufe are of the Philofophcrs 
called Meteors aiery impreffions: as namely, clouds, rain, hail, fnotv, thunder 
lightning , and fuch-like^ whereof he here difeourfeth very gravely, and learnedly: 
And firft of rain, which hedeferibeth, 1.. by the form or manner of producing it, 
verf. 27,28. 2. by the largenelTe of the clouds, and their noife, verf. 29. 3. by 
thefuddain fucceflion of fair weather and foul, verf. 30.. and laftly, by the different 
ufe thereof in the three laft verfes of this Chapter, God makethfmall the drops of Vea-t 
ter h that is, he raineth by dividing the drops in the cloud, caufing them to come 
down guttatim, piece-meale- and not by whole fpouts, or paile-fulls. Others read 
it, Subtrahit Dew, God draweth up drops of water * viz., out of the Sea, the rivers 
and other moift places, whence thole, vapours do afeend, of which are genera¬ 
ted thofe drops of rain, Tfal. 147.8. He covereth the heaven with clouds, he pre* 
pareth rain for the earth, &c. 

They powrc down rain according to the vapours thereof 3 As the vapours are 
greater or leffer, fo is the rain. The rain afeendeth ih thin vapours, but de- 
feendeth ofc in thick (bowers: So do our poor Prayers come down in greateft 
bleflings b and we are fure of as much mercy, as we bring faith to carry it a- 
way. 

Verfe 28. which the clouds do drop, and diJHl upon wan abundantly 3 Hence the 
Dutch call it raegen, and we rained, d rigando , from watering the earth all over, at 
times: This is Gods work, and it ought to bemarvellops in oureyes: it would be’fo, 
were it not fo ordinary. Non fan [Us id aferibamus, multo minus Jagts, the Hea* 
thens gave their godsthe glory of it. The holy Ghoft here, and elfwhere, fetteth 
before us thefe common things, that when we fee them, and yet know not the rcafon 
of them, wc may gather, that we ought not over-curioufly to pry into the profound 
judgements of God, which arc ftr above the clouds, thofe receptacles of rain - yes 
far above the higheft heaven* * 9

whence he fcattereth the fuddain fires into all parts of the earth, aftonifliing the world 
with the fearful noife of that eruptidh. Out of the midft of water he fetcheth fire 
and hard ftones out of the midft of thin vapours. Hue funt fane admiranda & tr£ 
n>enda, faith CMe> cer. Thefe are wonderful things, andno leffe dreadful. Is it 
not ftrange, that of one and the fame equal matter, viz. the vapours exhaled froth 
the earth or water , fp many fevcral.and different Meteors Ihould be engeri- 
dred?

Thunder is fo terrible,, that it hath forced from the greateft Atheift an acknowledge¬ 
ment of a Deity. , Suetonius tclleth us of Caligula . ( that Monfter, who dared his 
Jove to a Duel ) tha t if it thundred and iightned but a little, he would hood-wink 
hirafelf: but if much, he would creep under a bed, and W ready to run into a mouft- 
hpl?, as we fay.. AmguJfusjCafar alfo was fo afraid of thunder and lightning, that 
alwayesand every where, hecarried about him theskin of a Sea-Calf, (’which thofe 
Heathens fondly neld to be a prefervative in fuch cafes ) and if at any time there arofc 
a great ftririn^ he ran into a dark vault. . The Romans held it unlawful to ketpCocrC’ 
Jovttonente, fulguruute, in a time of thunder and lightening, as Tsrlly telleth.us. VedmnMb.i. 
And If dor e derivefh tomtru dterreudo^ thunder from its terroUf - and others, from 
it* tone for rufhing crafhing noife, affrightmg all creatures f At the Voice of thy 

thunder 




thunder they are afraid, Pfal. 104. which One, not unfitly, caiiecn Vaxuis 

F Verfe 2. Hear Attentively the noife of his voice 3 ConjunElam commotions vocem

Pliny. Naturalifts tell us (and truly) that there are fecond caufes of thunder and lightning: 

wherein nevertheleffe, we muft-not ftick, but give God the glory of his Majefty as 
David teachechv Vial. 29. and as blind Heathens did, when they called their W 
Altitonamem, , the high Thunderer. The belt Philofophy in this point is to hear God 
Almighty by his thunder fpeaking to us from heaven as if he were prefent: and to fee 
him in his lightnings, as if he caft his eyes upon us to fee what we had been doing. 
His eyes are as a flaming fire> Rev. 1.14- and the Ichool of nature teachcth, that 
the fiery eye feeth Extra-mittendo , by fending out a ray, &c.

Lightning is the 
brightnefle of a Alining flame, running through the whole air in a moment, rifing of 
a fmall and thin exhalation kindled in a cloud; tePfal. 18.13- The natural end and 
effeft of thunder and lightning is, to clear the air by wafting poyfonous vapoury 
The fupernatural is, to fhew Cods excellent Majefty and Might, which the Mightieft 
muft acknowledge, Pfal . 29.1,2. to be his officers about him to make room for 
bim Pfal. 97.1,4. to execute his wrath upon his enemies, Exod. 9. 23.27. Pfal.

Horfe-men, there were rhany Of tnefe wild-Afles: who, being ftirred, ran fo fwiftly 
away, that fome horfe-men following could not come necr them • then ftanding ftill i Oroptilib.j, 
buc when the horfe*men approached, they foil again a running as before, thus deluding 
them. Hac igitur beftia non mediocre mirabihs Deipotentia veftigium eft, faith Bren* 
t itu. In this beaft therefore there is much of Gods great power and providence to be 
fcen. And from hence alfo we may gather, faith another Interpreter; that a little is 
enough to fuftain men in the wildernefle of this world: As the Children of Ifrael al¬ 
fo were here fuftained, having nothing toeatebutwhat God font them down from 
heaven from day to day, forty years together.

■pitomy, the Gofpels Index, the Garden of the Scriptures, a fweet Field and Rofary 
ofPromifcs, Precepts, Predictions, Praifes, Soliloquies, Sec. the very Heart and 
Soul of Gody the Tongue and Pen of David, a man after Gods own heart; one 
murmur of whofe Michtam , or CMa[chil,onc touch of whofe heavenly Harp is farre 
above all the buskind Raptures, garifh Phantafms, fplendid Vanities, Pageants , 
and Landskips of prophaner wits; farre better worthy to be written in letters of 
Gold, than Pindars feventh Ode in the Temple at Rhodes (though Ptlitian judg¬ 
ed otherwife, like a W retch as he was ) and farre more fit to have been laid up, as 
a rare and precious Jewel, in that Per pan Casket, embroydeued with Gold and 
Pearl, than Homer si ft ads, for which it was referved by great Alexander . But that 
Cock on the Qunghil never knew the worth of this peeriefs Pearl; as did our good 
King Aluredy who himfelf tranflated the Pfaltcr into Iris own Saxon Tongue; q’nrk* Hi 
and as the Emperour Andronlcus , who caufed this Book to be bound up in a Tittle 
Volume by it felf, toferveashis Manual, and attend him in his running Library:

Peter 
was found faft afleep the night before he fhould have been executed, Atts 12.6 . So 
watfour Proto-Martyr in Queen CMaries days, Mr. Rogers $ in lb much as thar, 
fcarce with much {hogging, could he be awaked, when he was called for to be bur¬ 
ned.

But it importeth the poiitive part alfo, 
fruition of all good; and all is from the Lord ,he alone is the chief efficient, and Au¬ 
thor of all, the true Soffit at or-, the 0 which faith Ttelly, is a word fo cm* 
phatical, that other Tongues can hardly finde another word fit to exprefs it. See 
the Note on Jon .

Selah] Or ( prayer- wife ) Let thy llejfing be upon 
thy people: Ettam qui imprudenter ad Abjalomum defeiverat , even upon thole alio 
who have foolilhly taken pare with Abfalom againR me (thus David prays for his 
Rebels, as Chrift and Stephen afterwards did for their Perfecutors and Murthercrs) 
but efpccially upon thofc that do yet adhere unto me, and are ffiortly to fight for 
me. David knew that victory is of the Lord, and mull be got by prayer. For 
it Queen Elizabeth could lay* Cut adh&reo pr£eft, He whole parti take lhali get 
the better, how much more may the Lord of Holts fay fo ? This, the people alfo 
knew and therefore per [waded David not to venture his perfon amongft them in the 
Field, buttoftay at home and pray for them, 2 Sam. 18.3. It is better, lay they, 
that thou fuccour us Ollt of the City : thence (halt thou help us, or caufc us to be hel¬ 
ped', that is, thy prayers lhali prevail with God for our alfiftance, as the Rabbins 
fenfe that text.

T O the chief Muftcian] Or, to the moft excellent /rlufickjmafter, to the chief 
Chaunter Afaph, was this,and fome other Pfalms, committed,that they might 
be fung in the beft manner, and with greateft care. So Alexander on his Death-bed 
left: Ins Kingdom ra k^octiV^, Optimattim optime, to him that Ihould be the beft 
of the beft. Aitv 0^15-euuv was Ta/Zj’s Motto, that is, ftrive to excel others, to crop 
" off the very top of all vert ties, as Scipio is faid to have donejto be beft at any thing, to 
be careful to excel in good works. Tit. 3.8. and to bear away the bell, as we fay, in 
what foever a man undertaketh. 

On JVegmoth ^ i. c. Inftrumenta vulfatilia&imggd. Inftruments, flich as arc to bee 
touched, or plaid upon with the hand. Lord, faith Naz.ianx.en, I am an Inftru- 
ment for thee to couch.

When we arc vilified, and dengrated by 
others, as David here was, let us make God acquainted with our condition, by 
his example. But why doth David beg audience, and mcrcyj in general only , 
and not lay open to God his particular grievances ? Surely bccaufe he looked upon 
the favour of God as a compiexive blefling, that perfectly comprchendcth all the 
reft; as Manna is laid to have bad all goo.i tails in it. For particulars, David was 
content to beat Gods dil pole. I humbly bcleech thee, that I may finde grace in 
thy fight, my Lord, O King, faid that falfe Ziba to David, 2 Sam. 16.4. q. d. I 
had rather have the Kings favour than Mephibofbeths Lands- f David really had ra¬ 
ther have Gods love and favour than all this worlds good: and therefore fo hearti¬ 
ly beggeth it above any thing. 

Thou baft i til urged me whin / was in difir eft ] Hcb. Ihou haft made roomth for 
me. Hoc autem in Frophetia dittum eft , faith R. David. This was Prophetically fpo- 
ken.T hou haft, that is,thou wilt enlarge me who am now in diftrefs. God will fure- 
ly be neareft unto his iiuheir greateft ttraights: and becaulc they have made liim 
the Godoftheir Mountains, he will be the God of their valleys alfo. 

Verf. 2.0 yeefons of men ] Yce Grandees, Pfal. 49 3. who think to carry all be¬ 
fore you with thofe big looks, and bubbles of words; yee who arc potent at Court, 
and therefore infoleni above meafure. David having poured out his heart to G od in 
prayer, takes heart of grace thus freely tobefpeak thefe great ones his enemies. 

How long will yee turn my glory into ft am cl] i. c. attempt to put me beflde the 
Kingdom, whercunto God hathdefigned and deftined me? You think, belike, 
to jeer me out of my light, and by calling upon me Cart-loads of Calumnies* 
and contumelies, to makemedefllt, and hang up my hopes. But it is otherwife* 
beleeve it, Pfal. 14.6, 7. yce have fhamed the counfel of the poor, bccaufe the 
Lord is his refuge. But will he therefore give over praying ? No, for in the next 
words he falls on, and fays, O that the Salvation of Ifracl were come out of 
Zion, &c.

Tremble 
andftnnot. But nowadays the Word and the World too is altered s for men fin 
and tremble not * being arrived atthat dead and dcdolent difpofition of thofe Hea- 
chens who were pall feeling, Evhef. 4.18,19, St. Paul rather alludeth to this text, 
£/>£.4.6.than citeth it,as fome tnink. 

Commune with your own he Art upon your bed ] Advifc with yOur Pillow wbar you 
have to do in a bufincfs fo important, as the practice of Repentance* whereunro I 
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am now exhorting you. Here then examine your felvcs, prove your own felves, 
as 2 Or. 13.5. Site you,fift you, Zepb. 2. i. Recoil, turn fhort again apon youE 
(elves, thruft your hands into your bofomsj as CWofes did, and took it out again 
Leprous, white as fnow. Take a review of your hearts and lives, converfe with 
your felvcs; a wife man can never want wirh whom to difeourfe, though he be a- 
lonc.

A 
good mans bufinefs lieth moft within doors, and he taketh the fitteft time ( night 
or day J for the better difpatch of it, though thereby he abridge himfelf of his 
Natural reft. Mr .Bradford, the young Lord Harrington, and fundry others, kept 
Journals, or Day-books, and oft read them over, for an help to Humi¬ 
liation# 

And be ft ik f, Selah ] Or , make a pan fa dwell upon the work of felf-examinati¬ 
on till you have made fomewhat of it, till you have driven it up to a Reforma¬ 
tion; as Lam. 3. 39,40, Let us try, and turn. The wordfignificth Be dumb-, and 
hereupon all our Silemiaries have founded their fupcrftitious opinions and pra¬ 
ctices; fuch as were thofe old Monks of Egypt, who faith Caftan, were umbrarum 
more jlentes & ocKoiKoi as fpecchlefs as Ghofts.

What tell you me of Money, faith Paul} I need it not,but to furtheryour reckoning, 
Phil. 4.1. And David having fpoken of thofe rich and wretched people that have 
their portion herein all abundance, Pfal. 17.14. concludcth, I neither envic their 
ftore, nor covet their happinefs: it is enough for me, that when 1 awake , fc. at the 
Refurre&ion of the juft, I (hall be of thine Image , verf* ult. Chrift, who had all 
riches, fcorned thefe Bona fcabelli , earthly riches; he was born poor, lived poor, 
diyed poor; for,as Austin obferveth, when Chrift dyed he made no will. See. and 
ashewasbornin another mans houfe, fohe was buried in another mans tombe; 
And yet he was, andftUlis, God buffed for ever. Cicero indeed writing to Atticm, 
would have one friend wifh to another three things only, viz.. to enjoy Health, pof- 
fefs Honour, and not fuffer Neceffity.

He is, Vtvmi ingenii cur a, faith one; he is the end of allin a 
fcmi-circlejzkh another Phiiofopher; meaning, that all things in the World were 
made for man, and man made for God •• Neither is there fo much of the glory of 
God in all his Works of Wonder, as in one gracious performance of a godly per- 
fon.

Junius,

Vcl'f. 6 . Thou mad eft him to have dominion, &c.] He had fo at firft, Gen, 1. 26. 
and fhall have again, Zech. 8,12. Rev, 21.7. mean while (though Rebellis fabla eft 
Creatura hornini, quia homo nutninl , the Creature rcbcllcth againft man y bccaufe 
man doth againft God; yet) wc cannot but fee fomefoot-fteps remaining of that 
ancient Soveraignty, which the very Heathens alfo acknowledged, and thcre-hence 
fetched excellent Arguments for a Providence. Lions hate Apes, but fear men; 
though Simla quamfimilis , turpijfima beftia, nobis : Hereof no probable reafon can 
be given but this, That God hath put all things under mans feet; infomuch as that 
the moft timcrous men dare kick and beat the nugell: Elephants. Indeed by veafon 
of Sin, as was faid, we fee not all things fubdued, Heb. i a. 8. But why hath Na¬ 
ture denied to Horles, Afles, Camels, Elephants, Deer, See. a Gall, which it hath 
given to Lions, Wolves, and other fierce Creatures? Surely .herein appeareth the 
Wonderful Wifdom and goodnefs of God, who hath done this, that tnofe fo fer- 
viceable Creatures might be the better tamed, and lubdued by man. Let man corr- 
lidcr ( faith one well) what excellency he hath loft through Adams fall, and bewail 
hismifery. Let him alfo on the other fide well weigh die grace beftowed on him 
in Chrift, and be joyful and thankful or mercy; knowingiliis, that if the Creatures 
be nor now fubje&ed unto us, it is by reafon of the Body and relicks of Sin, that 
yet remain in lis; and that therefore if we Would hayc a conqueft over the Crea¬ 
tures, wc muff begin firft to get a victory upon fimfor elfe *we thaft never profit 
that way. . ■ •

his lame hands, turning the Gold upfidedown. But if Silver and Gold be a mans 
happinefs, then it is. in the earth, and which is ftrange ) nearer Hell than 
Heaven, and fo nearer the Devil than God. The ancient Romans had for a diffe¬ 
rence in their Nobility, a little ornament in the fbrra df a Moon, to Ihew that all 
worldly things were mutable; and they wore it upon their fhooes, to fhew that 
they trod all under their feet. 2. By this pofturc of all thing 5 under mans feu , God 
would teach him to ufc .thcm as a Stirrop, for the raifing of his heart to thole 
things above. A falsified fancy can make every Creature a Ladder to Heaven, 
and lay with that Father, Si tarni vitreHm,quanti venemynaryaritum ? If this tralh 
be fo highly efteemed of, how much more the true Treafure ? 

Verf. 7. Ad Sheep and Oxem &c, ] There are Beafts ad efum er ad ufum, faith 
one. Some are profitable dead, not alive, as the Hogge ; fome alive, not dead, as 
the Dogge, Horfe, &c. fome both, as the Oxe; vet none fo profitable as the 
Sheep, who hath Wool for Raiment, Skin for Parchment, Flefti for Meat, Guts 
for Mufick, and was therefore in Sacrifice fo frequently offered. l -

contcntedfpeechofhis,iV«OT^ 11. 22. but Godfent rhofc muimurers fuchadrift 
of Quails ( meat of Kings, with their bread of Angels ) as he could not have ima¬ 
gined, or hoped for.

We may 
confid ently fay with the Pfalrnift, The foundations arc defrayed, but what hath the 
righteous done ? Some render the words thus, But thofe purpofes or counfels ( of 
5*#/and his flatterers,^/. 2.) fhall be dejtroyed. ( Saul Hull be fruftrated of his 
hope, therefore I will not flee into the mountains ) But what hath the righteous 
done} That is, I have done nothing unrighteoully againlt Saul, therefore I will 
not fly, &c.

Chrift (faith Grecnham) was forfaken for a few 
hours, David fora few months, and Job for a few years. Luther confeffcth of 
himfclf, that after his converfion he lay three days in defpcration ; and the like 
is reporccd of Mr. Robert b oU oh, who felt himfell for the time in the Suburbs of 
Hell, as it were. So did Homan, Pfal. 88.5. fo did David here, and elfewhere. The 
final abfcnce of God is Hell it fclf ; Depart from me yee cur fed, is worfc than into 
overlaying fire. To be punifkd from the prefence of the Lord is the Hell of Hells, 
» Thtjf. x. 9. Godfeemeth to forget his dcareft Children fometimes tor afeafon, 
to theend that they may remember themfelves, and become every way better • as 
the Lion leaves her Whelps till they have almoft killed themfelves with roaring, 
that they may become the more courageous. But to fpcak properly, God cannot 
torgethis people, I fa. 44. 16. &: 49. 14, 15,1 6. Non deferit Deue, etiamfi deferere 
yideatur ; non deferit ottamji defer at y faith Aufim : If he leave us for a time, yet he 
forfaketh us not at all. If he hide his face ( as in the next words) which is a further 
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fupporting Grace is ever with his deferred.

pientem,potentem,crc * This lefTon is fairly lined out unto us in die brows of the Fir¬ 
mament, which therefore we are bidden to behold and difeern ; fith therein God 
hath naadehimfelf vifible.yea legible, even his eternal Power and Qod-head-, fo that 
men are left without excule, Rom. 1.20. But becaufe this Book of Nature (with 
its three great Leaves, Heaven, Earth, and Sea) though never fo diligently read 
over, cannot bring a man ud the faving knowledge of God in Chrift, nor make 
him perfect, throughly furnifhed unto all good works; behold another and better 
Book, even that of the Holy Scriptures, fet forth, verf. 7,8. &c. of this Pfalm, 
that like as where the Philolophcr endeth , the Phyfician beginnetb , 
fo where Nature faileth us , Scripture may inform and comfort us.

Right it is, becaufeit teacheth men the right way to life, *»» pxuofa.m 
quale docei caro & cautio human* ; Right alfo, becaufe it fpeaketh right to every 
mans cate and condition; de quo lib ct m ye fua , affording a falvc for every 
fore, a medicine for every malady; fb that it may better bee called than was that 
famous library at Alexandria , w ths cc Phyfckjfor the foul , food and Phy- 

fickboth, and of the heft fort, the belt of the beft. 

Rejoycing the heart] This is the proper work of the Gofpcl; the fweet promifes 
whereof hid in the heart, and there mingled with faith, make it to over-abound 
exceedingly with joy, and to conceive ftrong confolation; the Martyrs of alia¬ 
ses for inilance. And although it bee the Doctrine of the Croflc, yet Lecjthos ha- 
bet in malts, it hath cordialls of comfort, fuch as the W orld can neither give, nor 
take away*, the Gofpel is a precious book; every leaf drops myrrhc aiA mercy. We 
fhould therefore prize it much more than Cafar did his Commentaries; Major fait 
cur a Cafari Itbellorum quampurpura- for fwimming through the waters to cfcapc 
his enemies, hee carried his books in his hand above the waters, but loft his robe. 
Now what were bis books to Gods? 

The Commandement of the Lord is pure] And fo dittereth from humane lawes, 
•which eftablilheth wickedneffe fometimes; as thofe of Ly cargos did fome kind of 
theft, adultery, See. Humane DoShines alfo are mixt with many errours. Ire- 
naus juftly taxeth Plato tor this that hec did latte gypfam mijeere , mingle lime with 
milk,ftain the pureftream of divine truth with fabulous narrations and foppe¬ 
ries. But every word of God is pure, Pfalm 1 a. 7. &i 8.3 a. See the Notes. 

lnliohtening the eyes] Giving both light and fight, Att. 26.18. the faving know¬ 
ledge of God and his will, of our felvcs, and of our duties; and bringing us out of 
darknelfe into his marvellous light, 1 ‘Pet<2.9. When Chrift came preaching, the 
people which fate ia darkneffe faw a great light, CMat. 4.1 6. And wee have a more 
fure light of prophecie, whereunto wee muft take heed as unto a light that fhineth 
in a dark place, a Pet. 1.19. Whileft the Moon looketh direftly upon the Sun, flie 
is bright and beautifull; but if Ihee once turn afide, and be left to her felf, fhe lofcth 
all tier glory, and enjoyech but only a fhaddow of light, which is her own t So 
whilft men with humility and teachablcneffe turn their faces toward Chrift revea¬ 
led in the Gofpcl, and thofe liars m his right hand, the faith full Mimftcrs, to receive 
illumination and inftru£tion ; God doth gracioufly vouchfafe unto them the glo¬ 
rious light of Giving knowledge. But when they turn their backs upon him and his 
Oracles, and will needs walk by the light of their own tinder-boxes, kindling! 
fire, and compalfing themfelves with fparks, I fa. 50. xi. ihey are fure to be bc- 
wildrcd, and to lye down in ftrrow.

And righteous altogether] Not one of tliem to be found fault withjbut all or them 
every way compleat and abfolute. Juftifaatafuntfmul , fo lome render it, they are 
altogether juftified. What an high efteem the jews at this day have of the Law, 
hath been elfewhcre noted; whilft they carry it ufually about their Synagogues at 
the end of their fer vice in proceflion,. with many ornaments of Crowns ana Scep¬ 
ters; the Children killing it, as it paffeth by them. To their Difciples they pre- 
feribe, not to write any letter of the law without a coppy, no line of it without a 
rule, no parchment but made of the skin of a clean bcaft, no word muft be written 
in a different colour. No man might carry it behind him, but lay it next to his 
heart in his travell; nor read it, but in a clean place; nor fell it, though the coppy 
were moth-eaten, aad himfelf haft famifhed. The laft day of the fcaft of Taber¬ 
nacles they call Shimchah Tor ah, the rejoy ring at the Law. They have chofen alio 
then, two, that arc called fponft legis ; one of which is to read the end of it called Cha- 
than Torah, the Bridegroom of the Law ended; the other C hath an Berejhith , be- 
caule hee presently beginneth it again; thefe are to exprclle joy. 

Verb 10. More to bee defred are they than gold] Old people are ail for profir, 
young for pleafure;here’s gold for the one, yea th efinefi gold (gold of Fes) in great 
quantity; here’s hony for the other, yea live-hony dropping from the comb, liquor 
of the hony-comb. As Mann* had all forts of Iw.eec taftes in it; fo hath the word, 
to thofe that have fpirituall lenfes exercifedtodifcerngoodandevill. Great is the 
iweetnefle of humane learning to thofe that have got a taftc of it, as it was to Py¬ 
thagoras and Plato , who travelled farrefor it; to Julian the Apoftate,who preferred 
the Itudy of it, before all paftimes whatfoever; to M. Aurelius the Emperour , who 
fakhhee would not leave the knowledge hec might learn in one hour, fpr all the gold 
that hee pofleffed; to Abhonfus Yttngot Arragon, who preferred his skill in the 
Mathematicks,before the Empire ol Germany when it was offered unto him; he pro- 
felled, that hee had rather lofehis Jewels than his books-, and all his Kingdomes ra¬ 
ther than that little learning hee had attained unto. How then fhould wc prize di- 
vine learning .which is infinitely more precious, profitable, and pleafant ? David 
had much of it, and yet hec cryes to God ever and anon, Teach nice thy fames. Mo - 
fes was but newly come down from the Mount, and hceprcfcntly prayes as one 
lofhnnre. i or A (hew mee thy dory. The Angels themfelves know not fo much of the 
myftery of Chrift, but they”would fain know more, 1 Pet. 1.12. Ephf. 2. 10 .see, 

Vcrf. 11. Moreover by them is thy fervant warned] Clearly admonished, or four- 
b,(hed and brigbtne&,Dm. 12. 3. vnutecircumfteft. Gods Teftimonics were Da¬ 
vids counfellors, Pfal. up- H- better than ever was Polybius to Scipio, Agrippa to 
AugufittSfSeneca to Nero , Anaxagoras to Themifocles, Plato to Die , Alexander to A- 
rifctle , or Nigidius to Cicero ; Princes of old,had their Monitores, Remem¬

not to come clear thereunto; their hands were full of blond, their hearts full of 
wickednefs. .

We have fome 
that would gladly dance with the Devil all day, and then fup with Chrift at night ; 
live all their lives long in Dalilaes lap, and then go to Abrahams bofome when they 
dye. But this cannotbc, as David well underftood; and therefore both dchewed 
the life of a wicked perfon, and deprecated his death; Gather not , or take not away , 
&c. The righteous is taken away (Heb.gatbered,lh. 57.1. as men gather Flow¬ 
ers and candy them, preferve them) with fuch to be gathered, David would hold 
it an happinefs, but not with finners, with fanguinaries; for fuch are gathered but 
as houfe-dufl, robe caft out of doors. <

Man is condemned as foon as conceived.
